MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


MONMOUTH PARK, 
MEADOWLANDS MAY 
BE UP FOR SALE 


T he New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority appar¬ 
ently is exploring the possi¬ 
bility of selling both Monmouth 
Park and Meadowlands, in keep¬ 
ing with Governor Jim McGree- 
vey’s desire to “get the state out 
of the sports business/’ 

George Zoffinger, CEO of 
the NJSEA, has said he plans to 
hire an investment banking firm 
to appraise the two race tracks, 
and then will entertain bids from 
interested parties. 

Potential buyers include 
Churchill Downs Inc., Magna 
Entertainment Corp., Green¬ 
wood Racing Inc., and former 
harness racing executive Louis 
Guida partnered with Standard- 
bred owner BiU Perretti. 


Although the NJSEA hopes 
to glean as much as $300 million 
from the sale, Monmouth Park it¬ 
self has nearly $90 mMon in debt. 

While Gov. McGreevey has 
expressed a desire to sell the 
tracks, he also has suggested the 
possibility of using Green Acres 
funds to purchase Monmouth. 
The Green Acres program, with 
an annual budget of $110 mil¬ 
lion in state funds, buys proper¬ 
ties and land for preservation. 

The Meadowlands in East 
Rutherford generates more than 
$20 million per year for the 
NJSEA, while Monmouth, which 
the NJSEA purchased in 1986, 
brings in between $7 and $12 
million annually.

RERUN TO OPERATE FARM, 
EDUCATIONAL CENTER IN MARYLAND 


R eRun Inc. has assumed 
management of Greener 
Pastures Equine Sanctuary, 
a 160-acre estate along the 
Sassafras River near Cecilton, 
Md., donated by the Wear family. 

The facility, previously man¬ 
aged by Thoroughbred Charities 
of America (TCA), is home to 
many retired race horses and is 
also a wildlife sanctuary dedicat¬ 
ed to preserving the nesting 
habitat of the Blue Heron and 
American Bald Eagle. Eventu¬ 
ally, a dog and cat rescue will be 
housed at the facility as well. 

Jennifer Haas, a graduate of 
the University of Kentucky’s 
equine science program, has 
resigned her position as media 
relations manager at Turfway 
Park and will serve as director of 


ReRun Maryland at Greener 
Pastures. 

ReRun plans to use the facility 
as both an adoption and retrain¬ 
ing center for ex-race horses and 
as an educational center for 
humans. With the support of the 
TCA and other equine rescue 
groups such as Days End Farm 
Horse Rescue Inc. and New 
Vocations Racehorse Adoption 
Program, the Maryland Chapter 
of ReRun will host a variety of 
cHnics such as disaster prepared¬ 
ness, starting an equine rescue, 
and retraining the ex-race horse. 

Programs to promote the 
Thoroughbred breed and to 
retrain the horses will be imple¬ 
mented immediately. By sum¬ 
mer’s end, the organization 
hopes to be working with the 


local community to offer classes 
and hands-on horse experience 
to Boy/Girl Scouts, 4-H clubs. 
Pony Clubs and local colleges. 
An All-Thoroughbred Charity 
Horse Show is in the works for 
2004, and a new barn and addi¬ 
tional paddocks will eventually 
be constructed to provide space 
to take in race track layups to 
train young people for careers at 
the race track. 

During the summer, ReRun 
Maryland plans to offer weekend 
programs for people considering 
race horse ownership, as well as 
for race fans who want a glimpse 
into farm and race track life. 
Lodging for the weekend retreats 
will be available in the estate’s 
main house on a first-come 
basis. 


“This comprehensive educa¬ 
tional facility will be the first of 
its kind among Thoroughbred 
adoption and retirement groups,” 
noted Shon Wylie, co-founder 
and president of ReRun Inc. 
“We hope that it will become a 
prototype for others seeking 
ways to make their programs 
more self-sufficient.” 

ReRun Inc. is a 501 (c) 3 non¬ 
profit organization that operates 
programs in eight states—^Ken¬ 
tucky, New York, New Jersey, 
Virginia, Illinois, Arkansas, Wash¬ 
ington and Maryland.

EMILY HUTCHISON 

Emily North King Hutchison, 
recently inducted into the Virginia 
Steeplechase Association Hall of 
Fame, died April 24 at age 87. 

Mrs. Hutchison, a native of 
Warren ton, Va., and a lifelong 
horsewoman, received the 
American Horse Shows Asso¬ 
ciation’s Pegasus Award in 2002, 
in recognition of her many 
achievements in the show ring. 

Along with her first husband 
Melville (Judge) Church II, she 
operated one of Virginia’s pre¬ 
mier Thoroughbred nurseries at 
North Cliff Farm in Culpeper 
County from the mid-1940s 
until Mr. Church’s death in 1965.

Sure 
enough, trainers began showing 
up, and Jack shook hands and 
made contact with as many of 
them as possible. Racing was his 
passion, his life.”

Edward Woodson, 75, who 
worked for 32 years at Chestnut 
Knoll Farm in PurceUviUe, Va., 
died May 24. 

Mr. Woodson, a native of 
Warrenton, Va., worked at David 
N. Rust’s farm in Leesburg, Va., 
as a young man. He also worked 
for Adam Seed and Feed Store in 
PurceUviUe.

Preakness 
by the numbers 
—or maybe not 


S cattered reflections follow¬ 
ing this year’s 128th running 
of the Preakness: 

♦ Facts and figures on the cur¬ 
rent economic impact of the 
Preakness are sparse to nonex¬ 
istent. Seems like a study is way 
overdue. 

The Maryland Department of 
Business and Economic Devel¬ 
opment places the economic 
impact of the Preakness—^Mary¬ 
land’s largest single-day sporting 
event—at an estimated $29.5 
million (in 2002 dollars). 

An article in the Baltimore Sun 
(May 14, 2003) stated that the 
race and events surrounding it 
are a “safe bet to pump $60 mil¬ 
lion into Baltimore’s economy.” 

The actual figures might be 
even higher, and almost certainly 
would be useful for the gover¬ 
nor, the state legislature and the 
Maryland Racing Commission 
to have on hand in any future 
discussions about the possibility 
of the Preakness moving out of 
state. 

^ This is Pimlico’s first year of 
operation with Frank Stronach’s 
Magna Entertainment Corp. as 
majority owner, but the manage¬ 
ment team headed by Joe and 
Karin De Francis remained in 
charge. 

What changes will occur in 
the future, and their possible 
impact on the Preakness, are the 
subject of many rumors. No 
official announcements, but 
many rumors. 

♦ Native Dancer’s name is 
familiar to many people—even 
non-racing fans. But how many 
in the Preakness day crowd took 
note of the 50th anniversary of 
Native Dancer’s Preakness? 

PimHco had new ownership 
then, too, Ben and Herman 
Cohen having purchased the 
track in 1952. The Preakness 
soared in popularity during the 
time that Pimlico was owned by 
the Cohens and managed by 
Chick Lang (until 1986). 

♦ It’s only a matter of time 
before a woman trainer wins the 
Preakness. Nancy Alberts came 
closer than any other woman 
has, when Magic Weisner fin¬ 
ished second in 2002. This year 
two woman trainers, Lisa Lewis 
(Kissin Saint) and Jennifer Leigh- 
Pedersen (New York Hero) were 
in contention. 


When Alibi Breakfast emcee 
Chris Lincoln noted that it must 
be a pretty big deal for a “lady 
trainer” to have a horse in the 
Preakness, Lewis responded in 
the most dignified way possible, 
pointing out that it would be a 
major accomplishment for any 
trainer. 

^ Many of Maryland’s top pro¬ 
ducing broodmares have behind 
them hard-trying race careers. 
And the dams of this year’s 
Maryland-bred Preakness starters 
New York Hero, Foufa’s Warrior 
and Cherokee’s Boy are right in 
line with that pattern. 

Collectively, the trio of Nin 
Two (dam of New York Hero), 
Cherokee Wonder (Cherokee’s 
Boy) and Foufa (Foufa’s War¬ 
rior) made 148 starts. 

Nin Two gets the prize for 
durability. A 1987 daughter of 
longtime Maryland stallion John 
Alden (who earned fame as the 
sire of blue collar millionaire 
Litde Bold John), Nin Two made 
85 starts, with 42 wins or plac- 
ings, over six seasons yet earned 
a paltry $80,639 before produc¬ 
ing Grade 2 winner New York 
Hero as her fourth foal. 

Cherokee Wonder possessed 
both class and sticktoitiveness, 
with 13 stakes wins or placings 
among her 51 career starts. The 
daughter of Cherokee Colony 
won two stakes and twice placed 
in graded company, earning 
$284,005. 

Foufa, by major sire Storm 
Bird, started 12 times and won 
once, for earnings of $11,550, 
but has given her all in the breed¬ 
ing shed, producing Foufa’s War¬ 
rior as her fifth stakes winner. 

♦ Four of the 10 starters passed 
through the auction ring on their 
way to the Triple Crown trail. 

Funny Cide, sold as a yearling 
at Saratoga for $22,000, was 
among the least expensive, but 
New York Hero, whose earnings 
stood at $417,300 when he broke 
from the gate in the Preakness, 
attracted no bids higher than 
$6,000 at the Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Yearling sale. He later sold as 
a 2-year-old for $135,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale. 

Third-place finisher Scrim¬ 
shaw was the most expensive of 
the lot, costing his owners Robert 
and Beverly Lewis $550,000 at 
the Keeneland April 2-year-olds 
in training sale. ^

O ne minute to post for 
the Preakness Stakes 
and Mike Sellito, agent 
for jockey Jose Santos, 
lets out a deep breath 
and smiles a nervous smile. 

“IPs all about the trip, you 
know that."" 


Then the 10 horses load into 
the gate for the 128th Preakness 
and the trip of a lifetime gets a 
little bit better. 

“Tuck in, Jose. Tuck in."" 

“OK, OK. But we had to use 
the horse to get there."" 

“Just wait Jose."" 


“Just wait kid."" 

“Just sit Jose."" 

“You"re not moving yet."" 
“Just sit kid."" 

“Don"t do nothing."" 

“Just wait Jose."" 

“Now, give it to him baby."" 
“Give it to him baby."" 


“Give it to him baby."" 

“Give it to him baby."" 

“We"re going to New York. 
We"re going to New York."" 

And you can come along too. 
For the first time in—^let"s face it, 
history—the Triple Crown is 
achievable to everyone. 
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Funny Cide, a New York- 
bred gelding owned by 10 
friends and trained by a walk- 
rub-and-ride-’em horseman, 
upset the Kentucky Derby with 
a perfect trip and decimated the 
Preakness with a flawless wallop. 

In the Derby, Funny Cide 
was in the cocoon of a lifetime, 
sitting perfecdy in stalking posi¬ 
tion while the Bobby Frankel 
team of Empire Maker and 
Peace Rules ran hard aU the way 
to finish second and third. After 
the race, it still could have been a 
fluke. 

Empire Maker, the golden 
son of this year’s Triple Crown, 
had missed training with a 
bruised foot. He raced wide for 
most of the race and then hung 
in the stretch. After the race. 
Hall of Famers Jerry Bailey and 
Frankel claimed that Empire 
Maker was still the better horse. 

That notion was plausible 
after the Derby, and ludicrous as 
Funny Cide turned for home in 
the Preakness, right about the 
time when SeUito yelled ''Give it 
to him baby.” That’s when the 
Derby looked like a prep for the 
Preakness and the reality of 
another ride to Belmont Park 
with everything on the line came 
to fruition. But this time, there 
are seats for everyone. 

Sackatoga Stable consists of 
nine buddies who followed 
managing partner Jack Knowl- 
ton’s passion for the game and 
bought into his idea of starting a 
low-budget racing syndicate. 
Eight years ago, the syndicate 
was formed when five of them 
each put up $5,000 to buy their 
first horse. The money’s never 
left the table. They rode to the 
Derby in a school bus to save 
expenses and booked it again for 
the Preakness to save karma. 

Chances are if you’re reading 
this magazine, you’ve had some 
buddies who wanted to buy a 
horse together, or you’ve worked 
hard on the backside at Pimlico 
or you’ve been through the 
wringer of Thoroughbred racing. 

Sackatoga Stable, Barclay 
Tagg and Jose Santos are the 
flamethrowers for each entity. 
And they were one race away 
from the Triple Crown. It’s 
never felt like this. 

Last year it was an Arab 
prince with money to burn. This 
year it’s a band of middle Ameri¬ 
cans with nothing to lose. 

Sackatoga Stable is the work¬ 
ingman’s syndicate. There’s a 



retired schoolteacher, a con¬ 
struction manager and a retired 
house builder. 

Tagg, a former steeplechase 
jockey, has been banging away at 
training horses for 30-plus years. 

Tagg’s assistant and parmer 
Robin SmuUen has put in her 
hours like a prisoner does time, 
hoping for a break for good 
behavior. 

Santos is a veteran jockey 
who escaped poverty in Chile 
and fought the rising tide of a 
waning career in America. 

Sellito, for that matter, is a 
former New York City police 
officer who turned into a jock’s 
agent. 

The bandwagon is getting 
crowded. 

Funny Cide throttled the 
Preakness field by nine and 
three-quarters lengths. Long- 
shot Midway Road finished sec¬ 
ond with the Wayne Lukas- 
trained Scrimshaw third. As 
Funny Cide galloped out in the 
PreaJmess, the Sackatoga crew

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TAGG’S ABILITY AS TRAINER NEVER IN DOUBT 



M lot of rubbing went into 
that over 30years.

I t was 1981 and Barclay Tagg 
was down and out. He was sit¬ 
ting in the Pimlico racing sec¬ 
retary's office, "Trying the 
blues," when trainer Charlie 
Hadry came in to enter a horse. 

""What's the matter, Bar¬ 
clay?" Hadry asked. 

""I just don't have anything to 
train," Tagg answered. ""I work 
and work and work and work 
and the horses disappear and I 
got nothing to train." 

Hadry sent him an owner 
and four 2-year-olds the next 
day. 

""We both had worked for 
Frank Whiteley and I guess he 
figured I knew something if I 
put up with Frank for a year or 
so," Tagg said. ''Boy, I worked 
on those four 2-year-olds for 
three or four months." 

All four were dead right and 
needed one final work. Tagg 
called his owner. 

"I got four jocks coming and 
I'm going to work all four of 
your horses from the gate 
tomorrow Then I'm going to 
decide which ones to run 
where," Tagg told him. "They're 
all doing super, they all look a 
picture, they're all dappled out, 
they've all managed to stay 
sound. The fastest one. I'll put 
in a maiden special weight and 
the worst one I'll put in a maid¬ 
en claimer and we'll figure out 
where the other two go in 
between." 

The owner came up from 
Florida to watch the work. He 
was impressed. 

"Barclay, you've done a 
beautiful job with all of them. I 
am so thrilled," he said. "I'll tell 
you what. I've paid you haven't 
I?" 

""Yeah," Tagg answered. 
""Well good," the owner said. 
""I have a van coming tomorrow. 
I'm taking them all to Florida." 

Tagg was gutted. ""I didn't 
even get to run one of them," 
Tagg said. ""I was about to throw 
up." 

The next day Hadry saw 
Tagg, who was galloping horses 
to eke out a living. 

""Tell me something," Hadry 
asked Tagg. ""Did that man I 
sent you take those horses?" 


""Yeah, the van came this 
morning and picked them up." 

Hadry shook his head, ""I 
will never do that again. I will 
never get someone an owner 
again. I feel terrible." 

""Wait a minute, wait a 
minute," Tagg said. ""You can 
get me another owner if you 
want." 

And he did. Again and again. 
Of all the people who helped 
Tagg get to the Triple Crown 
with Funny Cide, Charlie Hadry 
would be near at the top. The 
veteran trainer died on February 
24 this year and Tagg feels the 
loss now that he's going for his 
biggest gain. 

""He was probably one of 
the biggest factors in whatever 
success I've had," Tagg said. ""I 
just loved him, he was the finest 
man. He missed this thing that's 
going on now. I feel bad about 
that." 

This thing that's going on 
now is a trainer's ultimate fanta¬ 
sy. Going for the Triple Crown 
with an overachiever that you 
picked out yourself It's been a 


long voyage for Tagg, 65, who 
still looks fit enough to ride 
jumpers like he did back in the 
late '60s. 

He rides his pony, March, 
out with Funny Cide while his 
parmer Robin Smullen coaxes 
the big horse through his 
motions. They get to the barn 
early and they leave the barn 
late. That's the Tagg way of 
doing things and he's not chang- 
ing. 

""I waited a long time for 
something like this. Waited a 
long time," Tagg said. ""I always 
stuck with pretty much the same 
way of doing things. I always 
felt it was right. I didn't have a 
lot of champions but I think I 
made a lot of horses better than 
what they would have been. I 
never felt like I slighted any of 
them." 

Tagg certainly hasn't slighted 
Funny Cide, taking his time and 
teaching him lessons while 
other 3-year-olds were winning 
all the money. 

""I'll be candid. Certainly I 
think I deserve this," Tagg said. 


""I worked as hard or harder as 
anybody. I might not be as 
smart as some of them but I 
worked as hard as any of them. 
Hell yeah. I paid my dues." 

And the world has finally 
realized it. 

""It's been a good trip. I'm 
not sure how to elaborate on it. 
It seemed like a lot of people 
are really truly rooting for us," 
Tagg said. ""I had so many peo¬ 
ple call and tell me they were 
jumping off the couch, scream¬ 
ing and hollering and falling off 
the balcony. Everybody sound¬ 
ed so sincere about it. It wasn't 
just like, "uh, great, yeah.' It was 
really, really sincere. Other peo¬ 
ple who have been trying just as 
hard, working just as hard 
seemed like they were really 
happy for us. I didn't know any¬ 
body liked me." 

Tagg's a type of trainer 
who's too busy working to 
worry about what people think 
of him. Based, at least partially, 
in Maryland for about 30 years, 
Tagg did well enough to win 38 
stakes and to hold a respectable 
position on every circuit he 
competed on, even with some 
bleak years thrown in the mix. 

""I never had any doubt that 
I could do this. I'm not saying 
that with hindsight either. I've 
always done things exacdy the 
same way and I've had some 
good horses. I've had a couple 
of Grade 1 winners [Miss Josh, 
Royal Mountain Inn]. Awful lot 
of guys never had any Grade 1 
winners and I've had a couple of 
them," said Tagg, who won the 
Kentucky Derby in his first 
attempt. 

""Frankel, Baffert and Lukas, 
and I respect all three, probably 
get 20 Funny Cides a year to 
fool with. They don't have to He 
awake worrying if he's going to 
have an ankle in the morning. 
They probably do but they don't 
have to quite as much because 
they have more opportunity. We 
just don't have quite as much 
cream to raise to the top. You 
just have to hope and pray that 
something like this will happen 
so you don't die thinking every¬ 
thing was useless."

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But most of all, it had the purity 
and sheer possibility that only 
Funny Cide in 2003 could pro¬ 
vide. 

''Oh my God. IBs like a 
dream, like you’re walking in the 
clouds and everything is hap¬ 
pening to you,” Santos said. 
"People have been so nice, 
telling me congratulations and 
you can see it in their faces that 
they mean it, they are really 
happy about it.” 

The road map for this trip 
has a lot of on ramps, a lot of 
roadblocks, and a whole lot of 
miles logged. Tagg and Santos 
could write the book on how to 
persevere in horse racing. 
Sackatoga could write the fore¬ 
word, title it something like 
"How to have a good time in 
horse racing while not breaking 
your bank.” 

Tagg went to Penn State and 
graduated to steeplechase racing 
in the mid-1960s. He rode for 
Morris Dixon, Burley Cocks, 
Jonathan Sheppard, Ronnie 
Houghton and then needed a 
change. He went out on his own 
as a flat trainer at Pimlico in 
1971 with one "board-biU” filly 
who was given to him by his 
good friend Charlie Kelly. Ifs 
been, in his words, "scuffle ever 
since.” 

Tagg doesn’t miss a day of 
work, he doesn’t mince words 
and he doesn’t paint a pretty pic¬ 
ture if it isn’t pretty. A fellow 
trainer once said, "He’s not in 
nearly as bad a mood as he 
seems because he loves being 
miserable.” 

He admits to being pes¬ 
simistic, and he has realism 
down to a way of life. 

"Is it frustrating? All the 
time,” Tagg said of the training 
profession. "You get up every 
morning and find things wrong 
and try to correct them. Then 
you call the owners and tell them 
you got to wait another six 
weeks. Everybody’s mad at you.”

Right now, nobody’s mad at 
Tagg, other than maybe Frankel 
and some other 3-year-old train¬ 
ers who had their molds broken 
with Tagg’s run through the 
Triple Crown. Triple Crown 
icons Bob Baffert and D. Wayne 
Lukas have been nothing but 
race-fillers in this year’s classics. 

Ifs simply good for the game 
to have a new voice at the podi¬ 
um. One who didn’t start the 
Triple Crown trail with more 
numbers than NASDAQ, one 
who forced writers to look in 
the press guide for biographical 
facts, one who comes from the 
other side of the tracks. 

Funny Cide, bred by WinStar 
Farm LLC (Kenny Troutt and 
Bill Casner) and foaled at 
McMahon Thoroughbreds in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y., is the 
once-in-a-lifetime horse for 
Tagg. 

He knew it for a long time. 

Tagg saw the gelded son of 
Distorted Humor at the 
Saratoga yearling sales originally 
but passed him over. He saw 
him again at Tony Everard’s 
Another Episode farm in Ocala, 
Fla., and fell in love. Each time 
he came to the farm, Tagg’s eyes 
couldn’t get off the solid chest¬ 
nut even if the price kept going 
up. 

Tagg was struggling to fmd a 
client but finally managed to 
convince Sackatoga, who had 
some money in the bank after a 
horse got claimed, to raise their 
bet. 

"These guys were looking for 
a New York-bred and you 
couldn’t turn him down. We just 
kept seeing him out the corner 
of our eyes,” Tagg said. "I called 
them up and said, 'Think you 
guys can come up with $75,000?’ 
They said, 'Well, I don’t know...’ 
I said, 'I got a horse I really like.’ 
They said, 'If you really like him 
then’. . . That made me feel 
good.” 

Funny Cide has done noth¬ 
ing to dispel Tagg’s original 
opinion. He won his first three 
starts in New York-bred compa¬ 
ny (including two stakes) and 
then slowly learned his lessons 
while getting bounced around in 
the top shelf of the 3-year-old 
class. He finished fifth in the 
Holy Bull StakeS-G3 at Gulf- 
stream, third in the Louisiana 
Derby-G2 at Fair Grounds to 
Peace Rules, and second to 
Empire Maker in the Wood 
Memorial-Gl. Each race was a

little better than the last and 
Tagg, outwardly reluctant but 
inwardly confident, kept on the 
Triple Crown trail. 

Tagg shipped Funny Cide to 
Churchill Downs later than 
whafs supposed to be the only 
way to do it. Three days out and 
just as planned. He never 
wavered in his belief and after 
two legs, it’s clear that the man 
knows what he’s doing. 

Santos is comfortable with 
horse, trainer and situation. 

'd have plenty of confidence 
in the horse because I know he’s 
the best 3-year-old. I have plen¬ 
ty of confidence in the trainer 
because I know he’s going to do 
the best for the horse and I 
know he knows how to train 
horses to go that far,” Santos 
said, referring to the one and a 
half miles of the Belmont. 
“Everybody is rooting for 
Funny Cide and all the connec¬ 
tions. It’s been 25 years and we 
haven’t had a Triple Crown win¬ 
ner and there’s been a lot of 
horses that have tried in the 
Belmont. I think this year will be 
different.” 

It’s definitely been different 
so far. As with any good horse 
racing story, it hasn’t been with¬ 
out controversy. Days after the 
Derby, the Miami Herald ran a 
story alleging that Santos carried 
an electrical device, a battery, in 
the Derby. A photograph was 
bandied around the media 
showing a dark spot inside 
Santos’s right hand. 

The newspaper botched an 
interview with Santos, quoting 
him as saying he had a “cue 
ring” to call the outriders in his 
hand. He was referring to a Q 
Ray bracelet that he wears to 
cure arthritis. CaU the outrider, 
cure arthritis? 

Santos’s Chilean accent is 
heavy. This is the man who was 
quoted as saying Funny Cide 
was moving like an ice machine 
instead of a nice machine. 

The Churchill Downs stew¬ 
ards held an investigation, and 
quickly determined that the 
black spot in Santos’s hand was, 
shockingly, a black spot. But the 
damage was done, racing was on 
the front pages for all the wrong 
reasons—again. 

That was one of the reasons 
why Funny Cide needed to win 
the Preakness. To give the world 
another chance at the Triple 
Crown and to bury the battery 
rumors. 


T hursday was fast. Friday 
was sloppy. Saturday was 
sloppy, muddy, and finally 
good. One man—and his 
troops—made it all good. On 
Saturday, John Passero was 
Noah and Pimlico was his ark. 

Dressed in jeans, rubber 
galoshes, and a flannel-lined 
yellow rain slicker, Passero 
looked anything but the man at 
the helm. But watch Pimlico’s 
vice-president in charge of rac¬ 
ing surfaces for a few moments, 
and you can see he’s got the 
helm firmly within his grip. He 
chews on a plastic-coffee stir 
while he beats a path near the 
finish line. 

He looks like a cross 
between an artist scoping out 
the best view for a painting, a 
cop directing New York City 
traffic, and a carpenter renovat¬ 
ing a room. Whether it’s walk¬ 
ing out on the track to see how 
it’s faring or radioing a man 
about an infield tent or doing a 
television interview—Passero 
was square in the eye of Mary¬ 
land’s greatest day of racing. 

Stopping Passero for a con¬ 
versation on Preakness day is 
like stopping a train. But he’ll 
give everyone a moment. 

“Unbelievable would prob¬ 
ably describe it. With all the 
rain and all the stuff that is 
happening, it’s been phenome¬ 
nal. The track is just one of 
them,” Passero said. “I got all 
these pockets of guys that are 
extraordinarily talented at 
everything they do and I just 
turn them loose on every litde 
thing and it aU comes together 
on the day.” 

It came together like a 
Martha Stewart dinner party. 
The track dried out all day and 
most importantly played fair all 
day. 

“The first priority is the 
track, and that turned out real 
good. I really am happy with 
it,” Passero said. “No sun, no 
wind, no nothing. If it wasn’t 
for that we would have put a 
harrow in it about two hours 
ago. I consider it fast. They 
been running fast on it.” 

To Passero, it’s all about 
doing the right thing, the right 
way, which creates the right 
track at the right time. 


“The key to it was Thursday 
night. We got it put down real 
hard. We got it down right 
when the raindrops started fly¬ 
ing, about 9 o’clock. Once we 
did that I knew it would hold,” 
Passero said. “I know what to 
do to get it to react like that. It’s 
no different than a lot of 
tracks, but I think what is 
extraordinary is the fellows and 
the tools we use to make it 
react like that. You could do the 
same to tracks all over the 
country but people just don’t 
know how to, that’s all.” 

Passero is confident about 
his know-how when it comes 
to the track but don’t think he’ll 
take any bows for it. 

“I’m proud of my guys. I’m 
really proud of my gnys,” said 
Passero when asked if he was 
proud of himself “They give 
up everything for the last two 
weeks for this. My hat’s off to 
all the troops.” /Sean Clancy

PREAKNESS NUMBERS 

I t was the coldest Preakness on record, with temperatures hov¬ 
ering in the 50s for most of the afternoon. But attendance 
topped 100,000 for the fourth time in five years and betting fig¬ 
ures exceeded $60 million for the third consecutive year at the 
128th Preakness, on May 17 at Pimlico. 

The crowd (100,268) was the fourth largest in Preakness his¬ 
tory. 

Preakness day wagering totalled $64,558,388, with $38,468,281 
handled on the main event. Total wagering declined 9.5 percent in 
comparison with 2002, but increased 3 percent over 2001. 

NBC’s telecast earned a 5.6 overnight rating and 13 share, both 
down from a 6.5 overnight rating and 15 share in 2002. The cov¬ 
erage peaked between 6:00 and 6:30, the half-hour slot that fea¬ 
tured Funny Cide’s near-record performance that earned an 7.7 
overnight rating and 17 share.

'd know I was clean but I had 
to prove to the people that I was 
clean. My lawyer, my agent and 
my wife got together for two 
days. We had 280 pictures against 
one,’’ Santos said. ''Ninety-nine 
percent of the people were 
behind us. Whoever knows how 
to watch a race knows that it was 
impossible for me to carry 
something. I hit him right-hand¬ 
ed, switched to left-handed, 
went back to right-handed. I 
would have to be the best magi¬ 
cian in the world to carry some¬ 
thing besides the whip.” 

It was just another mile to 
log for Santos. He clawed his 
way out of the Chile ghetto, 
then kept clawing his way 
through a drug habit in 
Colombia and finally made a 
home in this country. He rose to 
the very top of the game and 
then gradually slid back down 
the same path that he once 
scaled. A divorce, injuries and a 
basic lack of fashionability 
among racing’s elite jockeys had 
him laboring for business. 

"In this career you have to 
learn to have patience. I have a 
lot of patience. I have ridden a 
lot of good horses but they 
never made it all the way, they 
disappeared. Now, I find my real 
good horse,” Santos said. "I 
never thought I’d be in this posi¬ 
tion. I always dreamt of having a 
good horse in the Kentucky 
Derby but I never imagine win¬ 
ning the Kentucky Derby. And 
then the Preakness, forget about 
it. And now, we’re going to go 
for the Triple Crown.” 

As Funny Cide crossed the 
wire in the Preakness, vindica¬ 
tion and jubilation rushed over 
Santos. He stood tall in his irons, 
pumped his right fist, then held 
up two fingers and then flashed 
an open palm like David 
Copperfield after a good trick. 
The pixie dust was scattered all 
over the 100,268 on hand. 

"I keep him busy until the 
wire. When I passed the wire, I 
put my hand to my mouth and 
threw a kiss to God. Then I did 
the victory sign. Then I opened 
my hand,” Santos said. "When I 
watched the video, it came from 
my heart not because I knew I 
was going to do it. It came from 
my heart, feel like God told me 
to open my hand.” 

Back at the stakes barn after 
the races, the Sackatoga crew

sang New York, New York with 
bugler Joe Kelly leading the 
charge. They hoisted Funny 
Cide’s wooden saddling plaque 
in the air and whirled around 
like a Mardi Gras parade. 

Tagg uneasily walked through 
the crowd, shaking hands and 
trying to keep it all in perspec¬ 
tive—^which was getting more 
and more difficult even for 
Tagg. 

Maryland jockey Nik Good¬ 
win congratulated the home¬ 
town hero. A woman handed 
Tagg a straw hat to sign. 
Another woman said she loved 
him. Pimlico’s stable manager 
Gelo Hall shook his hand and 
said it as well as anyone. 

"Now it’s all worth it,” Hall 
said. "We need those rich guys 
but this is good for all the little 
people. You know time and 
chance happens to us all.” 

And that’s what this one was 
about. Time and chance. And 
keeping the belief that time and 
chance will happen to us all. 

As the party was still going 
strong, Knowlton and Tagg had 
another business meeting. 

"You have to come over to 
the Marriott,” Knowlton said to 
Tagg. "We’re all going over and 
want you to be there.” 

"Jack, I was up at 4:30 this 
morning while you all were 
sleeping,” Tagg said. 

"And I’m going to be looking 
at 2-year-olds at Timonium at 7 
in the morning while you all are 
sleeping. And then the I’ll be up 
the next morning. . .” 

Knowlton nodded his head 
and smiled.

L ightning doesn’t strike 
twice in the same place? 
That law of nature appar- 
endy doesn’t apply to the roll¬ 
ing hillsides of Darlington, Md. 

Two years in a row, a farm 
located in Darlington—a dot 
on the map near the Susque¬ 
hanna River, about an hour’s 
drive north of Baltimore—^has 
seen its fortunes soar because 
of close connections with the 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner. 

It happened this season at 
the Boniface family’s Bonita 
Farm, which currently is home 
to both of Funny Cide’s 
younger siblings—a 2-year-old 
filly by Personal Flag named 
Rockcide, and a weanHng colt 
sired by Bonita’s superbly bred 
first-year stallion Mojave Moon. 

J. William Boniface, his 
wife Joan, and their three sons 
who collectively operate Bonita 
Farm, found the proverbial 
lightning in a bottle when 
Bonita purchased Funny Cide’s 
dam Belle’s Good Cide (by 
Slewacide), barren, at the 2001 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale for $3,500. 

On January 6, 2003, Belle’s 
Good Cide produced the first 
foal born by Mojave Moon, a 
son of Mr. Prospector out of 
champion East of the Moon. 


Unfortunately (to 
say the least). Belle’s 
Good Cide, only 10 
years old, suffered a 
severe bout of colic in 
March, and was 
humanely destroyed 
following surgery at 
New Bolton Center. 

But her orphaned 
colt has thrived, and 
lives in a field with 
two other weanlings. 
The Bonifaces sold 50 
percent of the colt to 
Kennard Warfield, 
brother of Joan Boni¬ 
face. Warfield also 
owns Rockcide, pur¬ 
chased for $30,000 
upon the Bonifaces’ 
recommendations, at 
the 2002 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall 
yearling sale. The 
daughter of Personal 
Flag is the only filly from 
Funny Cide’s immediate fami¬ 
ly; Belle’s Good Cide produced 
only one foal, a Cozzene colt. 
Coincide, before Funny Cide. 

Sent through the Keene- 
land sales ring with Funny 
Cide in utero for a $100,000 
reserve in 2000, Belle’s Good 
Cide obviously represented a 
tremendous bargain for the 
Bonifaces, who were attracted 
to her because they believed her 
pedigree—as a granddaughter 
of Seattle Slew—^would cross 
well with Mojave Moon. 

To race, or sell, or keep the 
two young horses as prospec¬ 
tive breeding stock. Those are 
the pleasant options that loom 
in front of the Bonifaces and 
Warfield. 

When all is said and done. 
Funny Cide’s exploits on the 
race track may mean as much 
to Bonita Farm as those of 
2002 Kentucky Derby/Preak¬ 
ness winner War Emblem did 
to nearby Murmur Farm. 

War Emblem’s sire Our 
Emblem, a relative nonentity 
when he moved to Allen and 
Audrey Murray’s Murmur 
Farm in Darlington in the fall 
of 2001, was sold by the Mur¬ 
rays in June 2002 for more 
than $10 million.

W here there was smoke, 
there was major firepow¬ 
er.

Smoke Glacken, who 
amassed $759,560 during his 
career and now stands at 
Gainesway in Kentucky, sizzled 
at this year’s edition of the auc¬ 
tion held May 19 and 20 at 
Timonium. 

With two offspring from his 
third crop catalogued. Smoke 
Glacken accounted for the sales- 
topper, a $320,000 colt whose 
selling price was the third high¬ 


est in the sale’s 29-year history, 
and the second highest-priced 
filly ($155,000). 

Smoke Glacken’s standout 
performance highlighted an 
overall solid two-day auction 
that featured the largest cata¬ 
logue of any 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale ever held in Maryland. 

In aU, 322 head sold for a 
record gross of $9,805,300, 
averaging $30,451. The median 


was $22,000. The average de¬ 
clined 7.8 percent in comparison 
to last year, and the percentage 
of buybacks increased slighdy— 
to 28.8 percent from 25.9 per¬ 
cent. 

Thirteen horses, eight colts 
and five fillies, sold for $100,000 
or more. A total of 111 horses 
—more than one-third of the 
sale—fell into the middle-mar¬ 
ket range, $25,000 to $50,000. 

The sales-topper, a bay con¬ 
signed by Niall Brennan Stables, 
agent, worked an electrifying 
:33.20 over the Timonium track 
—believed to be the fastest 
three-furlong pre-sale workout 
ever recorded at the distance in 
Maryland. His time broke the 
record (:33.60) set seven years 
ago by Smoke Glacken. 

A New York-bred sold by his 
breeder, Connecticut resident 
Lawrence Goichman, the top- 
priced colt was produced from 
the A1 Nasr (Fr) mare Baydon 
Belle, who is from the family of 
champion European sprinter 
Stravinsky and Grade/Group 1 
winners Fire the Groom, 
Dowsing and Royal and Regal. 
New York trainer Rick Violette 
purchased the colt on behalf of 
Klaravich Stables. 

The highest-priced filly, and 
second highest-priced offering, 
is a gray/roan daughter of Un¬ 
bridled’s Song out of the stakes- 
placed Dixieland Band mare 
Rockaroller. Consigned by Hart- 
ley-DeRenzo Thorough-breds 
LLC, agent, the filly posted a 
bullet two-furlong work in 
:21.40 and was purchased for 
$260,000 by leading New York 
trainer Richard Dutrow. 

The $155,000 Smoke Glacken 
filly, third most expensive over¬ 
all, contributed still further to 
the sense of deja vu, as she was 
consigned by Kirkwood Stable 
(Kip Elser), the agent who sold 
her sire. 

Polish Numbers ranked as 
the leading Mid-Adantic based 
sire, with five of his offspring 
selling for a total of $337,000, 
an average of $67,400. A son of 
Danzig who made his career at 
Northview Stallion Station until 
his untimely death last Novem¬ 
ber, Polish Numbers topped the 
sires list by average, three or 
more sold, and was the sale’s 
third-leading sire by gross.

O xbow Racing made a big splash at this sale, buying 12 horses 
for a total of $426,000 to rank as the leading buyer by gross. 
Which, for many people, raised a question—^who is Oxbow 
Racing? 

The stable name may be new, but its principals Art and 
Stephanie Preston have been involved with racing on a major 
scale. 

Art Preston, with his brothers Jack and J.R., campaigned 1998 
Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Victory Gallop and Da Hoss, two-time 
winner of the Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl. The brothers developed 
Prestonwood Farm, a major Thoroughbred nursery in Kentucky, 
and three years ago sold the property to Ken Troutt and Bill 
Casner, who operate it as WinStar Farm. WinStar is the breeder of 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness hero Funny Cide. 

Along with his wife Stephanie, who holds a veterinary master’s 
degree from Texas A & M University, Art Preston has reshaped his 
involvement in the Thoroughbred business. The Prestons, whose 
primary residence is in Houston, Tex., are putting together a rac¬ 
ing stable to be based in Kentucky. 

'We’ve decided to come back to the Bluegrass area and start 
with a small racing stable,” said Art Preston, describing his wife as 
the driving force in the new operation. 'We want to be involved, 
and we want to buy a farm. We may get a few broodmares, but I 
doubt that we’ll stand any stallions. We were very pleased with the 
horses we purchased at this sale—they were good individuals at 
proper prices.” 

The Prestons’ purchases ranged from $20,000 to $57,000, with 
the most expensive being a colt named Black Raptor, by Allen’s 
Prospect out of the Rahy mare Sandpiper. The colt, consigned by 
Parrish Farms, agent, is a Pennsylvania-bred and is eligible to the 
Maryland Million.

T he public has not forgotten 
the chestnut son of Bold 
Ruler who led a flurry of 
Triple Crown winners in the 
mid-1970s. Secretariat aced rac¬ 
ing’s most serious test with a 31 - 
length victory in the 1973 
Belmont Stakes. Only four years 
later, Seatde Slew became the 
first horse to win the triple while 
undefeated, and the next year 
Affirmed won the triple in a 
series of epic challenges from 
Alydar. 

Yet even Seattle Slew and 
Affirmed stood in the shadow 
of Secretariat. Despite their bril¬ 
liance and consistent excellence, 
nothing transpired to diminish 
the breathtaking and record- 
breaking victories that Secre¬ 
tariat produced for his Triple 
Crown. 

Being the first horse to 
sweep the Triple Crown in a 
quarter-century and the first to 
do it on live, nationwide televi¬ 
sion, Secretariat became an icon 
for the general public, as well as 
the fans of racing who annually 
follow the sport’s heroic trek 
through the Triple Crown. 

As a result of his popular 
recognition. Secretariat became 
associated with a mood of opti¬ 
mism and a symbol of excel¬ 
lence that transcended sport and 
made him a horse of cultural 
significance. 

Even today, 30 years after 
Secretariat’s Triple Crown, peo¬ 
ple with litde interest in racing 
wiU stop and comment about 
the big red horse. As a result of 
his name recognition and public 
appeal. Secretariat’s handsome 
image even appeared on a 
postage stamp honoring great 
popular icons. 

As expected for anything so 
recognizable and popular. 
Secretariat has been the subject 
of seemingly endless articles, as 
well as several noteworthy bio¬ 
graphical works, and he was so 
well-regarded for his beauty and 
visual appeal that his picture can 
be found the world over, some¬ 
times identified properly and 
sometimes just noted as ''great 
racehorse.” 

Well, that he was, and as the 
public’s fascination with Secre¬ 
tariat continues, it is obvious 
that he was much more too. 



Currently, there are four 
books on Secretariat still in print 
three decades after he left the 
stage he had dominated so well. 

The first of these in popular 
reception, and the most ac¬ 
claimed when it appeared, is Bill 
Secretariat: The Making of a 
Champion, most of which was 
originally published under the 
tide Big Red of Meadow Stable. 
Nack is one of the most hon¬ 
ored reporters on racing, and in 
his book on Secretariat, Nack 
elevates reportage to a fine, high 
standard. With carefully crafted 
details, he takes the reader into 
the scenes that made Secretariat 
legend. 

From the moments of his 
birth to the final agonizing deci¬ 
sion to have the suffering horse 
put down, Nack chronicles the 
life of Secretariat and puts 
the reader in the picture, 
watching and almost 
participating in the 
drama. Clearly, this 
is not the same 
volume that Nack 
published more 
than a quarter- 
century past. 

He has revised 1 
and added to 
the original bio¬ 
graphy of Secre¬ 
tariat, which was 
a landmark equine 
biography; now 
Nack has added the 
rest of the story, at 
least as well as it can be 
told in one volume. 


ability to write about a race, to 
make it individual and personal 
and interesting has rarely been 
matched. 

His work with Secretariat 
ranks alongside Jane Schwartz’s 
biography of Ruffian and Kent 
Hollingsworth’s best reporting 
as great sports literature. 

Given the success and signif¬ 
icance of Nack’s volume, how 
does another writer take the 
field? Timothy T. Capps finds a 
niche with his Secretariat, pub¬ 
lished just this year as part of 
the Thoroughbred Legends 
series by Eclipse Press, a divi¬ 
sion of Blood-Horse Publi¬ 
cations, Inc. 


ing him life. Then the story 
examines his exemplary racing 
career, with anecdotes about the 
horse and his attributes. 

Finally, Capps assesses Secre¬ 
tariat as a stallion. Many people 
had expected that, as a matter of 
simple fact. Secretariat would be 
a sire equal in accomplishments 
with his ability as a race horse. 
That was expecting too much. 

Capps writes that from the 
first crop of Secretariat’s foals 
"it soon became evident that 
Secretariat was unlikely to be an 
exceptional stallion.” The great 
champion proved to be better 
than average, but only a few of 
his best offspring (Risen Star, 
Lady’s Secret, Ter- 
lingua and

To fully know the joys and 
traumas of Secretariat’s journey, 
we would have had to be Penny 
Chenery, Lucien Laurin, Ron 
Turcotte or Seth Hancock. But 
this book gives us much more 
than a glimpse at the people 
who worked with Secretariat and 
helped to shape his life. The 
portraits of the most significant 
personalities in Secretariat’s 
world take on life and interest, 
and the strength of Nack’s 
human portraits is a key element 
in making his book on Secre¬ 
tariat so successful. 

Realistically, the greater pub¬ 
lic has a limited appetite for race 
results, and the human concerns 
are what hold their interest. To 
Nack’s great credit, however, his

after the fact, Capps takes the 
conservative and analytical his¬ 
torian’s approach to Secretariat, 
the myth and the life.

But in addition to living on 
through several select Hnes of 
descent. Secretariat lives on in 
the hearts of people, those who 
saw him race and find beauty in 
his story. 

Nor does Secretariat’s appeal 
seem to know the bounds of 
time or age. I Rode the Red Horse, 
by Barbara M. Libby (also an 
Eclipse Press volume), is the 
newest volume, with a copyright 
date of April 2003. This is a 
book written for young people, 
and my panel of juvenile review¬ 
ers gave the book a 10. 
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The book also is illustrated 
by Libby, and one reviewer said, 
''The pictures showed the race 
track, and I liked that There are 
dogs in some of the pictures 
also, and I liked that’’ 

Clearly, animal appeal is a sig¬ 
nificant factor in children’s 
reception of this book, and it is 


illustrated with portraits of 
Secretariat, his jockey Ron Tur- 
cotte, his groom Eddie Sweat 
and his trainer Lucien Laurin, as 
well as co-owner Penny Chenery 
of Meadow Stable. 

Aimed at keeping the interest 
of children, I Rode the Red Horse 
is easily read by younger boys 


and girls, yet keeps the attention 
of more advanced youths, partly 
through the attractions of its 
illustrations of a litde-seen part 
of the sporting world in the race 
track. 

The second half of the book 
is an effective retelling of Secre¬ 
tariat’s victory in the Belmont, 
and as one youngster said, "My 
favorite part is when he won the 
Triple Crown. I loved it. The pic¬ 
tures are really good.” 

Last in this review (because 
one had to be) but far from least 
is Raymond Woolfe’s Secretariat 
The most lavishly illustrated of 
the books on the chesmut cham¬ 
pion, Woolfe’s volume is an 
undeniable treat. 

Designed more on the scale 
of a coffee table book, Woolfe’s 
work gives the story of Secre¬ 
tariat but most importantly aug¬ 
ments it with photographs of 
one of the handsomest horses in 
history. It is hard to take a bad 
picture of Secretariat, but 
Woolfe’s are some of the best. 

Whether in catching the 
curves of Secretariat’s powerful 
physique or in finding the most 
dramatic Hnes as the champion 
stretches out to victory, Woolfe 
matches photographic technique 
with the beauty and excitement 
of his subject. 

In truth, this is more than a 
photo book; it is photojournal¬ 
ism homing in on racing’s 
favorite son. Woolfe’s photo¬ 
graphs help capture the mood 


and character of the horse and 
the people around him. We see 
Laurin looking like he knows 
something we don’t or Eddie 
Sweat being relaxed. The detail 
and immediacy of Woolfe’s 
work adds another dimension to 
Secretariat’s story. 

As the decades pass, fewer 
among us will have seen Secre¬ 
tariat, but with these books 
about the champion, he will 
remain as fresh, vital and full of 
life as when he was striding 
majestically over the track and 
lifting our hearts along the 
way. ^

Superior 
determination 
puts superstars 
over the ton 


E ight National Steeplechase 
Association stops hosted 
thousands of people and 
dozens of races in May but three 
horses stole most of the spot¬ 
light with efforts that showcased 
the Thoroughbred’s most endear¬ 
ing characteristic—determina¬ 
tion. 

Trebizond (Ire), Pelagos (Fr) 
and Lord Kenneth won May’s 
three most important races with 
speed, stamina and jumping abil¬ 
ity—of course—^but they also 
won with grit, heart and try 
Irish-bred Trebizond came 
into the $100,000 Hard Scuffle 
Stakes-NSAl at Churchill Downs 
on May 1 as the most experi¬

enced of the race’s eight entrants. 
He was also one of the most 
overlooked. Owned by Bill 
Lickle and trained by Kathy 
Neilson, Trebizond hadn’t won 
since July and led up to the first 
leg of the Steeplechase Triple 
Crown with a 52-length defeat in 
a Grade 1 stakes and a third in a 
two-other-than allowance. 

Running Hke he had some¬ 
thing to prove, the 7-year-old 
son of Sadler’s Wells charged 
from third to first in the final 
furlong to get past younger rivals 
Naughty Prince and Fighting 
Star and win by a half-length. 
Jockey Rob Massey said his 
horse simply never gave up. 


'd knew he was still trying for 
me, even when the others 
seemed to be pulling away a bit,” 
he said. ""It was a case of driving 
down to the last fence and hop¬ 
ing we met it well and could land 
running, which thankfully he 
did. The two in front of me just 
parted, so it left him a gap to run 
between which picked his head 
up again. He worked very hard 
and deserves every ounce of 
credit for that win.” 

Neilson nearly didn’t run her 
horse, who has shown an affini¬ 
ty for soft turf The Churchill 
forecast called for rain, but it 
didn’t arrive until post time (5:15 
p.m.), and did litde to dampen 
the course. 

""We were talking at about 
4:15 and debating whether we 
were going to run or not,” said 
Lickle, who was at his home in 
Delaware. ""Finally, we decided 
to go and I had to jump in the 
car and race to Delaware Park to 
see the race.” 

Lickle saw a doozy. Trebi¬ 
zond rated off the early pace in 
sixth place, picked his way 
through the field on the back- 
stretch the final time, kept pace 
as Naughty Prince and Fighting 
Star battled on the final turn, 
and wore down those two in the 
stretch. 

""He is a very tough horse, 
and I’m sure that’s the Sadler’s 
Wells in him,” said Neilson of 


her first Grade 1 winner. ""He’s 
had soundness issues that were 
pretty significant and in spite of 
that his heart swells up and he’s 
very determined.” 

Two days later at Churchill, 
Funny Cide’s heart swelled as he 
upset the Kentucky Derby. 
Nearly 600 miles away in Vir¬ 
ginia, timber horses Lord Ken¬ 
neth and Make Me a Champ 
locked in a stretch batde befit¬ 
ting a million-dollar race in the 
four-mile Virginia Gold Cup. 
The duo jumped the 23rd and 
final fence on even terms with 
Sovereign Storm, but surged 
toward the finish line as one 
horse. Matt McCarron drove 
Lord Kenneth to a short lead 
late, and simply hung on to 
score by a neck over 2002 race 
winner Make Me a Champ and 
Jody Petty. 

""He just gave me absolutely 
everything he had,” said 
McCarron in somewhat awe of 
his horse. ""Did we have him put 
away or not? I couldn’t tell. 
Make Me a Champ just kept 
coming and inching to us.” 

McCarron, nephew of Chris 
and son of Gregg, did his race 
track lineage proud by staying 
out of the battle for the lead 
down the backstretch and 
around the final turn. Lord 
Kenneth saved ground, caught 
his breath, and had plenty of 
fight left for the final yards. 

""[Matt] is good in the stretch, 
but he also won the race on the 
backside when everyone else 
started to go,” said trainer Neil 
Morris. ""He waited on it, which 
he needed to do.” 

Owned by Kinross Farm, 
Lord Kenneth completed a con¬ 
version from flat horse to hurdle 
horse to timber horse in less 
than four years. Bred by Jim 
Steele in Maryland, the chestnut 
8-year-old raced on the flat for 
trainer John Salzman and was 
sold to Kathy Neilson and 
owner Irv Naylor as a jump 
prospect in late 1999. A year 
later, the son of Lord Avie won 
once in five hurdle starts. In 
October 2001, Kinross and 
Morris spent $15,000 to claim 
Lord Kenneth out of a hurdle 
win at Morven Park. 

Morris converted Lord Ken¬ 
neth to timber, and won two 
races last year. The Gold Cup

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became a possibility when the 
horse finished second to stakes 
winner Maipo at Middleburg on 
April 19. 

‘"He’s never gone four miles, 
never been around the Gold 
Cup course. He was racing 
against a Gold Cup winner. I 
didn’t think he would win it,” 
said the trainer. “I thought he 
would run well. You shouldn’t 
win the Gold Cup on your first 
try. It’s a Grade 1 race. The 
purse ought to be $250,000 not 
$50,000.” 

The win completed a quest 
of sorts for Kinross owners 
Zohar and Lisa Ben-Dov, who 
jumped into steeple chasing in 
1988. They have built an 
acclaimed training facility in 
Middleburg, Va., and spare little 
in the search for quality blood¬ 
stock (through buying, breeding, 
claiming) to put under Morris’s 
care. The results have meant 
success in a variety of areas, 
including three near-misses (two 
seconds and a third since 1999) 
in the Gold Cup. 

“For me to win this race, it 
means a lot to me because it 
means a lot to Zohar,” said 
Morris, Kinross’s private trainer 
since 1993. “He has wanted this, 
and I haven’t had a horse that 
could do it. He doesn’t say so or 
put pressure on me, but I know 
it. If he thinks about it at break¬ 
fast, I know it. He knows I’ll try 
for him, and he’s a great owner 
to try for.” 

With its combination of 23 
fences and four miles, the Gold 
Cup tests timber horses like few 
other American races. The hur¬ 
dle equivalent, the three-mile, 
18-fence, $100,000 Iroquois, 
brought four horses to Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn., on May 10. Named 
after the famous Pennsylvania- 
bred who won the English 
Derby and stood as a stallion at 
nearby Belle Meade Plantation, 
the meet features the season’s 
highest daily purse distribution 
of $290,000. 

But it’s the Iroquois that 
draws the crowd, a mix of 
Nashville society (including for¬ 
mer Vice President A1 Gore), 
horsemen and college students. 

Fitting its reputation, the 
Iroquois turned into a test of 
stamina as Pelagos and Praise 
the Prince (NZ) hooked up over 
the final half-mile, all of it uphill. 


The duo passed pacesetter Storm 
Touch at the 16th fence and 
headed for the stretch. 

Heavily favored. Praise the 
Prince came into the race with 
$402,000 in career jump earn¬ 
ings (nearly double the rest of 
the field combined). The New 
Zealand-bred had never been 
worse than third in 15 prior starts, 
and wasn’t about to yield the 
race without a fight. Pelagos, a 
quality horse with two wins, had 
matched strides with the favorite 
before (in 2001) and lost a 
photo. 

This time was different. 
Tracking Praise the Prince 
throughout, Pelagos grabbed a 
narrow advantage at the 17th 
and held on tighter than a tod¬ 


dler to a lollipop while winning 
by a length and a half 

“We had a plan to follow 
Praise the Prince,” said jockey 
Tom Foley. “About four or five 
[fences] out I could see him 
starting to jump a bit tired. I 
thought if I could stay with him 
I was going to be in good shape. 
I went upsides him, and felt like 
I had him beaten. I went a half- 
length up and sent my guy at a 
long one at the third-last. I got it, 
and I could hear that Praise the 
Prince didn’t. To his credit, he 
came back at me.” 

The battle of wills ended 
with the first Grade 1 score for 
the horse and owners Michael 
and JaneU Hoffman. Major vic¬ 
tories are more common for 
trainer Bruce Miller, who won 


the Iroquois in 2002 with All 
Gong (GB). The trainer com¬ 
pared his newest star to 1995 
Iroquois winner Lonesome 
Glory—steeple chasing’s only 
five-time champion, the career 
earnings leader at $1.3 million 
and a future Hall of Famer. 

“He is the best pure jumper 
I’ve had since Lonesome Glory,” 
Miller said. “He’s always right for 
a fence, or he’ll leave early and 
not lose anything. Like Lone¬ 
some, his scope over a fence is 
enormous and he can shorten 
and be quick away from a fence. 
He likes to leave early and gain 
lengths every time. He’s always 
been a great jumper, but he’s 
gotten more confidence and 
more experience. He was on his 
game today.”

Pelagos started a steeple¬ 
chase career in 1999 with trainer 
Toby Edwards, who sold the 
gray French import to Miller in 
early 2001. The 8-year-old broke 
his maiden for Edwards, and 
won twice (an allowance and a 
minor stakes) for the Hoffmans 
before the Iroquois. 

Foley praised the horse’s 
effort. 

'Telagos doesn’t care who 
he’s running against, he’ll try his 


heart out,” said the jockey, '^ou 
could bring anything you want 
up against him and he’ll give you 
his best shot.”

THE REST OF 
THE STORY 

B eyond the Grade 1 stakes at 
Churchill and Nashville, 
steeplechasers batded in a 


variety of stakes during the 
month. 

The May 17 Radnor Hunt 
Races lured Grade 1 winner A1 
Skywalker back for an attempt at 
a third consecutive win in the 
$50,000 Mellon National Hunt 
Cup-NSA3. The two and a half- 
mile stakes is the peak distance- 
wise for the frontrunner, who 
proved it with a last-gasp win 
over the fast-charging Iron 
County Xmas. Owned by Michael 
Watt and trainer Jennifer Ma- 
jette, A1 Skywalker took the lead 
like always and carried a 15- 
length advantage down the 
sweeping hill into the stretch. 
Still in front by 10 at the last, the 
10-year-old faded faster than 
Jayson Blair’s career with the 
New York Times. Only A1 Sky¬ 
walker wasn’t lying. He hung on 
to score by a half-length, and win 
the race for the third consecutive 
time and fourth in five years. 

First run in 1909, the National 
Hunt Cup counts among its past 
winners the great Battleship 
(1933 and 1934) but has had just 
one other three-time winner— 
Tuscalee in 1966,1969 and 1972. 

''Whew,” Foley said for 
everyone watching. "I knew 
going to the last I was very, very 
tired. I knew Chip [Miller on 
Iron County Xmas] was coming. 
I actually thought Chip won it. I 
wasn’t even hitting my horse 
because he was so legless. I was 
just kicking and pushing. Hitting 
wasn’t going to do anything. 


There was nothing I could do. I 
was very lucky.” 

For aU its drama, the fmish 
did little to diminish A1 Sky- 
walker’s spring campaign—the 
race is two and a half miles, not 
two and a half miles and a stride. 

After going to England in 
December, A1 Sk 5 rwalker won 
the $40,000 Little Everglades 
Stakes and the $100,000 Carolina 
First Carolina Cup-NSAl in 
March. The $30,000 payday at 
Radnor put him at $120,385 for 
the season (tops on the list), and 
pushed the California-bred past 
$423,000 in lifetime jump earn¬ 
ings (among the top 15 all-time). 

Also at Radnor, longtime 
racegoers Fitz and Edie Dixon 
were treated to a hometown win 
when Charlie’s Dewan (Gus 
Brown) captured the $30,000 
Radnor Hunt Cup over timber. 
Trained by Jack Fisher, the win¬ 
ner moved from last in the six- 
horse field early in the race to 
contention in the final mile. The 
11 -year-old outran Wood Whis¬ 
tle (Blair Waterman) late to score 
by a length and three-quarters. 

"I’ve been coming here since 
I was a child,” said Fitz Dixon, a 
former president of the NS A, 
chairman of Pennsylvania’s Rose 
Tree race meeting and Pennsyl¬ 
vania racing commissioner who 
lives in nearby Lafayette Hill. 
"It’s wonderful to be able to 
come here and win, and I just 
love Edith to have a chance to 
win. If you could set it up this 
way every time it would be per- 


TRIPLE CROWN DERAILED 

The continuing rainy spring washed out the second stage of 
the Steeplechase Triple Crown at Pimlico, leaving the series as a 
double between Churchill Downs and Belmont Park. 

The $100,000 Joe Aitcheson Stakes was scheduled to be part 
of a stellar May 16 card at Pimlico, but was canceled when three 
inches of rain fell on the Baltimore area in less than 24 hours. 
Pimlico didn’t want to risk its turf course the day before the 
Preakness, and took all races off the grass—^an option that doesn’t 
work for steeplechase races. Attempts to reschedule the race— 
which attracted a full field of 12 on its original date—on May 24 
or 25 again failed because of more rainy weather. 

“It’s a huge disappointment for us because we had 12 horses 
ready to participate on what would have been a great day,” said 
NSA director of racing Bill Gallo. “But there was really nothing 
anyone could have done about it. Pimlico wanted the race on a 
weekend to maximize the handle, and we couldn’t run any later 
[than May 25] because it would be too close to Belmont [June 5].” 

The series does not offer a bonus for a sweep, so the cancel¬ 
lation did not go beyond a lost stakes on the calendar. 

Gallo said Pimlico offered to make up the race with a steeple¬ 
chase stakes in September that could coincide with the Baltimore- 
area steeplechase meet at Shawan Downs {September 27). # 
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feet, but the horses don’t know 
we’re home.” 

Bred in Canada by King- 
haven Farm, Charlie’s Dewan 
holds a track record at Wood¬ 
bine (two miles on the flat), and 
scored for the fourth time over 
timber. 

A week before Radnor, the 
Iroquois undercard featured two 
$50,000 stakes. 

One turned out to be a return 
to form, the other an announce¬ 
ment. Contrarian Stables’s Tres 
Touche, whose career has been 
marked by quality performances, 
ended a mini-slump with a pow¬ 
erful triumph in the $50,000 
Marcellus Frost Stakes-NSA3. 
The two-mile hurdle stakes 
attracted seven runners, all just a 
notch below the first echelon of 
Grade 1 performers. 

They didn’t disappoint. Tres 
Touche (David Bentley) took a 
quick early lead, settled into 
rhythm and turned aside every 
challenge. Dynability (Brown) 
got closest, but couldn’t rally in 
the stretch while coming up 
three and three-quarters lengths 
short. Tres Touche, trained by 
Ricky Hendriks, scored for the 
eighth time over hurdles, but just 
the first time in three tries this 
year. 

''He might not have been 100 
percent fit going to the Carolina 
Cup [second to A1 Skywalker] 
and the deep going just killed 
him at Middleburg [third to 
Imperial Gold-NZ and Pela- 
gos],” said Hendriks. "As soon as 
he jumped a couple of fences 
today I could tell he was happy 
and thought he would run well.” 

The Maryland-bred has yet to 
win a Grade 1, though he’s built 
an impressive career out of 
other stakes and solid perform¬ 
ances in major races. To date, the 
6-year-old’s career steeplechase 
earnings are more than $355,000. 

"There are so many variables, 
but I think one day he’ll get [a 
Grade 1 win],” said Hendriks. 
"He’s due for one.” 

Nashville’s $50,000 timber 
stakes, the Mason Houghland 
Memorial, showcased newcomer 
Askim (NZ). Imported from 
New Zealand by trainer Ann 
Stewart and racing in the silks of 
Naylor, the 7-year-old took over 
the lead early and controlled the 
pace to improve to two-for-two 
in NS A races. Ridden by the 
trainer’s son Charlie Fenwick III, 


the winner turned aside Sam 
Sullivan’s late rally to win by 
seven lengths. 

Fenwick credited the patience 
of the trainer. 

"If you can keep a horse 
sound long enough, and they are 
halfway talented, they come and 
get their due,” he said. "The 
horses that can stay sound for 
five consecutive years are better 
than the horses that get sound, 
take a year off, get sound, take a 
year off Mom’s worked hard 
with this horse, and gotten him 
here sound. I hope he comes out 
of this all right and can keep it 
going.” 

The Memorial Day card at 
Fair HiU closed the month, and 
showcased a five-horse stakes 
field (scratched down from nine 
due to pre-race rain and soft 
turf) in the $30,000 Miles Valen¬ 
tine. Arcadia Stable’s Dynability 
(Brown) set a slow pace early as 
the 4-5 favorite, but needed to as 
Najjm, Brin ton Bridge and 
Feeling So Pretty challenged in 
the long stretch. Fourth for a 
brief instant after the second- 
last, Dynability battled back to 
win by a length for trainer Jack 
Fisher. 

"They all got a half-length or 
better on me,” said Brown. "He’s 
gritty, just gritty. He was not 
going to stop until I stood up 
and said we were done.” 

A son of Dynaformer, Dyna¬ 
bility came out of the flat barn 
of New York trainer PG John¬ 
son in 2000, won twice over hur¬ 
dles in 2001 and scored for a 
$15,000 claiming price last year. 
The 7-year-old opened his 2003 
campaign with a classy allowance 
score over several stakes horses 
in April, then finished second to 
Tres Touche in a $50,000 stakes 
at Nashville before winning at 
Fair Hill. 

"It was hot and humid in 
Nashville, and I didn’t think he 
was the same horse that day,” 
said Brown of the Nashville 
defeat. "He was trying, but just 
wasn’t finding more like he was 
today.” 

BEYOND THE 
STAKES 

F or years, steeplechasing has 
worked to cultivate a solid 
middle division for hurdle 
horses (and consequently own¬ 


ers who want to keep horses 
going longer). The answer may 
finally be here, in a mix of 
unlimited claiming and allow¬ 
ance races. 

Three rich ($25,000 at Great 
Meadow, $30,000 each at Nash¬ 
ville and Radnor) allowance 
races produced a mixed group of 
winners. 

In the former, restricted to 
horses who had not won $9,100 
twice, Augustin Stable newcom¬ 
er Senor Melchor outran eight 
others to win his third straight 
for trainer Sanna Hendriks and 
jockey Jody Petty. A 4-year-old 
son of Strodes Creek, Senor 
Melchor challenged for the lead 
on the backstretch and drew off 
to score by six and a half lengths 
over Corruption while being 
eased up. 

"He’s young, but just rides to 
the occasion,” said Petty, who 
won eight races in the spring. "At 
home, he’s off the bridle and 
quiet and has been in other races 
[a maiden win at Colonial 
Downs and a minor allowance 
win at Foxfield, both in April]. 
Today, he knew what he was out 
there for and was on a mission.” 

Senor Melchor can graduate 
to the novice series (restricted by 
when horses break their maid¬ 


ens), but other allowance win¬ 
ners don’t have as many options. 

Lee McKinney’s 9-year-old 
mare Feeling So Pretty broke her 
maiden in 2001, but dropped 
into a $30,000 non-winners of 
three at NashviUe and beat six 
male rivals for jockey Michael 
Traurig. The daughter of Nordic 
Legend and the Stage Door 
Johnny mare Just Us Girls came 
into the race off two decent flat 
starts (at Keeneland and Churchill 
Downs), and was sharp enough 
to catch stakes winner Under¬ 
stood before the last fence and 
win by four lengths. 

"I was confident, but I was 
worried about her flmess level 
because she’s gotten to be a fat, 
old lady,” said McKinney. "She’s 
strong and she’s been training 
fabulously and her works have 
been faster than they’ve been in 
her life. I think 18 minutes of 
swimming every day last year 
might have built up some mus¬ 
cles that weren’t there before.” 

Feeling So Pretty pulled one 
of those muscles and pulled up 
lame at Little Everglades in 
March, but McKinney had the 
mare primed for Nashville. 

"She was just lobbing along, 
never on the bridle and getting 
ready to make that run,” said 
Traurig. "Lee’s a good horse- 
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ARCH KINGSLEY 
BOWS OUT 



A lready thin, the American 
steeplechase jockey colony 
took another hit when 
1997 champion Arch Kingsley 
announced his retirement 
while leading the standings on 
May 9. 

Kingsley, 30, pinned the 
decision on an accumulation 
of head injuries sustained in 
falls during his 10-year career. 
The jockey has missed extend¬ 
ed periods several times over 
the past few years, and came 
back in 2003 with a self- 
imposed caveat 

could ride for 10 more 
years without the concus¬ 
sions,’’ said Kingsley, who 
lives in Camden, S.C, ‘"Who 
knows why, but I was very sus¬ 
ceptible to them, and I set a 
mark in my mind before this 
year that if I got a couple 
more my career was over.” 

Kingsley was knocked out 
in two falls this spring—on 
April 12 at Atlanta and May 3 
at the Virginia Gold Cup. Both 
times, he quickly regained 
consciousness but the risks of 
continuing proved too great. 
The falls were blips on an oth¬ 
erwise outstanding spring. 
Kingsley, who’s apprenticing 
to be a blacksmith while also 
training a small stable of 
jumpers, picked his spots and 
had won eight races from just 
24 mounts this year. 

'As well as things were 
going this spring, it didn’t 
make sense to keep going 
based on what was happening 


to me when I fell,” he said. 
"It’s a catch-22. As you get 
older, you get better and ride 
smarter, but things like weight 
and injuries are working 
against you too.” 

The Virginia native exits 
with a races-won champion¬ 
ship (1997), two money-won 
titles (1997 and 1999), 123 
career steeplechase wins (22nd 
on the NS A list) and 
$3,285,511 in lifetime earn¬ 
ings. He rode 1996 Eclipse 
Award winner Correggio (Ire) 
and other Grade 1 winners 
Ninepins (GB), Mario (Ire), 
Invest West, Master McGrath, 
Romantic and Bisbalense 
(Chi). 

"I’ll miss riding good horses 
like Ninepins and Maipo— 
that was the part I had come 
to enjoy the most,” said 
Kingsley, 30. "I’ll miss those 
older horses with natural tal¬ 
ent and a love for the game. 
You can ride horses like that 
with confidence.” 

Kingsley’s retirement is the 
third by a champion jockey in 
the past three seasons, joining 
Sean Clancy (champion in 
1998, retired in 2000) and 
Blythe Miller (champion in 
1994 and 1995, retired in 
2002). In addition, two-time 
champion Jonathan Kiser died 
in a non-racing-related acci¬ 
dent in 2000. The only 
remaining active champions 
are David Bentley (2002), Gus 
Brown (2001 and 2000) and 
Chip Miller (1996). # 


woman who knows what she’s 
doing. I had a sweet ride.” 

Feeling So Pretty casts a long 
shadow on the new filly and 
mare hurdle series planned for 
this faU. The NSA plans three 
races, with an estimated $80,000 
in total purses, restricted to the 
ladies. 

A week after Nashville, Rad¬ 
nor attracted six horses for a 
$30,000 hurdle race restricted to 
non-winners of two other than 
maiden, claiming or starter. 
Polaris Stables’s Preemptive 
Strike rebounded from a near¬ 
fall in the Hard Scuffle at 
Churchill Downs on May 1 to 
win by three-quarters of a 
length over Mr Perkolater. 
Trained by Paul Rowland, the 
winner took the lead from the 
outset and simply galloped away 
despite nursing a bruised foot 
the week before the race. Nearly 
brought down by the fallen 
Major Hero at Churchill, Pre¬ 
emptive Strike jumped flawlessly 
at Radnor. 

"The horse fell in front of 
him, and nearly knocked him 
down [at Churchill],” said jockey 
Robbie Walsh. "He went to the 
next fence and never lifted. Just 
hit it. He went down to the first 
today and just winged it. I could 
almost hear him say 'this is fun 
again.’ 

Bred in Maryland by Klobia 
Carroll, 5-year-old Preemptive 
Strike won for the second time 
over hurdles. 

More senior runners com¬ 
pete in the unlimited claiming 
races, each with $25,000 purses 
and $15,000 minimum starting 
prices. The ceiling is up to the 
trainer, but for every $1,000 in 
claiming price horses pick up a 
pound. 

Ten-year-old Greek Hero, a 
graded stakes performer in 
2000, won two straight—at 
Nashville and Radnor—a week 
apart for trainer AHcia Murphy. 
At Nashville, the New York- 
bred pounced at the top of the 
stretch to get past Snuggle (NZ) 
and Ethical Actions and win by 
three-quarters of a length. 
Gameness got Greek Hero, who 
was nearly converted to timber 
early this year, to the Hne first. 

"I don’t know if I’ve been on 
a horse who was that tired and 
still trying that hard,” said jockey 
Matt McCarron. "I was just try¬ 
ing to keep him going. You can’t 


beat him up because he’s giving 
you everything he has, and he 
gave me absolutely everything at 
the last fence.” 

Seven days later, it was more 
of the same as Greek Hero 
hung on to beat Litde Caveat by 
three-quarters of a length at 
Radnor. The wins gave Greek 
Hero eight for his career, which 
has included 38 starts and more 
than $200,000 in earnings over 
seven seasons. 

"Everybody should be lucky 
enough to own a horse like 
Greek Hero,” said owner 
Sharon Sheppard. "He’s having 
fun, running well, trying hard. 
Alicia has done a great job.” 

Greek Hero was back on 
May 26 for the finale, but couldn’t 
match strides with Iron County 
Xmas. Second to A1 Skywalker 
in the National Hunt Cup- 
NSA3 at Radnor, the 9-year-old 
came right back eight days later 
for owner/trainer/jockey Chip 
Miller and won while racing for a 
$25,000 tag. Winless since 2000, 
the son of Cox’s Ridge saved 
ground on the inside through¬ 
out then fought past Greek 
Hero late to win by a length and 
complete a three-win day for 
Miller. 

MARVELOUS 

MAIDENS 

E very maiden hurdle race 
suggests greamess, and the 
2003 season was no differ¬ 
ent as a host of talented new¬ 
comers graduated all over the 
circuit with eyes on bigger races 
this summer at Colonial Downs 
and Saratoga. 

Tops on the list might be 
Augustin Stables’s Flying Con¬ 
traption (Ire), who won a 
$25,000 maiden at Fair Hill for 
trainer Bruce Miller. 

A 6-year-old Irish-bred son 
of Phardante, Flying Contrap¬ 
tion was purchased by Miller at 
England’s Doncaster Blood¬ 
stock Sales last spring and has 
been brought along slowly. 
Pulled up in his only hurdle start 
last fall, the leggy bay finished a 
fast-closing second at the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup and was primed 
for a solid effort at Fair Hill. 

"I love the horse,” said Bruce 
Miller. "I didn’t go over there 
looking for a horse for [Augus¬ 
tin], but he caught my eye.

George and Nina [Strawbridge] 
always said 'if any horse really 
knocks your socks off, we’re 
interested/ His conformation 
and his eye attracted me. He had 
won a point-to-point over there 
by 10 lengths and then got beat¬ 
en very badly in deep going. He’s 
been a real joy to train.” 

Happenstance’s Sham Aciss 
won a similar race at Radnor, 
getting home by nine lengths in a 
$25,000 maiden for trainer Jack 
Fisher. Second or third three 
times in five previous hurdle 
starts, the 5-year-old son of Roy 
thrived on the soft turf to prevail 
in a field of nine. 

Bill Pape’s Free Admission, a 
4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Press Card, won his 
career hurdle debut for trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard in a $25,000 
maiden at High Hope in 
Kentucky on May 18. Sheppard 
also sent out 4-year-old Sea¬ 
faring Man to a $25,000 maiden 
win at Nashville for owner 
Hudson River Farms. A 4-year- 
old by Sea Hero, the winner ate 
up the two and a quarter-mile 
distance and won by eight and a 
half over nine rivals. 

Kinross Farm’s Sur La Tete 
knocked the aforementioned 
Flying Contraption in a $15,000 
maiden at the Virginia Gold Cup 
in what could be the greatest 
case of new identity in history. 
The 5-year-old son of Sky 
Classic was originally named 
Rudedge Classic, but never raced 
after proving too much of a 
handful for exercise riders in the 


morning. The horse was ruled 
off at several training centers 
and race tracks, before being 
turned out (seemingly for good) 
at Her men Greenberg’s Rut¬ 
ledge Farm in Middleburg, Va. 
Kinross trainer Morris spotted 
the tall gelding “walking the 
fence,” and made the purchase. 

“We renamed him Sur La 
Tete [French for on the head] 
because of the reputation,” said 
Morris. “We rebroke him as if 
we liked him—started from 
scratch. He never gave us a bit of 
trouble. He’s just been unlucky 
up to here.” 

Sur La Tete broke his maiden 
over hurdles last fall, but was dis¬ 
qualified when apprentice jockey 
Chris Read failed to weigh in 
after the race. Second to Crafty 
Celt in his 2003 debut, the horse 
controlled much of the pace and 
won by nearly two lengths. 

NOTES 

L ongtime Radnor Hunt 
Races director Franny Ab¬ 
bott announced his retire¬ 
ment after the 2003 meet. He 
plans to continue his roles as a 
member of the NSA board of 
directors and as a part of the 
three-person hearing, review and 
appeals committee. . . Through 
May, trainer Jack Fisher held a 
slim (12 to 10) lead on Ricky 
Hendriks in the standings. 
Among the jockeys, Rob Massey 
and Gus Brown were tied with 
nine each, followed by Jody Petty 
with eight. ^

Barclay Tagg leaps to 
fame after all these years 



T he photo turns back time. 
The fence is natural brush, 
and looks about five feet 
tall. The wings, also natural 
brush, are even taller. The horse 
jumps boldly. The jockey tucks 
naturally into position, like hek 
done it a million times. 

And looks vaguely familiar. 
Barclay Tagg, steeplechase 
jockey, guides Augustin Stable’s 
Brandon Hill over the old brush 
fence at Fair Hill on his way to 
victory in the 1969 Fair HiU Stee¬ 
plechase for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. Augustin still wins 
steeplechases at Fair Hill. So 
does Sheppard. Brandon Hill 
surely left this earth long ago. 

Tagg has reaUy moved on, 
and sits—at this writing—on the 


cusp of racing history. The stee¬ 
plechase jockey turned flat train¬ 
er could win the Triple Crown 
with Funny Cide. Amazing really, 
and it proves that you never 
know where greamess gets its 
start. 

There are dozens of old pho¬ 
tos of Tagg riding jumpers, prob¬ 
ably even a few movies (though I 
can’t find any—and have been 
asked to do so by the NTRA, 
NYRA, NBC and any number of 
initialed organizations). He won 
steeplechase races at Aqueduct, 
Belmont, Saratoga, Monmouth 
Park—back when jump races 
were a big part of the programs 
at all three tracks. He rode with 
Joe Aitcheson, Doug Small, Jerry 
Fishback, all the legends. 


He called himself ''not a stel¬ 
lar” jockey during an interview 
before the Belmont Stakes. He 
started at age 27 (old for a stee¬ 
plechase jockey). He cracked the 
top five in 1969, riding 13 win¬ 
ners from 113 races and appear¬ 
ing to be on the threshold of a 
career. And then the rides 
stopped coming. Faced with a 
decision on two quality jockeys, 
Sheppard chose Irishman Michael 
O’Brien for the 1970 season and 
Tagg faded off the charts. 

O’Brien won the national 
jockey championship in 1972. It 
could have been Tagg. Two years 
later, O’Brien (now a trainer in 
Ireland) was paralyzed in a fall 
on a horse trained by Sheppard, 
and has been confined to a wheel¬ 


chair since. It could have been 
Tagg. 

Oh the meanderings of life. 
By 1974, Tagg was out of stee¬ 
plechasing and trying to wiU a 
training career off the ground. 

Funny Cide’s trainer doesn’t 
owe anything to steeplechasing. 
It was simply a place to start, 
chapter one, a beginning, the 
prelude to an amazing story, a 
blank canvas on which to begin 
to paint a scene. Steeplechasing 
was there for Tagg, just like it’s 
there for anyone else. Probably 
more so then than now, the 
sport teaches all things Thor¬ 
oughbred to those who care to 
learn. 

Hard work, sacrifice, the 
inner workings of a horse’s body 
and mind are everyday parts of 
steeplechase racing and training. 
The same goes for fiat racing, 
really, but the jumping side of 
racing breeds horsemen the way 
Coolmore breeds Irish champi¬ 
ons. 

Tagg could join Billy Turner 
as ex-jump jockeys to have won 
the Triple Crown as trainers. 
Jimmy Murphy, Leo O’Brien 
and Tom Skiffington are part of 
the small group to win more 
than 100 U.S. steeplechase races. 
Hall of Famer Allen Jerkens 
rode U.S. steeplechase races, so 
did Pat Byrne. Graham Motion 
was Sheppard’s longtime assis¬ 
tant, and helped care for four¬ 
time steeplechase champion 
Flatterer. The list could stretch 
for pages, and span generations 
without proving much other 
than it all happened. 

Tagg’s success does not 
endorse steeplechasing, make 
the sport a success, or ensure its 
future. Tagg’s success should, 
however, point out that no man 
is a master of his fate and that 
no one can say for sure where 
anyone will get his start. 

Bruce Springsteen once 
played in a band called Dr. 
Zoom and the Sonic Boom. 
Sammy Sosa shined shoes and 
sold orange juice to help his 
family buy food. Jack Nicholson 
was a message boy for MGM. 
Colin Powell grew up in the 
Bronx, the son of Jamaican 
immigrants. 

And Barclay Tagg was a stee¬ 
plechase jockey, lust look at the 

photo. *

Native Dancer/ 
Northern Dancer 
crosses abound 
in pedigree of 
Cherokee’s Bov 


C herokee’s Boy, the champion 
Maryland-bred male of 
2002, is a force to be reck¬ 
oned with, wherever he goes. 
Last season he made appear¬ 
ances at six different tracks, win¬ 
ning or placing in seven races, 
including victories in the 
Maryland Million Nursery and 
the Tri-State Futurity (by an awe¬ 
inspiring 21% lengths). 

He launched his 3-year-old 
campaign with back-to-back 
scores in Laurel Park’s Goss L. 
Stryker and Deputed Testamony 
Stakes (by a combined IOV2 
lengths), and earned a berth in 
the Preakness with his frontrun¬ 
ning triumph in Pimlico’s Feder¬ 
ico Tesio Stakes. 

Owned by his breeders Foard 
Wilgis and Dave Picarello, who 
campaign under the banner of 
ZWP Stables, Cherokee’s Boy 
(by Citidancer) has earned 
$414,929 from 13 lifetime starts, 
and he likely has many more 
good races ahead of him. 

In some ways, it’s a classic 
rags to riches story, since Wilgis 
and Picarello bought Cherokee’s 
Boy’s dam Cherokee Wonder (by 
Cherokee Colony) for only 
$5,500 as a yearling at the 1992 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale. 

But Cherokee’s Boy’s back¬ 
ground is chock-full of illustri¬ 
ous names. 

Cherokee Wonder—the first 
horse ever owned by Wilgis and 


Picarello—^was a handy stakes 
winner herself, winning eight of 
51 starts and $284,005. And she 
became a 100 percent stakes 
producer from only two foals 
before her untimely death from 
coHc in early 2001. 

Cherokee Wonder’s first off¬ 
spring is the filly Runnin Wonder 
(1999, Chimes Band), who fin¬ 
ished second in the Heavenly 
Cause Stakes at 2 and third in the 
Carousel Stakes last year at 3. 
She has been retired from racing 
with three wins and $79,100 in 
earnings and was booked to 
Hennessy for 2003. 

A product, top and bottom, 
of Thomas Mellon Evans’s 
famed Buckland Farm, Chero¬ 
kee Wonder was a daughter of 
stakes-placed Bravo Native (by 
Restless Native). 

Bravo Native was produced 
from Bravissimo, a Bold Ruler 
mare who did not earn major 
distinction either on the race 
track or in the breeding shed, but 
came from impressive stock. 
When we get to Bravissimo’s dam 
Batter Up, the family takes on a 
whole different profile. Batter 
Up (by Tom Fool) was one of 
the best fdlies of her crop at 2 
and 3, and was a half-sister to 
four other important stakes win¬ 
ners in Glamour, Hitting Away, 
Bases Full and My Boss Lady. 

Glamour’s descendants include 
her son Poker (dam sire of Seatde 
Slew and Silver Charm) as well

as her daughter Intriguing, from 
whom we get Numbered Ac¬ 
count, Private Account, Wood¬ 
man, Not For Love and Polish 
Numbers, to name a few of the 
most important. 

Glamour, Batter Up, et al, 
were offspring of the War 
Admiral mare Striking, herself a 
stakes winner and sister to horse 
of the year Busher and stakes 
winner/sire Mr. Busher. Striking 
was a daughter of Baby League, 
whose dam was the famous tap 
root mare *La Troienne. 

Thus, Cherokee’s Boy goes 
back to just about the best brood¬ 
mare in American pedigrees. 

Cherokee Wonder was one of 
eight stakes winners sired by 
Virginia-bred Cherokee Colony, 
another Evans/Buckland-bred 
by the Buckland favorite son 
Pleasant Colony. 

Cherokee Colony won the 
Flamingo Stakes (a Grade 1 
event at the time), and at 4 cap¬ 
tured the seven-furlong San 
Carlos Handicap-G2 in 1:20%, 
three-fifths off Santa Anita’s 
track record. He also placed in 
three Grade 1 stakes, including a 
second in the Young America 
Stakes at 2. He never quite 
kicked off a successful stud 
career and, although he still 
looks like a million bucks, cur- 
rendy stands at Blooming Hills 
Farm in California, which is a 
long, long way from home. 


That’s a thumbnail sketch of 
Cherokee’s Boy’s female ances¬ 
try, but what about the top half 
of the pedigree? 

It’s interesting to note that 
Cherokee’s Boy (by Citidancer) 
and his three-quarter-sister Run¬ 
nin Wonder (by Chimes Band) 
each was sired by a son of Dixie¬ 
land Band, which suggests that 
the ZWP partners were looking 
for something in particular. The 
mating could appeal from sever¬ 
al angles, but whatever the case, 
any son of Dixieland Band 
offered Cherokee Wonder a sec¬ 
ond cross of Northern Dancer. 

Inbreeding to Northern 
Dancer is a formula that has 
been working with remarkable 
success in the last two decades. 
The first really good one with 
this duplication was Nasr El 
Arab, a 1985 colt by Al Nasr (Fr) 
out of a mare by Green Dancer, 
3x4 inbred to Northern Dancer 
through Lyphard and Nijinsky II. 

Another good example is 
Citidancer, who, although not a 
stakes winner himself, was a 
pretty fair performer. In four 
starts, his only defeat came in the 
Grade 1 Jerome Handicap, going 
down to a nice colt named 
Housebuster who was on his 
way to a sprint championship. 

Citidancer, foaled in 1987, is 
2x4 inbred to Northern Dancer 
through his sire Dixieland Band 
and his third dam Lauries 
Dancer. The latter won the Ala- 
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bama Stakes, Delaware Oaks and 
Canadian Oaks, among others, 
during a campaign that made her 
horse of the year at 3 in Canada, 
so she was no slouch. 

Citidancer did not stand fur¬ 
ther training, and his fertility 
problems are a matter of public 
record. One could blame both 
on his close inbreeding, since 
physical problems and infertility 
can be results of too much 
inbreeding in any species. 

On the other hand, Citi¬ 
dancer has been quite a success 
as a sire. If you can get a Citi¬ 
dancer foal, you not only have a 
good sales prospect, you usually 
have a real runner. That just goes 
to show what livestock breeders 
have known all along, that the 
true value of close inbreeding is 
not in producing athletes (some¬ 
times the mistaken perception), 
but in producing superior breed¬ 
ing stock. 

In the case of sons of Dixie¬ 
land Band crossed on Cherokee 
Wonder, the inbreeding to 
Northern Dancer is 3x5 through 
Dixieland Band and Nijinsky II, 
the latter being the dam sire of 
Cherokee Colony. 

Cherokee Colony was bred 
on the successful Pleasant 
Colony/Northern Dancer nick. 
The reverse of this cross appears 
in the outstanding race mare 
Urbane, a Grade 1 winner and 
earner of $1,018,568. Urbane 
gets the combination through 
her sire, Citidancer, and her dam 
Dumfries Pleasure, a daughter of 
Pleasant Colony. Although this 
isn’t Citidancer’s most successful 
nick by number of stakes win¬ 
ners produced, it surely has to be 
considered a superior cross, just 
for the fact that it resulted in a 
Grade 1 -winning race mare. 

Alert readers will note that 
Cherokee’s Boy is, in fact, bred 
on the same cross as Urbane, 
since he’s by Citidancer, although 
his dam is by a son of Pleasant 
Colony. So crossing Cherokee 
Wonder on Citidancer played on 
an already successful cross, and 
added credence to the idea that 
this is, in fact, a superior nick and 
not just a one-shot wonder. 

Even more interesting is the 
fact that breeding Citidancer 
(already inbred to Northern 
Dancer 2x4) to Cherokee Wonder 
resulted in a foal who now had 
three crosses of Northern 
Dancer, 3x5x5. This is unusual

because inbred animals such as 
Citidancer usually do better 
when outcrossed away from 
their inbred strain. So Chero¬ 
kee’s Boy breaks that rule. 

If one looks at Citidancer’s 
stud career, he has done best 
when bred away from Northern 
Dancer. Of his 23 stakes win¬ 
ners to date, only four are out of 
mares who carry additional 
Northern Dancer in their dams, 
and only one is out of a North¬ 
ern Dancer-line mare. Although 
the numbers are not at hand, this 
is probably below the opportunity 
Citidancer has had with mares 
carrying Northern Dancer blood, 
considering the prevalence of 
Northern Dancer blood in the 
breed, and especially in the 
regional population. 

On the other hand, as more 
and more inbreeding to North¬ 
ern Dancer appears, particularly 
in European pedigrees (we’ve 
seen group winners with up¬ 
wards of four crosses to the 
Canadian dynamo), one has to 
conclude that, like St. Simon of 
so long ago, the gene pool toler¬ 
ates additional Northern Dancer 
crosses fairly well without dele¬ 
terious side effects. As the saying 
goes, ''Having no faults, he 
passed on none.” 

Cherokee’s Boy has another 
linebreeding worth mentioning 
—four crosses of Native Dancer 
5x7x7x4. Three of these are 
through Northern Dancer (whose 
dam N a talma was by Native 
Dancer), and one is through 
Native Dancer’s son Restless 
Native, sire of Cherokee’s Boy’s 
second dam Bravo Native. 

Native Dancer has been pro¬ 
liferating to a remarkable degree 
in pedigrees in the last quarter- 
century, and he may even be 
close to saturation in the breed at 
this juncture. He appears in par¬ 
ticular strength through the 
many successful sons and grand¬ 
sons of his fastest and best sire 
son. Raise a Native, and these are 
often crossed back on mares 
with Northern Dancer, out of 
Natalma. In addition to Natakna, 
his other important daughters 
included Shenanigans, Native 
Street and Exclusive Dancer. 

There are several other son 
strains besides Raise a Native out 
there, including Sharpen Up 
(GB)’s sire Atan, *Sea-Bird’s sire 
Dan Cupid, Dancer’s Image, 
Native Charger and numerous 


less important sires such as Mito, 
Jig Time, Villamor and Bander- 
ilia who pop up occasionally in 
pedigrees. Res dess Native is one 
of these, and besides appearing 
in Cherokee’s Boy, Restless 
Native shows up in the dam of a 
second stakes winner by Citi¬ 
dancer, the gelding Dance of 


December, out of a mare by 
Restless Native’s son Jolly Johu. 

Cherokee’s Boy owns a pedi¬ 
gree that may represent Thor¬ 
oughbred bloodlines reaching 
some level of "critical mass” 
with inbreeding and linebreeding 
to Northern Dancer and Native 
Dancer. *

Drugs are not 
the answer 
to deworming 
horses 


I t’s time to throw away the rule 
book on deworming and start 
over. Scientists have docu¬ 
mented resistance in the most 
important internal parasite in 
horses today to all but one class 
of the deworming drugs avail¬ 
able. While all wormers remain 
effective against many different 
internal equine parasites, the 
widespread resistance of small 
strongyles to dewormers means 
that horse owners must take a 
whole new tack on parasite con¬ 
trol, or face a future with no 
truly effective drugs with which 
to fight the prevalence of small 
strongyles. 

In a study encompassing a 
five-state region including Geor¬ 
gia, Dr. Ray Kaplan of the Uni¬ 
versity of Georgia has docu¬ 
mented the highest level of drug 
resistance in small strongyles 
reported in the world. Kaplan is 
currently completing work on a 
paper about the study, which will 
be submitted to a scientific jour¬ 
nal for publication. He presented 
his findings last summer at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Association of Veterinary Parasi¬ 
tologists. His work, and research 
conducted by other leading para¬ 
sitologists, indicates that simply 
rotating wormers and worming 
horses every two to three 
months is no longer effective. 

''Small strongyle control is 
now totally based on one drug 
class,” Kaplan said. And while it 
would be easy to just use that 
one class—the avermectins, or 
ivermectin and moxidectin— 
every six to eight weeks, that is 
only a fast road to resistance, he 


said. "Ivermectin resistance is 
extremely common in other par¬ 
asites [that infect cows and 
sheep],” Kaplan said. "We don’t 
know why we don’t have resist¬ 
ance yet in the equine parasites, 
but biology tells us it will occur.” 

The drug classes available to 
worm horses are the benzimida¬ 
zoles, which include fenbenda- 
zole (Panacur), oxfendazole and 
oxibendazole; the pyrimidines, 
which include pyrantel tartrate 
and pyrantel pamoate (Strongid 
paste, Ro tec tin 2 and Strongid- 
C); the piperazines; the macro- 
cyclic lactones, which include 
ivermectin (Eqvalan, Ro tec tin 1 
and Zimecterin) and moxidectin 
(Quest). There are generic pastes 
of most of these drug classes 
available as well. 

But Kaplan’s research, which 
includes a previously published 
smaller study, calls into question 
many of these drug choices. 

"We found the fenbenda- 
zoles to be virtually ineffective. 
Of 44 farms, we didn’t find a 
single farm where it was effec¬ 
tive, across five states. Oxiben¬ 
dazole was ineffective on 80 per¬ 
cent of all farms.” 

That small strongyles were 
becoming increasingly resistant 
—^which usually means that a 
drug treatment reduces fecal egg 
count by less than 90 percent— 
to the fenbendazole drugs has 
been known for years, however. 
Perhaps most surprising in Kap¬ 
lan’s results was the resistance to 
the pyrantel salts, or pyrantel 
pamoate and pyrantel tartrate. 

"Almost 50 percent of all 
farms were resistant to the 


pyrantels,” he said. "When we 
included suspected resistance, 
that number rose to 60 percent 
of all farms.” 

For the study, Kaplan used a 
more conservative cut-off for 
resistance than the typical 90 
percent reduction. If a drug was 
more than 90 percent effective, 
there was considered to be no 
resistance. If there was an 80 to 
90 percent reduction in fecal egg 
count, resistance was "suspect¬ 
ed.” If the reduction in the egg 
count was below 80 percent, the 
drug was considered ineffective 
and the small strongyles were 
considered resistant to the drug. 

While this news may alarm 
many horse owners, the re¬ 
searchers say it only brings into 
sharp focus what they have said 
for years. Prevention, and not 
treatment, must form the cor¬ 
ners tore of parasite control. 

"In general, horse owners 
have gotten into this idea that we 
have these dewormers, we rotate 


our use of them, and that’s all 
they have to worry about,” said 
Kaplan. "Yet some of the inter¬ 
nal parasites that were of major 
concern in the ’60s are almost 
nonexistent today.” 

Now that resistance to several 
dewormers is documented, sim¬ 
ple rotation of dewormers, even 
on an annual basis, is no longer 
sufficient. "We’ve moved beyond 
rotation,” Kaplan said. 

First, horse owners should 
consider their horsekeeping 
operation and determine what 
they can do to minimize their 
horses’ exposure to manure. 
Rotation of pastures, clipping 
pastures and harrowing can all 
be used to interrupt the para¬ 
sites’ life cycle. 


For pasture rotation and har¬ 
rowing to be effective, from two 
to several weeks is necessary to 
allow the larval stages to emerge 
and then die off. The exact 
amount of time necessary will 
vary depending on weather con¬ 
ditions. In cool, damp weather, 
several months might be 
required. 

Manure piles should be kept 
away from horsekeeping areas, 
and the manure should be com¬ 
posted to kill any parasite eggs. 
Composting introduces air into 
the pile, and ideally restricts the 
amount of water allowed to seep 
in. This encourages a relatively 
high-temperature breakdown of 
the organic matter in the pile, 
and high temperatures kill the 
parasite eggs. 

In an approach that includes 
as many preventive measures as 
possible, continued drug treat¬ 
ment can be an effective addi¬ 
tional protective action. But to 
properly use dewormers, horse 
owners must acquire a much 


deeper understanding of what— 
if any—effect they are having 
when they worm their horses, 
and how to ensure that they are 
being effective. 

To do this, fecal egg counts 
must be run on every horse 
before and after each drug class 
is used. This is called a fecal egg 
count reduction test, since the 
number of parasite eggs in the 
horse’s feces is determined 
before treatment, and then again 
following treatment. If there is 
less than a 90 percent reduction 
in eggs, the small strongyles res¬ 
ident in your horse are most like¬ 
ly resistant to the drug you treat¬ 
ed them with. Kaplan estimated 
the cost of a fecal egg count to 
be between $6 and $10.

Once such resistance is doc¬ 
umented on your farm, how you 
proceed will best be determined 
with your veterinarian’s advice, 
since the researchers’ opinions 
vary 

Lyons points out that while 
the smaU strongyles on your farm 
may—or may not—^be resistant 
to everything but the avermectin 
class of drugs, other infective 
worms are not 

''Benzimidazoles and pyran¬ 
tel are effective on other para¬ 
sites,” Lyons said. "Here [at 
Gluck] we’ve always felt that to 
not use the other drugs is to 
ignore their value.” Lyons sug¬ 
gests horse owners use the aver- 
mectins "sparingly,”—once or 
twice a year—and use either a 
benzimidazole or pyrantel prod¬ 
uct in between. 

Other parasitologists dis¬ 
agree. Kaplan recommends 
using only those drugs effective 
against small strongyles. "If you 
use a drug that is not effective, 
you may kiU certain species, but 
not small strongyles. And almost 
aU the eggs in horses’ feces are 
small strongyles,” he said. 

Craig Reinemeyer, DVM, 
PhD, of the East Tennessee 
Clinical Research and a leading 
equine parasitologist, agreed 
with Kaplan. 

"About the only time a prac¬ 
titioner has a specific diagnosis 
or an alternate target parasite is 
in the case of ascarids in young 
horses,” he said. But killing 
ascarids by using one of the 
drugs to which strongyles are 
resistant selects for increased 
resistance in the strongyles. In 
other words, the drug would kill 
non-resistant strongyles, leaving 
only those no longer susceptible 
to die drug to reproduce. This is 
like selecting the two best horses 
to breed; the offspring tend to 
be stronger, "better” examples 
of their parents. When dealing 
with resistant parasites, the 
result is offspring that are more 
resistant than their forebears. 

"Once anthelmintic [de- 
worming] resistance has been 
documented on a farm, de- 
wormers from that drug class 
should never be used again,” 
said Reinemeyer. 

SmaU strongyles—^more prop¬ 
erly called cyathostomes—are 
found in virtually every horse 
tested, according to Lyons. 


Small strongyles were once con¬ 
sidered fairly innocuous, but 
since the decline of large 
strongyles, it has become appar¬ 
ent that cyathos tomes can cause 
diarrhea, colic and even death if 
a large number of the larvae 
emerge from the gut wall of the 
horse at once. This is a rare 
occurrence, however, even in 
heavily infested horses, and there 
are only theories regarding how 
or why it occurs, according to 
Lyons. 

Changing how horse owners 
manage for parasite control will 
be difficult, however, since own¬ 
ers’ reliance on chemical control 
runs deep. 

"I have dealt with horse own¬ 
ers that refused to skip a sched¬ 
uled anthelmintic treatment even 
when they were shown their 
horse had a [fecal egg count] of 
zero,” Kaplan said. Ironically, in 
at least one of these situations, 
the next treatment was with fen- 
bendazole, which Kaplan’s data 
has shown is ineffective against 
small strongyles due to resist¬ 
ance. The owner did not want 
her horse exposed to the possi¬ 
bility of being infected with any 
parasites. 

"The no-parasite mentality is 
a big problem,” Kaplan said. 
"It’s contrary to sustainable par¬ 
asite control,” given the success 
of parasites to survive and even 
thrive under the harshest condi¬ 
tions. Instead, owners could use 
fecal egg counts to determine 
when to treat a horse. All three 
researchers agreed that a fecal 
egg count is an important—and 
under-used—tool in the fight 
against parasites. Kaplan sug¬ 
gested what he called "a conser¬ 
vative” cut-off of 100 eggs per 
gram (epg) of feces as an indica¬ 
tor that they should treat their 
horse. Lyons said that one Thor¬ 
oughbred farm he knows of 
used 40 epg, and the attending 


veterinarian considered parasite 
control there excellent. 

"No one really knows what 
level you should use,” Kaplan 
said. He’s seen recommenda¬ 
tions for 100 to 300 epg, or 300 
to 500 epg. "You can’t do it all on 
egg counts, since they only 
reflect the number of adults 
[resident in the horse],” he said. 

A horse with an egg count of 
50 epg, for example, may be car¬ 
rying a relatively large burden of 
sub-adult or "juvenile” parasites 
that have not yet begun to pro¬ 
duce eggs. Parasites tend to have 
very complex life cycles, with 
many stages in their growth. 
Most wormers kill only the 
adults, although the most dam¬ 
aging stages are the larvae that 
encyst in the mucosa of the gut 
wall. Of all the wormers on the 
market, the only one that kills 
larvae is moxidectin. 

Waiting for the next new mir¬ 
acle drug won’t avoid the need to 
take a more active role in parasite 
prevention. According to Kap¬ 
lan, no new drug classes are even 
possible for at least seven to 10 
years, and even then, it’s highly 
unlikely anything new will be 
developed. 

"It takes seven to 10 years to 
get through the drug discovery 
process and get the new drug on 
the market,” he said. "But it’s so 
expensive to do that today, some 
pharmacies are eliminating their 
drug discovery operations for 
the animal market.” Even those 
pharmacies that continue to work 
on drug discovery for the animal 
market are much more likely to 
work on formulations for cattle 
or sheep, which are much larger 
than the horse market. 

"This is why it’s so important 
that we make careful use of what 
we have,” Kaplan said. "It’s my 
opinion we have to change the 
mentality about parasite control 
to one of prevention.” ^

PIMLICO NOT 
JUST FOR 
PREAKNESS- 
WATCHERS

Y es, there is life beyond the 
Preakness. Pimlico was aHve 
and well with stakes and 
stories throughout the month 
of May Of course, just like 
Preakness weekend, most of 
them were water-logged. 

Rain decimated cards 
throughout the month. Turf 
racing took the brunt of the 
storm. At one point, grass races 
were shifted to the dirt on 11 of 
20 days and fewer than half the 
scheduled turf races were actu¬ 
ally run on the grass. 

Ah, good old mother nature. 
One turf horse who dodged 
the rain was Tam’s Terms. 
Good thing. The 5-year-old son 
of Private Terms was languish¬ 
ing in the first-level allowance 
division on the dirt until Larry 
Murray found a turf race for 
him in the spring of 2002 at 
Pimlico. He won that and two 
more turf allowance races in the 
summer. This year, he jumped 
right back on the skein by win¬ 
ning the Henry S. Clark Stakes 
on May 3. 

Owned by Sondra Bender, 
who bred him with her husband 
Howard, Tam’s Terms won the 
$75,000 stakes by nearly three 
lengths over Glick and Run to 
Victory. 

Ridden by Horatio Kara- 
manos, who was aboard for two 
of the three turf victories, Tam’s 
Terms stalked favorite Glick 
before sailing home alone. 

Murray and the Benders have 
been sailing for the last few 
years. Murray quoted Bob Baf- 
fert when asked about the turn¬ 
around. 

''We changed our feeding 
program. We’re feeding better 
horses,” Murray said. "We were 
trying to make a couple of stal¬ 
lions [King’s Nest and Secret 
Odds] and they were flops. We 
learned our lesson—^you can’t

waste time trying to make a stal¬ 
lion. [Federico] Tesio said, 
'Don’t stand a stallion, because 
you might be tempted to breed 
to him.’ He was right.” 

As for Tam’s Terms, he’s 
standing on the grass. 

"He’s found a home. It was 
logical to try him on the grass 
and my only question is I won¬ 
der what took me so long,” 
Murray said. "The way it’s going 
this spring, I was lucky to get to 
run him on the grass. We were 
lucky last year with the weather 
and I guess this is a typical 
spring.” 

Three weeks later, Murray 
entered Tam’s Terms in the 
Grade 3 Red Bank Handicap at 
Monmouth. And just so you 
know, it rains there, too. The 
race came off the grass and 
Tam’s Terms had to wait for 
another day to put his streak on 
the line. 

A week after the Henry Clark 
survived the rain, the Hilltop 
Stakes was victimized by it. Nine 
fillies withdrew when the 
$75,000 stakes switched from 
the soaked turf to the good 
main track. Trainer Mark 
Shuman couldn’t have been hap¬ 
pier with the weather. He 
entered City Fire in the mile 
and a sixteenth race. The daugh¬ 
ter of Carson City had run only 
once on the grass and looked 
better suited for the mud. 

Did she ever. Jeremy Rose 
put her on the lead and she had 
plenty left to hold off Impolite 
and Apple Juice for her first 
stakes score. A prolific claiming 
owner. Gill purchased City Fire 
privately after she didn’t make 
her reserve in a 2-year-olds in 
training sale. 

Belong to Sea made her 
reserve. Alan Quartucci pur¬ 
chased the daughter of Belong 
to Me for $115,000 at last year’s 
Ocala 2-year-olds sale. It looks 
like a bargain. 

Belong to Sea continued her 
undefeated career with a game 
effort in the Grade 3 Miss 
Preakness Stakes on May 15. 
Owned by Steve Duncker, 
Jeffery AmHng and Quartucci, 
the 3-year-old filly staved off 
hard-charging Chimichurri by a 
head in the $100,000 stakes. 
Post-time favorite Forever 
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Mineshaft lives up to expectations with a powerful three and three-quarter-length triumph. 


A fter a one-year hiatus, the 
Grade 1 Pimlico Special 
Handicap was back. And 
the outcome of the 37th run¬ 
ning proved once again the 
importance of the Special on 
the annual racing calendar. 

Mineshaft, a royally bred son 
of A.P. Indy, solidified his claim as 
one of the nation’s top handicap 
horses with an impressive three 
and three-quarter-length tally 
over sloppy going on May 16. 

A rain-drenched afternoon at 
Pimlico could not dampen the 
spirits of the 4-year-old colt’s 
connections after Mineshaft 
successfully added an all-impor¬ 
tant Grade 1 victory to his 
resume, vastly increasing his 
value as a stallion prospect. Bred 
in Kentucky by his owners, 
William Parish, W. Temple 
Webber Jr. and James Elkins, 
Mineshaft is the final live foal 
produced by multiple Grade 1 
winner Prospectors Delite, a 
daughter of Mr. Prospector who 
died at age 12 in 2001. 

All five of Prospectors 
Delite’s foals are stakes winners. 
Her first two foals are the fiUies 
Tomisue’s Delight, a full sister to 
Mineshaft and a multiple Grade 
1 winner and millionaire, and 
Delta Music. Irish Group 3 win¬ 
ner and current sire Monashee 
Mountain and Mineshaft’s year- 
older full brother Rock Slide fol¬ 
lowed. 

Neil Howard, the private 
trainer of Parish’s well-bred 
Lane’s End Parm youngsters 
who also conditioned Prospec¬ 
tors DeHte, brought Mineshaft 
to PimHco with impressive cre¬ 
dentials. Making his first start in 
the U.S. on November 27, 2002, 
following a modest career in 
England, Mineshaft won five of 
his six stateside starts before 
coming to Baltimore. 

In his outing prior to the 
Special, the Ben Ali Stakes-G3 at 
Keeneland on April 25, Mine- 
shaft dominated the mile and an 
eighth test, winning by nine 
lengths over softer competition. 
He also captured the New Or¬ 
leans Handicap-G2 and Diplo¬ 
mat Way Handicap, both at Pair 
Grounds. 

The only blotch on Mine¬ 
shaft’s U.S. record was a second. 


but noted, ''He has mud all over 
his pedigree.” 

The two expected pacesetters, 
millionaires Balto Star, ridden by 
John Velazquez, and Western 
Pride, the latter winner of the 
San Bernadino Handicap-G3 
last out with Patrick Valenzuela, 
took to the front immediately 
and splashed along for a :23.09 
first quarter and a :46.79 half, 
with Gulfs tream Park Handicap- 
G2 winner Hero’s Tribute, with 
Edgar Prado, and Mineshaft 
running side-by-side about two 
lengths behind the top two. The 
others were fairly well strung out 
behind the favorites. 

Balto Star suddenly began to 
fade heading into the far turn 
and Western Pride took over. 
Mineshaft ranged up on the out¬ 
side to join Western Pride as 
Hero’s Tribute also dropped 
back. Western Pride dug in, but 
when the new leaders straight¬ 
ened into the stretch. Mineshaft 
powered away. 


Western Pride bravely held on 
for second, a head to the good of 
Ramon Dominguez on 42-1 
longshot Judge’s Case, a former 
claimer who was the most expe¬ 
rienced mudder in the field. 
Judge’s Case’s third-place finish 
in the Special was the ninth time 
in 10 starts he has hit the board 
when competing over an off track. 

Pinal time for the mile and 
three-sixteenths was 1:56.16, the 
slowest running of the PimHco 
Special in the modern era (since 
its revival in 1988), but the only 
time the race was run over a 
sloppy track during that stretch. 

"He’s a very professional type 
of horse,” said Howard after the 
race. "We’ve always thought the 
world of him.” 

Mineshaft is showing the 
world his quality. The PimHco 
Special, historically a race on a 
champion’s resume, is Mine¬ 
shaft’s first big step to his own 
championship season.

to PimHco Special rival Balto 
Star, in the Whirlaway Handicap- 
G3, also at Pair Grounds, while 
in receipt of two pounds from 
the winner.

Mine- 
shaft went off as the 1.30-1 
favorite, and if there were any 
reservations, they were about his 
ability to handle an off track, 
which he had never faced before. 

Pive of the nine starters had 
previously won over wet tracks, 
including the second through 
fourth betting choices Western 
Pride, Hero’s Tribute and Balto 
Star. Howard also didn’t know 
what to expect from Mineshaft,

EXTRAVAGANZA LEADS UP 
TO 128TH PREAKNESS 


A wise journalism professor 
once said, ''The weather is 
never the lead to the story/’ 
Sometimes you have to break 
the rules. Doc. 


The weather—^wet and cold— 
became the story of Preakness 
week, washing races off the 
grass, keeping horses in the barn 
and affecting the outcome in all

the stakes. Nonetheless, for two 
days Pimlico hosted the best rac¬ 
ing anywhere. 

The Joe Aitcheson Hurdle- 
NSAl was the hardest hit of the 
week’s stakes. The $100,000 stee¬ 
plechase was cancelled on Friday 
when the turf course was deemed 
unusable. The Pimlico Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff-G3, The Very One, 
Black Eyed Susan-G2 and the 
return of the Pimlico Special-Gl 
anchored the Friday card. And 
none of them disappointed. 

Michael Gorham was one 
trainer who had utmost faith in 
his runner, Mandy’s Gold. And 
why not? The 5-year-old Vir¬ 
ginia-bred daughter of Gilded 
Time went into the May 16 
Grade 3 Pimlico Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff Handicap with a 19 for 
21 in-the-money mark. She left 
as a millionaire. 

"I have to give her a lot of 
credit,” said jockey Jerry Bailey 
to Gorham as they walked into 
the winner’s circle. Credit earned 
from a tough trip in which she 


was trapped down on the inside 
in the field of four and had to 
swing out after main rival and 
defending race winner Summer 
Colony, who managed a first run 
on her. She persevered through 
the mud and caught Summer 
Colony near the wire. 

"That’s where her class 
comes out,” Gorham said. "She 
overcame a lot. A cheaper horse 
would have spit it right out but 
she’s the real thing. She’s been 
training super this year, sounder 
and better. She knows how good 
she is.” 

Damn good is probably how 
she’d describe herself as she 
jigged out of the winner’s circle. 
Owned by Steeplechase Farm 
(John and Jeanne Gorham), 
Mandy’s Gold pushed her record 
to 11 victories from 22 starts for 
total earnings of $1,026,244. 

The Very One Stakes, a 
race later, was scheduled for five 
furlongs on the turf Off the turf 
it came and the strong 14-horse 
field dwindled to six. None was 



Roar Emotion sped to victory In the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, 
over fast-closing FIrcroft and Kentucky Oaks-GI runner-up Santa Catarina. 
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better suited for the switch than 
Stonerside Stable’s Forest Heiress. 
The 4-year-old fiUy had never 
run on the grass and was tagged 
with a "Toping for washout” line 
in the Dai^ Racing Form. 

That’s what she got and the 
rest was simply an exercise. 
Trained by Bill Mott and ridden 
by Pat Day, the daughter of 
Forest Wildcat won the $75,000 
stakes easily over Maria’s Mirage 
and New Years Eve Gala. 

The Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2, in its 79th running, 
attracted Santa Catarina, second 
in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl, and 
seven other 3-year-old fillies. 
With speed holding all day, there 
was only one thing for jockey 
John Velazquez to do on third 
choice Roar Emotion. Send her. 
And that’s what he did, and that’s 
what she Hked. 

They won Maryland’s pre¬ 
miere 3-year-old fiUy race by a 
diminishing half-length over 
Fircroft. Santa Catarina, lacking 
a closing run after wheeling back 
in two weeks, weakened to finish 
third. 

Trained by Carlos Martin for 
Joseph Allen, Roar Emotion is 
now three-for-five with two 
Grade 2 victories and $298,260 
in earnings. Martin took over the 
training of Roar Emotion from 
his father Jose Martin last fall 
and respects the Roar filly’s abil¬ 
ity and her personality. 

""I really, really love this filly. 
She’s easy to train but little 
things can set her off You have 
to roll with her all the time,” 
Martin said. ""Speed’s been good 
all day. What else are you going 
to do than send her?” 

By the time Saturday came 
around, the rain finally stopped 
and eight stakes—count ’em, 
eight stakes—topped the 13-race 
card. Nothing like a $200,000 
stakes at noon to get the day 
started off right. 

Pioneer Boy won the Mary¬ 
land Breeders’ Cup Handi- 
cap-G3 going six furlongs as the 
watch went from a.m. to p.m. 
Jeremy Rose, who won three on 
the day for owner Mike Gill, put 
the 5-year-old gelded son of Pio¬ 
neering on the lead and then 
held off Sassy Hound and Gill’s 
other two entries. Tasty Caber- 


neigh and Highway Prospector, 
who finished in a dead heat for 
third. Trained by John Robb, 
Pioneer Boy recorded his third 
victory from four starts since 
being claimed at Laurel in 
February. 

""He’s a nice horse and he’s 
getting better all the time,” Robb 
said. ""He doesn’t like this pad- 
dock and he didn’t break well 
either but he overcame both.” 

One race later. Gang over¬ 
came four rivals in the Wood- 
lawn Stakes, for 3-year-olds at a 
mile and a sixteenth. Ridden by 
Anthony Mawing, Gang came 
from last in the five-horse field 
to nail Sigint on the wire. 
Breanna’s Smile finished third. 

Trained by Randy AUen and 
owned by Michael A. Ward II, 
Gang followed Forest Heiress’s 
form angle. The son of Will’s 
Way had never run on the grass 
and benefited when the race 
came off the turf. 

""I saw the storm coming and 
I called down here and said I’m 
coming either way so don’t worry 
about that,” said Allen, who 
trains 35 horses at Philadelphia 
Park. ""I really think—and hope 
—he’s a turf horse. I ran him at 
Delaware as a prep and got him 
beat up pretty good by older 
horses but it set him up right for 
this. I’m still eager to run him 
long on the turf even though the 
mud didn’t bother him today.” 

One race later, that same 
sound bite played again. This 
time it was Rodney Jenkins talk¬ 
ing about Mt. Carson. The son 
of Lord Carson took the Hirsch 
Jacobs Stakes, a $100,000 event 
for 3-year-olds. Mt. Carson fired 
six furlongs in 1:10.85 and 
Jenkins was thankful for the mud 
but dreaming of the turf 

""The wet track was to our 
advantage today. He won a hun¬ 
dred thousander [the Dover] at 
Delaware on a wet track last 
year,” Jenkins said. ""The whole 
mare side of the family liked the 
grass and I think this horse will 
like the grass. I really do.” 

Jenkins would know. He won 
four straight turf races with Mt. 
Carson’s half-brother Australian 
Gold and broke Mt. Carson for 
David Reynolds. 



Gang, from the Philadelphia Park-based stable of trainer Randy Allen, 
came from last and nailed Sigint at the wire in the Wood lawn Stakes. 
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''They usually send them to 
Wayne Lukas and Frank Alex¬ 
ander but last year they said, 
'Pick one out, Rodney/ So I 
picked this one. I just liked him,"" 
Jenkins said. "This horse is twice 
the srzQ of his brother and I 
liked the way he moved but it 
was probably just luck that I 
picked him."" 

It wasn"t just luck that helped 
him win the Hirsch Jacobs. 


"I knew he"d run well today 
just because he was coming 
around awful good,"" Jenkins 
said. "Every time something 
would drop in the barn, he"d run 
to the screen and try to bust it 
down."" 

The streak of three straight 
local winners was busted down 
when Carib Lady (Ire) won the 
Grade 3 Gallorette Handicap. 
Owned by Kentucky-based Gail- 


lardia Racing, trained by Todd 
Fletcher in New York, and rid¬ 
den by Pat Valenzuela from 
California, the Irish-bred rel¬ 
ished the soft turf. The 4-year- 
old daughter of Sadler"s Wells 
rallied in between horses to get 
the best of Affirmed Dancer 
and Lady of the Future in the 
$100,000 handicap. 

Fletcher stayed in New York 
to saddle Smok"n Frolic in the 
Shuvee Handicap-G2, so Bill 
Farish (whose Mineshaft won 
the Pimlico Special-Gl) stepped 
in to accept the trophy for Gail- 
lardia. The Gallorette and the 
Preakness were the only two 
stakes on the card in which at 
least one local horse didn"t finish 
in the first three. 

While the Preakness was still 
hours away, they were thinking 
about the Belmont after the Sir 
Barton Stakes. They had good 
reason. Last year, Ken McPeek 
brought Sarava to Maryland for 
a winning tour in the mile and a 
sixteenth stakes. Sarava went on 
to win the Belmont in an upset 
thriller. Are you listening. Best 
Minister? 

Best Minister is a 3-year-old 
colt by Deputy Minister, trained 
by Ken McPeek and the winner 
of the 2003 Sir Barton. Ridden 
by Maryland"s prodigal son 
Edgar Prado, Best Minister drew 
off to win by three lengths over 
During and Penobscot Bay. 
None of this was lost on John 
Phillips, part owner of Best 
Minister and co-managing part¬ 
ner of Darby Dan Farm. 

"I"m well aware of what hap¬ 
pened last year,"" Phillips said. 
"He"s not nominated to the 
Triple Crown but that would not 
stop me if we thought. . . well 
we"ll have to see what happens 
later today."" 

Funny Cide happened later in 
the day and even his perform¬ 
ance wasn"t enough to stifle 
Phillips" hopes for Best Minister, 
who was eventually pointed for 
the Belmont. 

"He has the potential to be 
very good. I think he still has a 
lot of maturing to do because 
he"s still a litde wiry. His family 
tends to put some mass on so I 
think he has the potential of get¬ 
ting a lot better,"" Phillips said. 
"That family has been very, very 


good to us. We sell mostly our 
colts and we tried to sell this colt 
twice. He vetted well and I 
thought he had all the pieces but 
he just never caught any buzz. 
He"s just a big plain bay. I said to 
heck with it; I know he"s worth 
more than a throwaway price."" 

Phillips bought back Best 
Minister twice at auction, the 
second time for $140,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Florida February 
sale of 2-year-olds in training. 

Eventually McPeek put 
together the partnership of Phil¬ 
lips, John Henderson, Dan Issel, 
Don Blevins and Frances 
Whitman who now own the colt. 

"Ken asked about him when 
I bought him back. He said he 
could find somebody to buy into 
the horse if I"d stay in for half I 
said I sure would,"" Phillips said. 
"You have a tremendous advan¬ 
tage when you know the family. 
With the Golden Trail family 
[Best MinisteFs fourth dam], ifs 
rare you have a pretty horse that 
shocks you and can"t produce. At 
least this time, it makes me look 
smart; a lot of times they don"t."" 

Francis 0"Toole doesn"t claim 
to be smart. Nor did he claim to 
be confident going into the 
Dixie Stakes, a Grade 2 turf 
race. 0"Toole is the owner and 
breeder of Dr. Brendler, a Mary- 
land-bred who was the longest 
shot in the $200,000 stakes. 
Odds meant nothing as heavy 
favorite Del Mar Show faded to 
finish fourth and second-choice 
Perfect Soul (Ire) couldn"t hold 
off the onrushing Dr. Brendler 
and Ramon Dominguez. 

Trained by Graham Motion, 
Dr. Brendler rallied resolutely 
down the middle of the turf for 
the biggest victory of his 26-race 
career. For the Irish-born 
O"To ole, it was Maryland, My 
Maryland on an Irish kind of day. 

"I come to Pimlico and 
Laurel all the time. This is my 
hometown course. And he was 
the only Maryland-bred in the 
race so it was extra special; it 
really is,"" O"Toole said. "Ifs the 
first graded stakes winner I"ve 
had so it feels great, terrific."" 

O"Toole stood in the win¬ 
ner "s circle, cradling a bottle of 
champagne, oblivious to the cold 
and awed by his horse and the 
moment. 



Dr. Brendler, a 5-year-oid Maryland-bred who competed in top company in 
Ireland at 3, affirmed his class while winning the venerable Dixie Stakes-G2. 



Jose Santos piloted Dogwood Stable’s Windsor Castle to victory in the William 
Donald Schaefer Handicap-G3 just before winning the Preakness on Funny Cide. 
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''This is quite a win. Tve been 
in the game since 1985 in a small 
way/’ said O’Toole, whose three- 
horse string is split between 
Motion and Tim Keefe. "I knew 
he’d love soft ground so I knew 
he’d do well today but I didn’t 
expect to win. I’d be happy if we 
were fourth. When he came into 
the stretch, he looked like he was 
just mowing them down.” 

An attorney by profession, 
O’Toole could keep mowing 
them down with offspring of 
the Irish-bred Lady of Vision. 
The 16-year-old mare has a year¬ 
ling full sister to Dr. Brendler (by 
Distant View) and a colt foal by 
Chester House. 

The William Donald 
Schaefer Handicap-G3 served 
as the prefix to the Preakness. 


And Jose Santos couldn’t have 
had a better double. Funny 
Cide’s jockey guided Windsor 
Castle to victory in the mile and 
an eighth Schaefer. Owned by 
Dogwood Stable and trained by 
Frank Alexander, the 5-year-old 
son of Lord Carson stalked the 
pace from the outside and flew 
home to win his third graded 
stakes. The aptly named Change- 
in the weather finished second 
with Tempest Fugit third. 

Dogwood president Cot 
Campbell opted to join Fletcher 
in New York and left the silver 
gathering to Dogwood’s Mary 
Jane Howell and Jack Sadler. He 
must have read their charts. Both 
have strong Maryland ties. 

Sadler grew up in Baltimore 
while Howell worked at Robert

Levy’s Muirfield East in Chesa¬ 
peake City and even groomed 
for Gerry Go swell at Fair Hill 
Training Center before joining 
Dogwood in Aiken, S.C. 

"What a great afternoon. We 
flew up for the race and you 
know what, in all my years in 
Maryland, this is my first Preak¬ 


ness,” Howell said. "He’s a dead 
honest horse. We call him the 
hard-luck horse because things 
don’t go his way a lot of times, 
but it set up perfectly for him 
today.” 

As did a lot of things.

close at the end but to get a 
Grade 3 with her was impor¬ 
tant.” 

Rain took another victim on 
May 24 when the Ben Cohen 
was switched to the outer sur¬ 
face. Again, Shuman didn’t 
mind. The trainer watched the 
Weather Channel and put 


Native Heir, a once-tried turf 
runner and a five-time off-track 
winner, in the five-furlong stakes. 

The 5-year-old son of Makin 
tracked Baby Shark, who had as 
many as seven lengths on the 


field, before pulling away for his 
second stakes score this year. 
Baby Shark held on for second 
while favorite Sassy Hound fin¬ 
ished third. Owned by Gill, 
Native Heir won the Grade 3 


Deputy Minister Handicap at 
Gulfstream this spring and the 
Ben Cohen victory pushed his 
earnings to nearly $450,000. 

The win was the 26th of the 
spring meet and 55th victory of 
the year in Maryland for Gill, the 
nation’s leading owner. 

On May 23, a boy became a 
man. Last year’s Eclipse Award¬ 
winning apprentice Ryan Fogel- 
songer lost his bug. He did it in 
style by winning three races on 
his last day with the claim. 

The 21-year-old jockey won 
419 races as an apprentice with 
his horses earning $7,204,882. 
This year he ranks second in the 
nation with 152 wins and leads 
the current spring meet with 55 
victories. 

Fogelsonger’s heroics pro¬ 
vided a good umbrella for the 
spring rain. W 



MONMOUTH 
PARK OPENS TO 
GOOD CROWD 
—IN SPITE OF 
THE WEATHER

R ain, mist and fog were the 
order of the day for the 
kick off of Monmouth’s 
58th season on May 24. Despite 
the adverse conditions, 13,367 
turned out, prompting vice- 
president and general manager 
Bob Kulina to declare the 
Oceanport oval had ""the largest 
crowd on the East Coast.” 

Last year, with a May 11 
opener, 18,067 were in atten¬ 
dance for opening day, while in 
2001, the last time the opener 


was on Memorial Day weekend, 
17,534 attended. 

The weather caused all turf 
races to be moved to the main, 
sloppy oval, including the 
$100,000 Red Bank Handicap, a 
Grade 3 race which scratched 
down to four horses. The mile 
test for 3-year-olds and up, 
which lost its graded status 
when it came off the turf, was 
won by Mac Fehsenfeld’s Just 
Le Facts, who gave jockey Joe 
Bravo his third winner on the 
12-race opening day card. 

Just Le Facts’ victory over 1 -5 
favorite Saint Verre also gave 
trainer Dennis Manning a dou¬ 
ble on the card. He saddled Cool 
N Collective to win an allow¬ 
ance/optional claiming test at 
one mile, and jockey Carlos 
Cruz handled the riding assign¬ 
ment. 

When the first two days of 
the weekend were in the books, 
total handle on both days was 
slightly higher than that of 
opening weekend in 2002, 
according to Kulina. 

""The first two days were 
incredible, just great,” he said. 
""I’m so pleased with the way 
things turned out. A lot of cred¬ 
it goes to our track superintend¬ 
ent, Dave Harrington, for get¬ 


ting the track to "fast’ condition 
on Sunday.” 

On opening day, total handle 
was $3,753,585, while total han¬ 
dle for Sunday, May 25 was 
$4,456,832. Attendance on 
Sunday was 15,647. 

This year, Monmouth will 
run its ""traditional” 72-day sea¬ 
son from Memorial Day to 
Labor Day, then an additional 20 


days in September. The tradi¬ 
tional portion has guaranteed 
purses of $300,000 per day, 
while purses for September have 
yet to be determined. 

An afternoon devoted to 
New Jersey-bred runners is 
planned for September 20. 

""We’re not sure what the 
name will be. . . maybe Jersey 
Fresh [in conjunction with the 
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New Jersey Department of Agri¬ 
culture] or Jersey Jamboree/’ said 
Kulina. 

""We’re stiU in need of spon¬ 
sorship, but we’d Hke total purses 


to be in the $500,000 to $600,000 
range,” said Mike Campbell, 
executive director of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey ""There will be 


races that include stakes, allow¬ 
ances and 2-year-old events. 
Although right now the day will 
be only for horses who are 
foaled in the state, eventually 


we’d like to expand to include 
horses who are by New Jersey 
stallions.” ^ 



DELAWARE 
PARK TRAINER 
LESLIE 
SAUNDERS 
RISES FROM 
TRAGEDY

F rom tragedy, trainer Leslie 
Saunders has finally found 
triumph. In 2001, the New 
England native experienced 
some of the worst lows the 
game can offer when her stakes- 
winning horse Connect was 
killed in a van accident on the 
Pennsylvania turnpike. Three 
months later, an unraced colt 
with unlimited promise named 
Southern Eclipse broke a leg 
during a morning workout at 
Philadelphia Park and was euth¬ 
anized. 

Now, in 2003, Raise the 
Stripes has helped Saunders 
experience racing’s highs, as he’s 
developed into a stakes-caliber 
contender. On May 17, he pow¬ 
ered to a five-length tally in a 
$40,000 allowance test at Dela¬ 
ware, for his third victory from 
five starts. 

""The unfortunate thing about 
Connect is that he was on his 
way to a farm for a vacation 
because he’d been at the race 
track a long time,” said Saunders, 
who worked for trainers Marty 
Fallon and John Scanlan at 
Philadelphia Park in the 1970s to 
’80s before going on her own. 
""He was getting a chance to just 


be a horse for a while. . . and the 
accident was so unfortunate. I 
was really depressed, though, 
when Southern Eclipse broke 
down soon after. But you know, 
in the horse business, you can 
never look back—^you have to 
look forward.” 

Look forward Saunders did 
—at the 2002 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training 
sale, where Raise the Stripes, a 
son of Pembroke—Steady Gaze, 
by Storm Bird, caught her eye. 
On behalf of longtime client 
Scott Carlsen, she purchased the 
colt for $13,000, then promptly 
turned him out for four months. 

""He was a good-looking colt 
that I thought had a lot of 
potential,” she said. ""I told 
Scott, you can either go on with 
him and have an okay horse, or 
turn him out, give him time, and 
really have something special.” 

Saunders said that Raise the 
Stripes is an extremely easy 
horse to get along with both in 
the barn and on the race track. 

As to the future—""I don’t 
really have a game plan, but I 
know that he will probably get 
better as we stretch him out,” 
she said. 

Jockey Ramon Dominguez 

has picked up where he left off 
last season at Delaware. While 
leading the riders’ race in July, 
Dominguez broke his wrist in a 
fall. This year he’s returned with 
a vengeance. 

Through racing of May 28, 
Dominguez has won 42 races 
from 143 starts, 22 more than 
runner-up Roberto Alvarado 
Jr. Tony Black, Clinton Potts 
and Oliver Castillo round out 
the top five. 

On the trainers’ side, Scott 
Lake held a three-race lead 
through May 28 over Tim 
Ritchey, 19 to 16, with Allen 
Iwinsld two victories behind. 


Delaware resident Walter 
Wienkowitz watched his Gim- 
meawink capture the $75,000 
Francis LaBelle Memorial 

Stakes on May 3, a six-furlong 
test for 3-year-olds. The LaBelle 
Memorial was the second added- 
money victory of the year for 
the Tim Ritchey-trained son of 
Elusive Quality who also won 
the Miracle Wood Stakes on 
February 8 at Laurel Park. 

Under jockey CHnton Potts, 
Gimmeawink posted a length 
victory in 1:11.22 over Only the 
Best and First Blush. The 
$45,000 winner’s share increased 
his lifetime earnings to $152,880. 

Ritchey purchased the colt 
on behalf of Wienkowitz for 
$70,000 at the 2002 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training 
sale from the consignment of 
Classic Bloodstock, agent. He is 
the first stakes winner for his 
dam, the T. V. Commercial mare 
Miss Alethia. 

Gregory Mascera’s Wish It 
Were, the longest shot in the six- 


horse field at 16-1, posted an 
upset in the $75,000 Sweet and 
Sassy Handicap on May 17. 

The six-furlong test for fillies 
and mares lost five of its starters 
when heavy rains turned the 
track to mud, leaving Iwin99’s 
Haunted Lass the favorite at 8-5. 
Haunted Lass pressed the pace 
but never got the lead as Fox Hill 
Farm’s Balmy set most of the 
early fractions but then couldn’t 
hold off the furious rally of 
Wish It Were, who thundered 
down the center of the strip 
under Abdiel Toribio to win by a 
length and three-quarters over 
Skip the Print in 1:12.79. Balmy 
faded to third, while Haunted 
Lass was last. 

Wish It Were, trained by Tim 
Hills, returned $35.60 and 
increased her lifetime record to 
four wins from 10 starts with 
earnings of $160,451. 

""The race really set up well 
for us because there was a lot of 
speed,” said Toribio. ""My fiUy 
likes to come from behind. We 
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Gimmeawink carried the colors of Walter Wienkowitz to victory in the Francis 
“Jock” LaBeile Memorial Stakes, leaving Only the Best to settle for second. It 
was the second stakes win of the season for the Tim Ritchey-trained 3-year-old.

she likes to be. She really picked 
it up in the end and when I asked 
her she reaUy responded.^^ 

Your Out, who thrilled Dela¬ 
ware fans last year when she 
nearly won the Delaware Handi¬ 
cap-G3, missing by a nose to the 
on-rushing Summer Colony, has 
been retired from racing, accord¬ 
ing to trainer H. Graham Motion. 

''She’s been bred to Royal 
Academy,” said Motion. "We 
could have probably run her 
another year, but we opted to 
breed her. IVe got her 2-year-old 
full sister coming (named Our 
Friend’s Girl), so it will be inter¬ 
esting to see if she is anything 
like her sister.” Your Out, now 5, 
raced for her breeder Eugene 
Ford. She earned $518,710. 

Trainer J. Michael Rogers, 
owner Daniel J. Feiss and jock¬ 
ey Oliver CastiQo teamed up to 
win a double on the May 12 card. 
Rogers, a former jockey married 
to another former jockey, 
Patricia Gambrell, won the fifth 
race, a $14,000, five and a half¬ 
furlong claiming test, with 
Penny’s Halo, who covered the 
distance in 1:06.64. He then cap¬ 
tured the ninth, a $36,000 maid¬ 
en special weight, with Feisty 
Bull, who broke her maiden in 
1:13.97 for six furlongs. 

Jockey Joe Bravo, out of 
action since June 2002 when he 
fractured his wrist in a spill at 
Monmouth Park, returned to the 
winner’s circle on May 19. 

"I finally got the monkey off 
my back,” said Bravo, who rode 
several horses at Delaware in 
May before that victory. Bravo 


planned to hone his riding skills 
at Delaware in preparation for 
the opening of Monmouth Park 
on May 24, where he’s won eight 
riding titles. 

Jeremy Rose, the 2001 
Eclipse Award-winning appren¬ 
tice rider and Delaware’s leading 
reinsman that year, announced 
plans to divide his time this sum¬ 
mer between Delaware, Mary¬ 
land and New Jersey. 

Since 2001, the 24-year-old 
has ridden full-time at Delaware 
Park in the summer/fall, and 
switched his tack to Maryland in 
the winter. 

Rose changed his game plan 
after parting ways with trainer 
Tim &tchey. "My plan is to go 
where the winning horses are, 
whether it be Delaware, Mary¬ 
land or Monmouth,” said Rose. 
"I want to go wherever the 
money is good and where I’ve 
got a good shot at winning. If 
we [he and Ritchey] were still 
together, I wouldn’t be splitting 
time between Delaware and the 
other tracks because I owed him 
so much. 

"But since we split up, it’s an 
open field now,” he said. 

Ritchey was instrumental in 
getting Rose’s career off the 
ground, and the two combined 
for the bulk of Rose’s victories 
in 2001. 

A backstretch pension plan 
was implemented this year by the 
Delaware Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association. All licensed 
trainers, assistant trainers, 
grooms, hotwalkers, pony per¬ 
sons and exercise riders are eligi¬ 
ble to participate. W 


PHILADELPHIA 
PARK LURES 
WEST COAST 
HORSEMEN

I t isn’t often that a West Coast 
trainer elects to ship east to 
Philadelphia Park. But with 
slot machines looming on the 
horizon, and the bigger purses 
they’re expected to generate, the 
Bensalem, Pa., track has caught 
the attention of some California 
horsemen. 

In mid-May, successful left 
coast trainer Clifford Sise sent a 
contingent of 23 horses to Phila¬ 
delphia with his 21 -year-old son 


Robert. Although they were ini¬ 
tially bedded down in the receiv¬ 
ing barn, the stall superintendent 
quickly found a permanent 
home for them in Barn 34. 

"Mr. Sise told me he’s here to 
make an impact,” said director of 
racing Sal Sinatra. And make an 
impact he has. Sise won with 
four of the first seven horses he 
saddled in his first week, and 
notched second and third-place 
finishes with two others. 


The elder Sise grew up in 
Arcadia, Calif, and was a jockey 
from 1967 to ’70, riding mostly 
at Turf Paradise and the Cali¬ 
fornia fairs. He worked as an 
assistant under trainers Lou 
Glauburg and Noble Threewitt 
before taking out his own 
license. 

Among his career highlights 
were saddling Paying Dues to a 
second-place finish in the 1996 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-G1 won by

Lit de Justice. In 2000, Sise fin¬ 
ished second in the trainers’ race 
at the spring/summer meet at 
Hollywood Park, falling one win 
short of Bobby Frankel. 

Robert Sise began walking 
hots and grooming for his father 
while still in grammar school, 
and made the trek east with 
apprentice rider Cesar De Alba 
and several members of the barn 
crew. 

''We’re here because of slot 
machines, and also because 
workers’ compensation insurance 
is so expensive in California,” 
said Robert Sise. 

Sise’s California stock helped 
liven up cards for Philly handi- 
cappers and also served as claim¬ 
ing opportunities for local horse¬ 
men. The second horse Sise sad¬ 
dled, Taffy Pull, in the last race 
on May 18, was prompdy hal¬ 
tered by trainer John McCasHn 
for $5,000. 

Two horses—Ide Rather and 
Urge—^won on May 19 by a 
combined 3lV2 lengths. Urge’s 
margin was 19 lengths, and was 
one of the most dominating per¬ 
formances of the year at Phila¬ 
delphia Park.

RACES SHOW

Robert Sise said that his 
father is planning to send eight 
more horses to Philadelphia, and 
has two potential candidates for 
the $500,000 Pennsylvania Derby 
(scheduled September 1)—^Tribe, 
who was recently third in the 
California Derby at Bay Mead¬ 
ows, and Regal Cruiser, who was 
third at Santa Anita. 

"It really is a feeling of great 
accomplishment,” said jockey 
Stewart Elliott, of his 3,000th 
career victory. 

Elliott, 38, a native of 
Toronto, Canada, reached that 
major milestone on May 13 in 
the final race on the card, aboard 
Nave sink Enterprises, Ltd’s 
Navesink Tide, who is condi¬ 
tioned by Elliott’s longtime 
client, trainer Edward T. Allard. 

The leading rider at Phila¬ 
delphia the last two years, Elliott 
said, "There are many, many rid¬ 
ers who work long and hard over 
many years and never reach 
3,000. I needed two wins when 
the day began and I also knew 
that if I didn’t get it done today, 
I was probably headed to Dela¬ 
ware Park the next couple days 
and it would happen there. But 


Philadelphia Park has been my 
home for a long time and I real¬ 
ly wanted to win it here.” 

EUiott was exposed to horses 
at an early age. His father, 
Dennis, was a jockey for 22 years 
before he turned to training, 
while his mother rode show 
horses and was a riding instruc¬ 
tor. Elliott won his first race for 
his father aboard Jack’s Ruby at 
Philadelphia (then known as 
Keystone) in the early 1970s. 

Elliott set a national record in 
1989 when he won 381 races at 
Suffolk Downs, at that time the 
highest number of wins ever 
recorded at a single meet. 

Navesink Tide, who gave 
EUiott his 3,000th win, has a stel¬ 
lar pedigree. He’s a 3-year-old 
son of You and I out of Eclipse 
Award-winning 3-year-old filly 
Mom’s Command, whom Allard 
also trained. 

Trainer Gaston Sandoval 
had to delay his annual spring 
pilgrimage from Ocala, Fla., to 
Philadelphia Park until the sec¬ 
ond week in May because of the 
shortage of stall space. Sandoval, 
who is known for his prowess 
with turf horses, was also bed- 


A ttainable, the prohibitive 
favorite, rewarded his back¬ 
ers with a furious come- 
from-behind half-length victory 
in Charles Town’s Shenandoah 
Stakes on May 17. 

A field of seven accom¬ 
plished runners (three Ken¬ 
tucky-bred s, two Maryland- 
breds, a Florida-bred and a 
South CaroHna-bred) went to the 
post in the seven-furlong event 
for 3-year-olds. All’s Pride 
entered the contest with a per¬ 
fect three-for-three mark at 
Charles Town. Career Run and 
More Bands had never been off 
the board in 10 combined starts 
at the Eastern Panhandle oval. 
And every runner in the race had 
frequented Charles Town’s win¬ 
ner’s circle except the winner, 
who was enjoying his first trip to 
Jefferson County. 

Career Run did his best run¬ 
ning early and continued to hold 


a length and a half lead over 
Bentucky entering the stretch. 
While those two Kentucky-breds 
battled on the front end. 
Attainable launched a last-to- 
first raUy, passing his final four 
foes just feet before the finish 
Hne. 

The Maryland-bred winner, 
owned by Win N Place Stable, 
trained by Anthony Dutrow and 
ridden to victory by Mario Pino, 
covered the distance in 1:28.14 
over a track rated as sloppy. 
Attainable’s splashing Shenan¬ 
doah Stakes success raised his 
career earnings to $108,980, and 
marked the colt’s fourth win in 
eight lifetime starts. 

The son of Kokand returned 
$3 to win. Bentucky and fast¬ 
closing Just Swell completed the 
top placings. 

When Ranson resident and 
Charles Town-based trainer 
Angel Gonzalez won a record

ded down in the receiving barn 
upon his arrival, but soon was 
moved to a permanent home.

payment of $125,000 in the West 
Virginia lottery’s Daily 4 game, 
he knew immediately what to 
buy first—a horse. And what 
about his second purchase?

Among Gonzalez’s two 
acquisitions is a 2-year-old 
named Outside Flanker. 

"A horse that has a football 
player’s name, that could be 
lucky,” a smiHng Gonzalez added. 

The native of Puerto Rico 
has earned the right to laugh out 
loud when referring to his luck. 

"It took a litde while, but I 
felt really lucky this time,” 
Gonzalez said. "I just knew the 
number 6-2-8-5 would be hitting 
straight soon. I have been play¬ 
ing that number for years.” 
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On May 13, Gonzalez pur¬ 
chased 25 Daily 4 tickets, all with 
the same number (6-2-8-5), at 
Charles Town’s Sheetz store No. 
240. He won $5,000 for each of 
the 25 winning tickets. 

‘‘That number was my address 
in Puerto Rico,” Gonzalez said. 
“But I feel quite at home here.” 

His Hfelong love of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing is what brought 
Gonzalez to Jefferson County 
and Charles Town in 1978. 

“This is not the first time Ive 
had a little luck around here,” 
Gonzalez said. 

The accomplished condition¬ 
er was not referring to the two 
prior times his 6-2-8-5 number 
netted him $2,000 and $800, 
respectively. But rather a horse 
witii a lucky name (ABC Mmm 
Good), who he bought for $700 
as a weanling in 1998. 

“That lucky little horse went 
on to earn $75,870—over a hun¬ 
dred times what I paid for him,” 
Gonzalez said. “In this sport you 


never know where or when a Ht- 
tle luck might come your way.” 

In addition to more horses, 
Gonzalez said he has other big 
plans for his windfall. 

“I want to buy a house in the 
area as soon as possible and a car 
for my daughter,” Gonzalez said. 
“And I want to take my family on 
vacation to Puerto Rico.” 

While in Puerto Rico, Gonza¬ 
lez may want to revisit Building 
6, Apartment 285. For legend 
has it, that landmark is lucky. 

Charles Town-based jockey 
Anthony Mawing, who moved 
up to third place during the 
spring meet, made the most of a 
May hot streak. After riding two 
winners at Charles Town on May 
16, Mawing piloted home Gang 
in the Woodlawn Stakes, the fifth 
race on Pimlico’s Preakness day 
card (May 17). Later that even¬ 
ing, Mawing made it back to 
Charles Town in time to visit his 
second winner’s circle of the day. 


“If you’re in it, every race is a 
big race,” Mawing said. “The 
only difference between winning 
a stakes race and a claiming race 
is the amount of celebrating you 
might do.” 

Mawing had multiple mom¬ 
ents for celebration on May 21, 
when he completed a riding 
triple at Charles Town. 

“Confidence can be conta¬ 
gious,” Mawing said. “One good 
ride can lead to another.” 

In the spring meet trainers’ 
standings (through late May), Jeff 
Runco is turning the winner’s 
circle into his own round house 
of rejoicing. Runco has saddled 
25 winners from just 91 starts. 
Perennial rival Ronney Brown 
is in second place with 21 winners 
from 132 starts. John McKee 
has moved into third position 
with nine victories in 55 starts. 

They are followed by Bruce 
Kravets, Joseph Yourchisin, Ger¬ 
ald Bast, Preston Herbst and 
David Rose. 


Top winning percentage con¬ 
ditioners include Julio Cartagena 
(six-for-12), Rodney Jenkins 
(four-for-8), John Letts (four- 
for-9) and Amy Albright (sis-for- 
14). 

Oscar Flores leads Charles 
Town’s jockey colony during the 
spring meet with 45 victories 
from 209 starts. The apprentice 
rider posted two riding triples in 
May, which included winning the 
first three races of the card on 
May 22. Following the clear 
leader, there is a logjam in the 
standings. Travis Dunkelberger, 
Anthony Mawing, Luis Garcia, 
Juan Ortega and Carlos Garcia 
are all after Flores with a flour¬ 
ish. 

The highest winning percent¬ 
age is held by Paul Nicol, with 12 
wins from 52 races (23.08 per¬ 
cent). Nicol’s in the money per¬ 
centage (53.8 percent) is second 
only to Dunkelberger’s 60.5 per¬ 
cent. ^ 


BILLY GILMAN 
IS STAR 
PERFORMER 
AT PENN 
NATIONAL

B illy Gilman —the horse, not 
the young country singer— 
won the $30,000 Danzig 
Stakes the evening of May 9, giv¬ 
ing trainer Todd Beattie his 
third straight victory in the race 
and his fourth in the last five 
years. 

A gelded 3-year-old son of 
U. S. Flag—Queen Explo, by 
Explodent, Billy Gilman was 
bred and is owned by Con¬ 
necticut veterinarian Dr. Stephen 
Morrone, who happens to be 
friends with Billy Gilman, the 
country singer, and helped get 
his career started. 

“I know Morrone had to get 
a waiver from The Jockey Club 
to name the horse after Gilman,” 
said Beattie. “And he told me 
that Gilman is planning on 
attending one of the horse’s 
races.” 

From three lifetime starts, 
BUly Gilman has two wins. In his 
first, a maiden special weight at 
Philadelphia on March 23, he 
had to suffer through a nearly 


10-minute gate load, but rallied 
to finish second. On April 12, he 
was shipped back to Philadelphia 
and got the job done in a six-fur- 
long, $25,080 maiden special 
weight, which he took by four 
lengths under Vladimir Diaz as 
the betting choice. Over a sloppy 
surface, he was timed in 1:11.75. 

In the Danzig, also at six fur¬ 
longs and for Pennsylvania- 
breds, he was again the favorite 
with Diaz riding and, after sitting 
just behind the early leaders, 
moved to the lead in midstretch 
and won by a length and three- 
quarters in 1:11.56 over a sloppy 
strip, with Prime Deposit second 
and Koko Chico third. 

“He’s a really big horse... he’s 
just awesome,” said Beattie. “I 
knew from the get-go that he 
wasn’t going to be an early devel¬ 
oper. 

“I think he’ll be even better 
once he goes two turns. . . he’s 
sending me telegrams telling me 
he wants to go long,” said 
Beattie. “His next start will be 


the Peppy Addy Stakes [on June 7] 
at Philadelphia.” 

“We got him one or two 
works from running last summer 
and he suffered an injury out of 
the blue,” said Sandee Martin, 
Beattie’s fiancee and assistant. 
“We were looking forward to 
running him in last year’s Penn¬ 
sylvania Futurity, but we had to 
give him time off and start back 
as a 3-year-old. He has showed 
pure run from the beginning. It’s 
no surprise being Carrie the Flag 
is his full sister and she won [or 
placed in] about five or six 
stakes. We were just sick when 
we saw how easy the Futurity 
came up—he would have g-al- 
loped.” 

Currently, Beattie has 28 
2-year-olds in training at his base 
at Penn National. While he’s run 
his share of horses at Delaware 
and Philadelphia this year, he 
said he likes stabling at Penn, 
because “I’m just a country boy 
at heart. I like to see the city in 
my rear-view mirror.” 
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With the track starting its 
spring/summer meet on May 1, 
the jockey and trainer races were 
reset to zero for purposes of 
record-keeping Through May 
25, Harry Thompson Jr. led 
the way in the trainers’ race with 
15 wins from 61 starts, five more 


than Bruce Kravets and eight 
more than John Zimmerman. 

Emilio Flores and Carlos 
Nieto were locked in battle for 
top jockey honors, with Flores 
holding a 19 to 18 edge over 
Nieto. Thomas Clifton was 
third with 15 winners. 


The Bob Szeyller owned and 
trained Tenacious Affair cap¬ 
tured the featured event of the 
Friday evening card of May 23, a 
$12,826 claiming test at six fur¬ 
longs over a sloppy track. 

Under apprentice Lauren Van- 
nozzi, the son of Colonial Affair 


—^Tenaciously, by Buckfmder, 
relished the off-going and rallied 
from far back to overtake leader 
Mana Torpedoes in deep stretch 
to post a length victory in 1:12.21. 
Carfax Abbey was third. ^

T he 58th season of racing 

at Adantic City race course 
was short, but certainly 
sweet for its owner Greenwood 
Racing Inc. 

The meet consisted of four 
days of action (April 23, 30 and 
May 1 and 2), including one day 
(April 23) devoted exclusively to 
steeplechasing, and the results 
were so successful that Green¬ 
wood is considering requesting 
additional dates for not only 
2004, but later this year as well. 

“It’s possible we might apply 
for more than the four actual 
dates run in 2003, but we’re not 
sure how many,” said Hal 
Handel, chief executive officer 
of the McKee City, N.J., oval. 
“We were very pleased, especial¬ 
ly, with the response from the 
pubHc to the steeplechase date, 
and might consider more than 
one such date next year.” 

While track attendance wasn’t 
announced—as it isn’t at Green¬ 
wood’s other venue, Philadelphia 
Park—average daily handle for 
the three flat racing dates was 


nearly $115,000, with the high 
point coming on May 2, when 
$121,024 was wagered. 

Atlantic City’s simulcast sig¬ 
nal wasn’t exported, but patrons 
at Philadelphia Park and its six 
Turf Clubs were able to bet on 
the races. Seven races per day 
were carded, with average daily 
purses of $110,000. All racing 
was conducted on the turf 

Horsemen were restricted to 
shipping into two barns on the 
backstretch that are still able to 
accommodate horses. Most of 
the barns, plus the recreation hall 
and kitchen, are in a state of seri¬ 
ous disrepair. 

Registered New Jersey-breds 
were given preference in aU races, 
and Handel said he was extremely 
encouraged by the entry box 
support from local trainers. 

Among the highlights of the 
meet was the victory in an 
$18,000 starter allowance test at 
five furlongs on April 30 by Joel 
Kligman’s General Express, 
who was saddled by Jim Ryerson. 


Local fans may remember 
General Express when he set the 
existing Monmouth Park course 
record of :54% for five furlongs. 
That record was achieved on July 
8, 2000, when General Express 
was a 5-year-old. 

At this year’s Atlantic City 
meet. General Express covered 
the same distance in :56.53 over 
a course Hsted as firm. He was 
ridden by Julian Pimentel. 

Hawkwatch posted a three- 
quarter-length tally on May 1 in 
an $18,000 starter allowance race 
at five furlongs for Penn National 
trainer Flint Stites, whose young 
son Billy is the owner. The son 
of Latin American stopped the 
clock in :57.45. 

Trainer Tom Voss found the 
winner’s circle on May 2 when he 
sent out Gregory W. Kelly’s 
Duplicate Ticket in a $20,000 
maiden special weight at a mile 
and a sixteenth. Ridden by Phila¬ 
delphia Park-based Victor Molina, 
Duplicate Ticket was timed in 
1:44.62 on firm ground. ^

Famed 
show rider 
Rodney 
Jenkins 
is well on 
his way to 
racing 
stardom

W hile he was dominating 
the American show ring 
in the 1960s, ’70s and 
much of the ’80s, Rodney Jen¬ 
kins’s thoughts were often else¬ 
where. He was happy doing what 
he was doing, but he saw it more 
or less as a job. The race track 
was where he really wanted to be. 

always knew the breeding, 
what horses were leading sires 
and what mares were having suc¬ 
cess,” said Jenkins, had The 
Blood-Horse open all the time. 
That was my main reading mate¬ 
rial. I was poor, so show riding 
provided a good living for me, 
but my love was the race horse. I 
made a good living out of show¬ 
ing, but I knew one day I would 
do the race horses because that’s 
what I cared about.” 

When he retired from show 
jumping in 1987, he began a 
career in Thoroughbred racing 
that would take him in a number 
of different directions. But in the 
summer of 1998 he landed 
squarely on the backstretch at the 
Maryland race tracks, where he 
has built one of the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s top stables. 


There was little that Jenkins, 
who was born in Middleburg, 
Va., didn’t accomplish in the 
show ring. Retiring as the win- 
ningest rider in the history of 
U.S. show jumping, he piled up 
more than 70 Grand Prix victo¬ 


ries during a career that was also 
notable for its longevity. He won 
two silver medals at the Pan Am 
games as a member of the 
United States Equestrian Team, 
was named the American Grand- 
prix Association’s rider of the 


year in 1987 and was inducted 
into the Show Jumping Hall of 
Fame in 1999. 

Many of his victories came 
aboard the noted show jumper 
Idle Dice, who was a failure on 
the race track but earned more 
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than $400,000 in the show ring 
while picking up 31 Grand Prix 
victories. In 1977, Idle Dice was 
named Grand Prix horse of the 
year. 

In 1987, though coming off 
one of his best years ever, Jen¬ 
kins worried that age was about 
to catch up to him and retired. 

‘d got to the point where I 
wasn’t going to be as competitive 
riding,” said Jenkins, who turns 
59 this month. '"When I quit rid¬ 
ing, I didn’t want to teach and I 
always liked race horses. I decid¬ 
ed to give it a shot. Even when I 
was showing, I dabbled in pin¬ 
hooking and steeplechasing and 
always owned a couple of horses 
that I ran at Charles Town.” 

He tried several different pur¬ 
suits in and around the race 
track, training and riding steeple¬ 
chase horses, breaking yearlings, 
buying and selling horses. In 
1998, he decided to concentrate 
on training on a full-time basis 
and opened a small public stable 
with 10 horses, most of whom 
were owned by people he knew 
from show jumping circles. 
Apparently, the learning curve 
wasn’t that steep. He won 14 
races in 1998, winning with 17 
percent of his starters. 

"You never quit learning,” he 
said. "My theory has always 
been, in showing and in racing, 
that the horse makes the people. 
The people don’t make the 
horse. Show jumping and racing 
are pretty closely related. There’s 
a lot of fitness to it and sound¬ 
ness is another issue. You have a 
lot of the same problems.” 

He would find out, however, 
that training race horses present¬ 
ed some new challenges. 

"The main thing is keeping a 
race horse at his peak, which is 
very hard,” Jenkins said. "Y^ou’ll 
get two or three good races from 
them and then see them tail off 
It’s hard to keep the horse fresh 
and interested. A show horse will 
have peaks and valleys, too, but 
with a show horse you can take 
him and turn him out and fresh¬ 
en him up that way.” 

In both sports, he says, a key 
is understanding the horse as an 
individual. 

"You have to have a feel for 
the horse and what the horse 
wants to do,” he said. "I try not 
to train every horse the same 
way, and I never did, either, in the 
show world. I let the horse tell 


me how to train him. That’s the 
main thing because keeping the 
race horses happy is very hard. I 
see a lot of difference in that 
compared to the show world. 
These horses are locked up pret¬ 
ty much 23 hours a day. That’s 
not the greatest environment in 
the world for a horse, so you 
have to find different ways to 
make a horse happy.” 

In 1999, Jenkins won 24 
races, for a strike rate of 23 per¬ 
cent. It began a steady pattern of 
improvement during which he 
has increased his win total each 
year. Last year was his best to 
date. He won 61 races from 238 
starts and his winning percent¬ 
age was a robust 26 percent. His 
wins included seven stakes victo¬ 
ries with four different horses. 
Perhaps his best horse was Willa 
On the Move, who won the 
$60,000 Politely Stakes by 11 
lengths at Laurel and finished 
second in three graded stakes, 
including the Grade 1 Acorn at 
Belmont. Another highlight of 


his year was the training title at 
the Laurel Park summer meet. 
He won eight races during the 
20-day meet, enough to shade 
Dale and Gary Capuano, both of 
whom finished with seven. 

At the most recent Pimlico 
meet, Jenkins had 13 wins from 
30 starts (through June 1), a 
remarkable 43 percent winning 
ratio. With 23 finishes in the top 
three, he was on the board in 77 
percent of his starts. On 
Preakness day, Jenkins saddled 
three horses, and all hit the 
board. In stakes company that 
day, he won the Hirsch Jacobs 
with Mt. Carson and sent out 
Penobscot Bay to finish third in 
the Sir Barton. 

"It’s a matter of my getting 
better horses to train,” Jenkins 
said of his improved numbers. 
"I have more owners and they 
are sending me their better horses. 
I’m also getting some nice horses 
out of New York that are the 
second string up there, but I put 
them where they fit.” 


Enough owners have been 
impressed by his success that he 
has managed to build a 60-horse 
stable. The next step seems logi¬ 
cal, building an operation that 
includes a number of horses like 
WUla On the Move who can 
compete at the highest level. 

"I’d love to be able to win 
those sort of races,” he said. 
"Over the last two years, I’ve 
been buying 2-year-olds at the 
sales and most of them have 
won stakes. I don’t want to over¬ 
rate my horses and run in those 
sort of races before I have ones 
that are good enough. It was the 
same way in my other career. I 
wanted to know that I had the 
goods before I tried something. 
It’s not that I don’t want to; it’s 
because I haven’t had the right 
horses yet.” 

With momentum in his favor 
there’s no telling what Jenkins 
will accomplish. He’s proven 
that a good horseman is a good 
horseman, be it in the show ring 
or on the race track. W

EXPELLED— 
FRESHMAN SIRE 
LEADER 


G rade 1-winning turf horse 
Expelled, who moved to 
Albemarle Stud in Free 
Union, Va., in 2002, rose to the 
top of the growing Hst of Mid- 
Adantic freshman sires after get¬ 
ting two winners in mid-May. 

On May 21 at Lone Star Park, 
the dark bay filly Birdie Barrage 
sprinted clear in her first start to 
win a five-furlong allowance race 
by three and a quarter lengths. 

Two days later Avid Spell 
broke his maiden at Brighton in 
England following two second- 
place finishes in his prior efforts. 

Birdie Barrage, sent off as 
favorite in the field of eight, 
quickly took to the muddy track, 
showing good early speed and 
racing just behind the early 
leader before gaining control in 
the stretch. Trained by Cole 
Norman for Coast to Coast 
Racing Fund, the filly was bred 
in Kentucky by Stilz Brothers, 
Crescent Hill Farm and Dr. W 
Rood. Birdie Barrage is out of 
the Full Out mare Tuffy Mo, a 


half-sister to Venezuelan cham¬ 
pion La Alcaparra (Ven). 

Kentucky-bred Avid Spell is 
from the powerhouse stable of 
Khalid Abdullah’s Juddmonte 
Farms Inc., which also bred and 
campaigned Expelled. 

Conditioned by Roger Charl¬ 
ton for Prince Abdullah, Avid 
Spell is out of Deep Magic (by 
Gone West), a half-sister to 
Grade 1 winner Contredance 
and graded stakes winners 
Skimble and Shotiche. The 
favorite in the six-furlong maid¬ 
en race over a turf course rated 
‘'"good to soft,” Avid Spell bat¬ 
tled for the lead throughout 
before getting up to win by a 
short head. 

Through early June, Expelled 
has four starters in his initial 
crop of 48 2-year-olds, including 
the placed runners Miss Trouble 
and Sala de Oro. He stood his 
first two seasons in Kentucky. 

A group winner in France at 
2, Expelled returned to the U.S. 
and recorded his biggest score in 



the Grade 1 Eddie Read Handi¬ 
cap at Del Mar, defeating El 
Angelo and Marlin in the mile 
and an eighth turf event. From 
17 career starts, he won seven, 
was second once and third three 
times, for earnings of $406,188. 

A son of Explodent, 11 -year- 
old Expelled is a full brother to 
millionaire Exbourne, whose 
nine stakes wins and placings 
included a victory in the Grade 1 
Holl 5 rwood Turf Handicap in 
the U.S. and a second-place fin¬ 
ish in the 2000 Guineas-Gl in 
England. Exbourne sired 22 per¬ 
cent stakes horses from three 


crops prior to his untimely death 
at age 10 in 1996. 

Social Lesson (by Forum), 
the dam of Expelled, has also 
produced seven-time stakes win¬ 
ner Top Socialite ($521,944, 
Cherry Hinton S-G3, etc.) and 
stakes-placed Towering Success, 
dam of $2,285,314-earner Af¬ 
firmed Success, a winner of 10 
stakes, eight graded, including 
the Cigar Mile Handicap-Gl, 
Carter Handicap-Gl and Vos- 
burgh Stakes-Gl.

HAS FIRST WINNER 


D ont Argue With Me, one of 
only two foals in the first 
crop of Pennsylvania stal¬ 
lion Afleetknowsasecret, became 
his sire’s first winner with an easy 
victory on May 12 at Phila¬ 
delphia Park. 

Making only his second start, 
3-year-old Dont Argue With Me 


was sent off as the even-money 
favorite in the field of six for the 
seven-furlong maiden claiming 
race and didn’t disappoint.

Malibu Moon, a promising 
juvenile in California under the 
tutelage of trainer Mel Stute for 
owner B. Wayne Hughes, stood 
his first season at stud at age 3. 
Second in his debut in April

showing in late May at the same 
track, breaking his maiden going 
five furlongs in :57.41.

RUBIYAT FIRST-TIMER 
NETS LUCRATIVE SCORE 


T he first starter from Rubi- 
yafs first crop cashed in 
with a victory on June 1 at 
Belmont Park. Rubi Echo, sent 
off in his debut as the longest- 
priced runner (at nearly 10-1) in 
the five-horse field, raced close 
up to the hody contested pace in 
fourth before rallying four-wide 
heading into the stretch and 
driving to a three-quarter-length 
score. 

The victory in the five-fur- 
long maiden special weight con¬ 
tested over a sloppy track was 
worth $25,800 to the winner

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New Tax Bill Will Help Horse Owners 

The Presidents “Jobs and Growth Tax Reconciliation Act of 2003” passed in 
May gives even greater incentives for investment in racehorses. 

Expensing Amount Increased to $100,000: A purchaser can write off up to 
$100,000 of the cost of horses (up from $25,000), provided total purchases of all 
depreciable property during the year do not exceed $400,000 (up from 
$200,000). Above that, the amount allowed to be expensed is reduced one dollar 
for each dollar invested above $400,000. The expensing allowance applies to all 
depreciable property, regardless of whether the property has been used before. 
The new $100,000 expensing allowance applies to purchases made January 1, 
2003, through December 31, 2005. 

Bonus Depreciation: “Bonus” first-year depreciation increases from 30% to 50% 
of the cost of horses. The original use of the horse still must commence with the 
purchaser. Bonus depreciation is in addition to the $100,000 expensing 
allowance and to regular depreciation. 

There is no limit on the dollar amount of bonus depreciation that can be taken. 
Between bonus and regular depreciation, about 56% of the purchase price of a 
yearling can be written off in the year of purchase. 

The 50% bonus depreciation applies to purchases after May 5, 2003, and before 
January 1, 2005. This effectively lengthens the time frame for bonus depreciation 
by more than three months over last year’s tax incentive package.

PRIVATE CHEF GOES 
STRAIGHT TO THE TOP 


T O win a graded stakes race is 
a rare accomplishment. To 
win one after a single life¬ 
time start is rarer by far. 

Private Chef, a 3-year-old 
Maryland-bred gelding from the 
first crop of Maryland-based sire 
Parmer’s Hero, captured the Will 
Rogers Stakes-G3 at Holl)rwood 
Park on May 25. Sent off as the 
6-1 second choice in the six- 
horse field. Private Chef trailed 
in the early running of the one- 
mile turf test before rallying past 
pacesetter Banshee King to win 
by three-quarters of a length. 
His final time was 1:35.57 after 
Banshee King posted modest 
fractions of :24.24, :48.42 and 
1:12.35. 

Trained by John Shirreffs for 
Jerome Moss, co-founder of 
A&M Records, and his wife 
Ann, Private Chef had won his 
only other start on February 16 
at Santa Anita, sharing the win¬ 
ner’s circle with Special Rate 
after the pair finished in a dead 
heat for the win in a six-furlong 
maiden special weight on the 
main track. 

From his two starts Private 
Chef, has amassed $86,760. 

The Mosses purchased Private 
Chef for $50,000 at the 2001 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July 
Yearling sale from the consign¬ 
ment of Denali Stud, agent, who 
sold the yearling on behalf of his 
breeders. Herb and Ellen Moelis. 

Well known in the racing 
industry for their benevolent 
work, the Moelises were found¬ 
ing members with Allaire 
duPont of Thoroughbred Chari¬ 
ties of America, Ltd. (TCA). A 
fundraising organization, TCA 
has distributed millions of dol¬ 


lars to nonprofit organizations 
that help improve the lives of 
race horses and the people who 
work with them. Every Decem¬ 
ber, the Moelises host an auction 
of stallion seasons and sporting 
art at their CandyLand Farm in 
Middletown, Del. 

The Moelises became Thor¬ 
oughbred owners in 1983. The 
first horse they raced. La Reine 
Rose, was a stakes-placed winner 
who retired to the couple’s brood¬ 
mare band. They found another 
gem when they claimed Redeem¬ 
er for $20,000 at Gulfstream Park 
in 1989. 

A daughter of Dixieland 
Band out of Printing Press, by 
In Reality, Redeemer traces in 
direct female line to the incom¬ 
parable *La Troienne. Her value 
increased substantially when her 
half-sister Lite Light won four 
Grade 1 races in 1991, including 
the Kentucky, Coaching Club 
American and Santa Anita Oaks, 
and retired with earnings of 
$1,231,596. 

Retired to the CandyLand 
broodmare band. Redeemer pro¬ 
duced 10 foals in 10 years. The 
Moelises sold nine of them for a 
combined total of over $1 million. 

One was Mississippi Lights, a 
daughter of Majestic Light (as 
was Lite Light) who brought 
$100,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Select Yearling sale in Saratoga in 
1994. Two years later, the 
Moelises spotted the filly entered 
in a claiming race for $20,000 at 
Delaware Park and promptly 
took her back. 

Retired winless in 11 starts, 
Mississippi Lights produced four 
foals for the Moelises. The first 
is the winning Allen’s Prospect 


gelding Gulfport; next is Private 
Chef The mare’s current 2-year- 
old is a colt by Two Punch. The 
Moelises sold the first three off¬ 
spring as yearlings but are con¬ 
sidering keeping Mississippi 
Lights’s 2002 colt by Lion 
Hearted to race themselves. 

In an effort to trim their 
expanding broodmare band. 
Herb and Ellen Moelis elected to 
sell some of their mares and 


Mississippi Lights was one of 
those offered. Sent through the 
2003 Keeneland January sale in 
foal to Horse Chesmut (SAf), the 
mare was a $47,000 RNA, but 
sold privately after the sale. 

Redeemer is still in produc¬ 
tion at CandyLand, having foaled 
a colt by Honour and Glory in 
April. She was bred back to Not 
For Love.

I ''If Native Dancer were to be 
retired today, the adjective 'great’ 
would not be out of place 
applied to him. But while the 
colt remains in competition it 
must be uttered only in hushed 
tones,” wrote Maryland Horse 
columnist Joe B. Hickey Jr. 

Alfred Vanderbilt’s mighty 
homebred had just won the 
Belmont Stakes, proving "with¬ 
out a shadow of a doubt that 
he’s the best 3-year-old in the 
business,” in Hickey’s words. 

Stni the Dancer’s place in his¬ 
tory was not yet secured, by 
Hickey’s assessment: "The die- 
hards say that he doesn’t rate as 
'great’ because he doesn’t win his 
races [referring to the Preakness 
and Belmont] by the daylight 
margins of a true champion. He 
isn’t as flashy as The Count, Big 
Cy or Big Red. Maybe it’s 
because he’s a Httie more intelli¬ 
gent, a more resolute athlete and 
a cool customer who knows just 
what is expected of him. 

"He’s a robust and intent 
workman, far from the showy 
type. He runs with his head 
down like a hound dog on a 
fresh line, or a fullback plunging 
for that extra two yards.” 


I Pimlico and Delaware Park 
went head-to-head on Memorial 
Day, both tracks choosing that 
date for their premier 3-year-old 
fiUy events: the Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes and the Delaware Oaks. 

A disparity in purse money— 
$30,000 for the Delaware Oaks 
vs. $20,000 for the Black-Eyed 
Susan—sent virtually all of the 
heavy hitters to Delaware, where 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Cerise Reine 
romped by 12 lengths, defeating 
the likes of Bubbley and Grecian 
Queen. 

But the Black-Eyed Susan, in 
which Spinning Top, Milspal and 
Wings o’ Morn crossed the wire 
within a half-length of each 
other, proved a more exciting 
race. The Maryland Horse assured 
its readers. The betting public 
apparently saw it that way also. 
Handle on the Black-Eyed Susan 
($194,878) far surpassed the 
Delaware Oaks ($163,702). 

I Wagering during the Pimlico 
spring meeting averaged more 
than a milHon a day, the first time 
the track had reached that level 
since 1947. Attendance was up 2 
percent over the previous year, 
and wagering increased 6 
percent. 


I Virginia-breds accounted for 
two legs of the Triple Crown— 
Paul Mellon’s homebred Sea 
Hero winning the Kentucky 
Derby and Colonial Affair, bred 
by Hermen Greenberg, capturing 
the Belmont. 

Julie Krone, a "Maryland 
product” whose riding talent was 
nurtured by her former agent 
Chick Lang Jr., rode Colonial 
Affair to victory, becoming the 
first female jockey ever to win a 
classic race. 

Mellon, proprietor of the 
incomparable Rokeby farm in 
Middleburg, Va., became the first 
owner ever to win the Epsom 
Derby, Arc de Triomphe and 
Kentucky Derby. 

"This is something you never 
believe is going to happen to you 
until it does,” said the 85-year- 
old Mellon, after Sea Hero joined 
Pleasant Colony (1981), Secre¬ 
tariat (1973) and Reigh Count 
(1928) as one of the four 
Virginia-breds to hold title to the 
Kentucky Derby. 

■ H. Turney McICnight’s ICuuj- 
juaq, with John Bosley up, led a 
Maryland invasion of the 
Virginia Gold Cup. 


Maryland entries No Triska- 
dekafohia (Michael Traurig), 
Ballybranogue (J.W Delozier) 
and Heavenly Dance (Patrick 
Worrall) crossed the wire in that 
order behind the winner. 

I Substantial increases were 
reported at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training 
sale, where the average ($14,935) 
was up 12.6 percent. 

A total of 78 horses sold for 
$1,164,900, marking a 29.2 per¬ 
cent rise in gross sales. 

I Horsemen’s Bloodstock 
Services LLC, a new auction 
firm headed by former Fasig- 
Tipton executives Milton J. 
(Laddie) Dance and Josh Taylor, 
began operation. Longtime 
auction executive John M.S. 
Finney was also a principal in 
the company. 

I R. Richards Rolapp, the 
Harvard-educated attorney who 
brought the American Horse 
Council to a position of impor¬ 
tance during his tenure as 
president that had begun in 
1978, died of cancer at age 52. 

Succeeding Rolapp as presi¬ 
dent was James J. Hickey Jr. 


25 YEARS AGO 


I "When Affirmed and Alydar hooked 
up in that head-and-head battle at 
Belmont Park, they showed all the world 
the quintessence of 200 years of 
selective horse breeding,” wrote Mary¬ 
land Horse editor Snowden Carter, 
following Affirmed’s Triple Crown 
coronation. "Had both of those Thor¬ 
oughbreds broken down, there is no 
doubt in my mind that they would have 
finished on three legs. It was that grim, 
that desperate, that warlike.” 

I Attempts to increase steeple chasing’s 
fan base were in full evidence at the two- 
day Fair HiU meeting, where a record 
crowd of 16,000 turned out to watch 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps’s Eclipse Award 
winner Straight and True capture the 
Kent Steeplechase. Ten days later the 
popular veteran returned to win the 
National Steeplechase before an equally 
enthusiastic gathering. 



"There does seem to be an upward 
trend, but there is a lot of room for us to 
grow,” noted the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association’s assistant racing 
secretary Bill Gallo. 

I The cards and letters arrived less 
frequently 13 years after his racing career 
ended, but Kelso remained a star attraction 
at his owner Allaire duPont’s Woodstock 
Farm in Chesapeake City, Md. The 21- 
year-old pensioner, who was five times 
Horse of the Year in the 1960s, still held 
the title as the all-time leading money¬ 
winning Thoroughbred ($1,977,896). 

I A newly inaugurated horses of racing 
age sale, sponsored by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, was deemed suc¬ 
cessful. Fifty-nine horses sold for an 
average of $5,385.

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Ronald S. Green 

F or more than 25 years, Ron Green and his wife 
Carolyn have lived the American dream at their 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster, Md. 

Starting with eight acres and a vision, the couple 
gradually assembled one of the largest and most suc¬ 
cessful Thoroughbred operations in Maryland. 

Green Willow, comprised of 200 acres, has in re¬ 
cent years sold two yearlings with price tags of more 
than a half-million dollars at Saratoga. The farm 
stands four commercial stallions—^proven sires Ap¬ 
pealing Skier, In Case, Larrupin' and Meadow Mon¬ 
ster. 

Hard work and perseverance are behind the 
Greens' success. Ron grew up in Randallstown, a 
northern suburb of Baltimore where his father was a 
service technician for an automotive business. His 
grandparents owned farms, said Ron, but no one in 
his family was especially interested in horses. 

Green's direction in life began to take shape when 
he went to work for the Reisterstown Veterinary 
Center in 1964. "Dr. [William] Rosenberger took me 
around with him as his assistant, and his work was 
mostly with cattle and horses," Green recalled. 
"Then I started working with Dr. [Wendell K.j 
Loomis, who did a lot of surgery on horses." 

Green was employed full-time at the Reisters¬ 
town Veterinary Center for about 10 years, and while 
making the rounds with its veterinarians he met Car¬ 
olyn, who worked as a secretary at the famed Saga¬ 
more Farm. 

Carolyn had already begun a fledgling horse op¬ 
eration at Green Willow when Ron gave up his day 
job to join her in the mid-1970s. 

"We are involved in all phases [of the horse busi¬ 
ness] except breaking and training," said Ron. "And 
sales are among our specialties." 

The pinnacles of sales success so far have been a 
half-brother to Maryland sprint champion Disco Rico, 
a colt by Boston Harbor—Round It Off, by Apala¬ 



chee, sold for $600,000 in 2000, and a 
$525,000 colt by Maria's Mon—Restless 
Colony, by Pleasant Colony, the following 
year. Green Willow sold both on its own 
account at Saratoga. 

Green Willow's best race horses to 
date include multiple stakes winner Holi¬ 
day Dancer, whom the Greens bred but 
did not race; and multiple stakes winners 
Given and Simoom who carried their col¬ 
ors as homebreds.

Sondra and Howard Bender stage 
impressive repeat as Maryland's 
breeders of the year 



Sondra and Howard Ben¬ 
der outdid themselves in 2002 
while earning their second 
consecutive title as Maryland's 
breeders of the year. 

The Benders, owners of 
Glade Valley Farms near Fred¬ 
erick, Md., bred nine horses 
who won stakes in 2002. Seven 
of them raced for the Benders 
and their private trainer Larry 
Murray, accounting for a grand 
total of 13 stakes victories. 

Highlights came with Se¬ 
cret River, who captured the 
Grade 3 All Along Breeders' 
Cup Stakes at Colonial Downs; 
Maryland Juvenile Champion¬ 
ship Stakes hero Foufa's War¬ 
rior; and the near-invincible 
campaigner La Reine's Terms, 
who notched five stakes wins, 
including the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Turf and NTRA Great State 


Challenge Turf, and was 
named Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion turf horse. 

For the second season in a 
row. La Reine's Terms ranked 
as the Benders' leading earner. 
His $320,680 in 2002 earnings

boosted his lifetime total to 
$675,266. 

In all, horses bred by the 
Benders made 294 starts, with 
55 wins, 42 seconds and 45 
thirds, for earnings of 
$1,900,256. ^ 


Allaire duPont's Shiner: 
broodmare of the year 


Few broodmares have out¬ 
shone Allaire duPont's third- 
generation producer Shiner. 

The not-so-old gray mare 
(actually a 13-year-old roan) 
has produced two top-caliber 
fillies from her only two foals 
to race. 

Shiner's first foal. Shine 
Again, a 1997 daughter of 
Wild Again who joined the 
ranks of Maryland-bred mil¬ 
lionaires with her first outing 
in 2003, had to her credit 14 
stakes wins or placings 
through 2002, including back- 
to-back victories (2001 and 
'02) in both Saratoga's Grade 1 
Ballerina Handicap and the 
Grade 2 First Flight Handicap. 

Maryland's champion old¬ 
er female for the past two sea¬ 


sons, Shine Again owns only 
slightly more luster than her 
year-younger half-sister Shiny 
Band (by Dixieland Band). 
Both fillies were among the 
top 10 Maryland-bred earners 
of 2002. Shiny Band, whose 
career total stands at $391,384, 
won the Grade 2 Shuvee 
Handicap and twice placed in 
graded stakes last season. 

Shiner (Two Punch—Mari 
Her, by Maribeau) comes from 
an illustrious family that dates 
back to the 1950s at duPont's 
Woodstock Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md. Shiner is one 
of 13 named foals, produced 
over a span of 20 years, by her 
dam Mari Her, who was a 
winning half-sister to major 
stakes winners American His¬ 
tory and Delaware Chief. 


Mari Her's biggest claim to 
fame, until Shiner came along, 
was her son Mari's Book (1978, 
Northern Dancer), who sired 
turf star Double Booked and 
graded winner Hot Novel, dam 
of $4 million-earner Behrens. 

Shiner did not distinguish 
herself on the race track, cam¬ 
paigning for one season and 
winning or placing in five of 
seven starts for earnings of 
$61,218. 

But her success as a brood¬ 
mare is likely to keep growing. 
Barren for 2000 and 2001, after 
producing a 1999 Wild Again 
filly named Wild Shine who 
remains unraced. Shiner has a 
yearling colt by Forest Wildcat 
and foaled a colt this year by 
Belong to Me. She is back in 
foal to Forest Wildcat. ^ 


Not For 
Love: 

stallion of the 
year 



No, For Love, a 13-year- 
old son of Mr. Prospector— 
Dance Number, by Northern 
Dancer, standing at North- 
view Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City, was the state's 
leading sire of stakes winners 
in 2002, as well as the top ju¬ 
venile sire. 

He was represented by 11 
stakes winners, including 
graded stars Duckhorn and 
Sheila's Prospect, and champi¬ 
on Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
filly Coquettish. 

His other stakes winners 
were Blinded by Love, Forev¬ 
er Partners, For Rubies, Mad- 
die May, Shopping for Love, 
Such a Flirt, Summer Swing 
and Tori's Thunder. 

Not For Love topped the 
state's juvenile sires lists by 
money won ($666,932), win¬ 
ners (18) and wins (25). 

A stakes-placed allowance 
winner of $178,870, Not For 
Love comes from one of rac¬ 
ing's most renowned families. 
His Grade 1-winning dam 
Dance Number produced two 
stakes winners by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector—champion and sire 
Rhythm, and Get Lucky (dam 
of graded winner Accelera¬ 
tor). His second dam is cham¬ 
pion and foundation brood¬ 
mare Numbered Account (by 
Buckpasser), whose offspring 
include Grade 1 winner and 
top sire Private Account. ^ 





Maryland Horse Industry Board 
distributes grants totaling $ 52,000 


Therapeutic riding pro¬ 
grams, youth clubs, horse res¬ 
cue organizations and educa¬ 
tional programs are among 
the 29 groups receiving more 
than $52,000 in grants from 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Board. The grants help build 
awareness of and involve¬ 
ment in the horse industry 
through research, education 
and promotional activities. 

"The equine industry is im¬ 
portant to the state's economy 
and to the lives of many Mary¬ 
landers," said state Agricul¬ 
ture Secretary Lewis R. Riley. 
"The scope and value of pro¬ 
jects that the board evaluated 
illustrate the demand for these 
grants and the new 'feed 
fund' is making it possible to 
support more of those re¬ 
quests than ever." 

For the first time, grants 
will be awarded entirely from 
fees collected on the sale of 
equine feed. The fund, estab¬ 
lished during the 2002 legisla¬ 
tive session, provides an on¬ 
going source of money to 
promote the horse industry. 
The refundable $2 per ton as¬ 
sessment on equine feed costs 
about $3 per horse per year to 
the horse owner and supports 
this grant program as well as 
other promotional, research 
and outreach activities under¬ 
taken by the Maryland Horse 
Industry Board. 

This year, the board re¬ 
ceived 52 grant applications 
totaling more than $300,000 
with individual requests rang¬ 
ing from $200 to $64,000. Pro¬ 
jects were evaluated for value 
to the industry, degree of in¬ 
dustry promotion, size and 
scope of the activity, financial 
need, and quality of the writ¬ 
ten presentation. 

The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board was established 
in 1998 to promote and devel¬ 
op the horse industry. This is 


the third year it has given 
grants. 

Following are the 2003 re¬ 
cipients: 

Fair Hill International, 
$8,000. In October Fair Hill In¬ 
ternational will host the 2003 
Pan Am Games Eventing 
Championships. Teams from 
Argentina, Brazil, Canada, 
Chile, Guatemala, Honduras, 
Mexico and the U.S. are ex¬ 
pected to compete. This grant 
will contribute to the prepara¬ 
tion of the jumping courses 
for this world-renowned com¬ 
petition hosted by the state of 
Maryland. 

The University of Mary¬ 
land, $5,000. The University of 
Maryland Institute of Applied 
Agriculture and the Animal 
and Avian Sciences Depart¬ 
ment have made a concerted 
effort over the past four years 
to bring the University of 
Maryland to the top as a na¬ 
tional equine studies program. 
With this grant the program 
will begin to offer research op¬ 
portunities for graduate stu¬ 
dents. This project will inves¬ 
tigate the physiological and 
metabolic effects of re-feeding 
horses who have been starved, 
and will attempt to explain why 
many horses known as "hard 
keepers" poorly utilize feed. 

Virginia-Maryland Re¬ 
gional College of Veterinary 
Medicine, $5,000. The Virginia- 
Maryland Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine is the on¬ 
ly bi-state veterinary school in 
the U.S. Its Leesburg, Va., fa¬ 
cility, the Marion duPont Scott 
Equine Medical Center, is 
dedicated to the treatment of 
horses. This grant will help 
fund the establishment of a 
new collaborative research 
laboratory. This collaboration 
will allow the VMRCVM Col¬ 
lege Park campus, EMC, and 
the Virginia Tech "MARE 


Center" (based in Middle- 
burg, Virginia) the opportuni¬ 
ty to further their efforts. 

Great Frederick Fair Inc., 
$3,000. In 2002, the Great 
Frederick Fair Inc., with help 
from local business and indi¬ 
viduals, constructed an equine 
show arena. For the first time 
the fair was able to include 
classes for mentally and phys¬ 
ically challenged individuals. 
This grant will pay for the 
construction of a portable 
mounting and wheelchair 
ramp, enabling for more class¬ 
es for these riders to demon¬ 
strate their abilities. 

Maryland Combined Train¬ 
ing Association Horse Trials 
Inc., $3,000. MCTA Inc. pro¬ 
vides one of the finest horse 
trials in the United States. The 
organization was offered the 
opportunity to move the com¬ 
petition to Shawan Downs, one 
of Maryland's premier equine 
facilities, which is devoted to 
green space preservation. 
With this grant obstacles will 
be built which will have been 
designed by Olympic Gold 
Medalist David O'Connor. 

Salvation Army, Puh tok, 
$3,000. Grant money will be 
used to purchase construction 
materials for a 50' by 12' hay 
and wagon shed for the stor¬ 
age of equine related equip¬ 
ment, hay and straw. This fa¬ 
cility will enhance the youth 
program which centers on 
teaching young people the joy 
of caring for horses and the 
thrill of riding them. 

Days End Horse Rescue 
Inc., $2,000. DEHR Inc. is a 
501 ©(3) nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion dedicated to ensuring 
quality care and treatment of 
horses through rehabilitation, 
humane education and com¬ 
munity outreach. This grant 
will help this well respected 


organization to continue their 
educational programs for the 
general public and animal 
control investigators. This 
program provides lectures on 
equine abuse and the impor¬ 
tance of proper care and treat¬ 
ment of animals. 

Tuckahoe Equestrian Cen¬ 
ter Foundation Inc., $2,000. 

"The Buckaroo's" were estab¬ 
lished in 2001 as a youth club 
with TEC Foundation Inc., lo¬ 
cated in Tuckahoe State Park. 
With this grant the children 
will be supplied with safety 
helmets, educational material 
regarding horsemanship, edu¬ 
cational clinics with equine 
professionals and promotion¬ 
al ads. The grant will also con¬ 
tribute to funds for facility im¬ 
provement. 

The University of Mary¬ 
land, $2,000. In 2001, it was 
decided to expand the 50- 
year-old Maryland Nutrition 
Conference to make it a Mid- 
Atlantic conference, and also 
to add species-specific break¬ 
out sessions on the second 
day of the conference. Erin Pe¬ 
tersen and Amy Ordakowski, 
along with Marty Adams from 
Southern States, were invited 
to be coordinators of an all 
new equine breakout session, 
with a lineup of international¬ 
ly known speakers. This grant 
will help to recoup costs of the 
conference, making it more vi¬ 
able for the future. 

Charles County 4-H, 
$1,800. These funds will be 
used to improve and enhance 
the educational program of¬ 
fered at the Southern Mary¬ 
land Spring Horse Clinic, now 
in its fourth year. Youth from 
southern Maryland are invit¬ 
ed to participate in activities 
that will improve their knowl¬ 
edge, care and the perfor¬ 
mance of their horses. 



Adoptions Together Inc., 
$1,550. Just Horsin' Around 
Camp is a weeklong therapeu¬ 
tic summer day camp for 
adopted children, ages 7 to 15. 
To enhance adoptees' self-es¬ 
teem, this project incorporates 
hippotherapy into its curricu¬ 
lum, understanding the im¬ 
mediate therapeutic benefits 
of horse-related activities. 

Frederick County 4-H 
Horse & Pony Horse Council, 
$1,500. This youth 4-H organi¬ 
zation seeks to improve its ed¬ 
ucational activities by allow¬ 
ing children the opportunity 
to videotape their riding and 
speaking exercises. The tapes 
will allow the children to re¬ 
view their progress with their 
instructors and will improve 
their overall education. 

Montgomery County Co¬ 
operative Extension, $1,500. 
Funds will help support a ro¬ 
tational grazing study, partial¬ 
ly paying for supplies to con¬ 
struct fencing, apply fertilizer, 
lime and seed to grazing pad- 
docks as well as a chain drag 
to break up and evenly dis¬ 
tribute manure. In addition, 
field days will be held to ex¬ 
hibit and educate horse own¬ 
ers on the benefits of rotation¬ 
al grazing. 

Frederick Pony Club, 
$1,250. The FPC was orga¬ 
nized in 1961 and provides 
youth with the chance to learn 
about horses, caring for horses 
and riding skills. FPC is fortu¬ 
nate to have its own land 
deeded by Mrs. Rueben Mox- 
ley of Baltimore. This grant 
will allow this nonprofit vol¬ 
unteer organization to main¬ 
tain this facility. 

Cecil County Breeder's 
Fair Inc., $1,000. Grant money 
will be used to enhance youth 
involvement and education at 
the Cecil County Breeders 
Fair. The CCBF involves youth 
in two ways: through the 
pony races held the morning 
of the Fair Hill Races, and a 
week later, through the Youth 
Breeders Fair featuring eques¬ 
trian classes and livestock 
shows for youth from six 
counties. Grant funds will sup¬ 
port promotion and awards 


for the pony races and promo¬ 
tions related to the Youth 
Breeder's Fair. 

Frederick County Thera¬ 
peutic Riding Program, $1,000. 

Currently FC4-HTRP pro¬ 
vides 10 therapeutic riding 
lessons (six riders per class) 
each week for seven weeks in 
the fall and spring. Each class 
has assigned to it a riding in¬ 
structor and a licensed physi¬ 
cal or occupational therapist 
who works with the students' 
physicians, teachers and fami¬ 
lies. This grant will help to 
pay for the work of these indi¬ 
viduals. 

Freedom Hills Therapeu¬ 
tic Riding Program Inc., 
$1,000. Grant money will be 
used to buy hippotherapy 
equipment, and to pay for the 
salary and expenses of the 
physical therapy instructor, 
the riding therapist and col¬ 
lege students at clinics to be 
offered at Freedom Hills. 

Great Falls Vaulting Team, 
$1,000. In August 2003 chil¬ 
dren ages 9 to 15 from GFVT 
will compete in the AVA Na¬ 
tional Championships in Den¬ 
ver, Colo. This grant will help 
fund the transportation of the 
children and their horses. The 
presence of these children at 
this world-class competition 
will continue to promote 
Maryland's image as a state 
that is home to a broad spec¬ 
trum of equine activities. 

Horsin' Around 4-H Club, 
$1,000. The program will now 
be able to set up talks and dis¬ 
plays at libraries, as well as 
county and state fairs, en¬ 
abling the public to learn 
more about horses and pro¬ 
vide more children the oppor¬ 
tunity to join 4-H. Additional¬ 
ly, this grant will support 
clinics for current 4-Hers. 

Maryland Agricultural 
Education Eoundation, 
$1,000. MAEF has developed 
the Maryland Agriculture 
Showcase to take Maryland 
agriculture's message to the 
public at fairs, festivals and 
public events. This grant will 
support the horse exhibit that 
will provide facts about Mary¬ 
land's horse industry. 


Star Community Inc. (for¬ 
merly Anita Lynne Home 
Inc.), $1,000. This organiza¬ 
tion was awarded the Seal of 
Excellence under the Mary¬ 
land Association of Non-profit 
Organizations Standards for 
Excellence Program. In 1998 
the Star Equestrian Center be¬ 
gan offering therapeutic horse¬ 
back riding to residential and 
non-residential riders of all 
ages with a variety of disabili¬ 
ties. This grant will allow the 
program to pay instructor fees 
and will allow for the pur¬ 
chase of resource materials 
and educational materials. 

Saddle Up Ministries, 
$1,000. Statistics have shown 
that 65 percent of children 
who have a parent who is in¬ 
carcerated will follow in the 
parent's footsteps and will ul¬ 
timately be incarcerated as 
well. The Pegasus Program 
was developed as an outreach 
to children in an effort to 
break the cycle. This grant will 
be used to acquire proper 
shoes/boots for the students, 
safety helmets and snacks and 
cover transportation expenses 
in bringing the children to the 
SUM facility and back home. 

The Ranger Foundation 
Inc., $915. This program was 
developed to provide a home 
for horses who provided years 
of service as park/forest 
ranger and cavalry mounts. 
This free program allows the 
general public the chance to 
learn about horses. The grant 
will provide specialized tack 
and safety helmets for riders 
involved in the program. 

Misty Rose Farm, $800. 

This program provides less 
fortunate children the chance 
to experience horse related ac¬ 
tivities. In 2002 the program 
began a horse rescue portion. 
This grant will allow for more 
children to be included in the 
educational programs, to out¬ 
fit children with safety hel¬ 
mets and riding equipment, to 
fund the repair and upkeep of 
facilities used to house res¬ 
cued horses and to provide 
educational workshops to the 
public. 


Baltimore Equine Rescue 
and Rehabilitation, $571. The 

funds ERRI receives from this 
grant will go toward educa¬ 
tional and promotional litera¬ 
ture that will enable ERRI to 
extend its community out¬ 
reach program on a more fre¬ 
quent and in-depth level. 
Through community out¬ 
reach, ERRI can affect neglect¬ 
ed/abandoned horse num¬ 
bers by educating current and 
future owners about available 
programs, responsible horse 
ownership and the lifetime 
commitment of owning a 
horse. 

Horse Lovers United Inc., 
$500. This grant will partially 
fund a spring festival held to 
promote the work done by 
HLU Inc., a non-profit 501c(3) 
organization founded in 1992. 
The organization has found 
homes for over 100 equines. 
Many of the homes for these 
horses were of individuals 
who had not previously 
owned horses and the educa¬ 
tion provided by HLU Inc. has 
allowed these individuals to 
begin caring for horses. 

Potomac Bridle & Hiking 
Trail Association, $500. 

PB&HTA is dedicated to the 
preservation and maintenance 
of trails/green space for the 
enjoyment of hikers and 
equestrians. This grant will al¬ 
low the program to offer edu¬ 
cational workshops to demon¬ 
strate to the public that 
agricultural activities such as 
horse riding and suburbia can 
co-exist. 

Cecil County Cooperative 
Extension, $300. Funds will be 
used to provide an education¬ 
al workshop or series of edu¬ 
cational workshops for equine 
owners in the fall of 2003. Top¬ 
ics will include equine nutri¬ 
tion and feeding, pasture 
management and business 
management. 

Centaurs 4-H Club, $200. 

Centaurs 4-H Club has been in 
existence for 28 years. With 
this grant the program will al¬ 
low the club to host a Gym¬ 
khana competition for up to 
26 children in October at the 
Howard County fairgrounds.

Potomac Hunt Races provide grand finale for 
Maryland's point-to-point circuit

Rick Laimbeer piloted family horse Words and Music to 
victory in Potomac's $7,500 open timber feature. 


With its spot late in the 
spring calendar, the May 18 
Potomac Hunt Races always 
stand out on the Maryland 
point-to-point circuit. Solid 
purse money doesn't hurt ei¬ 
ther. 

Potomac gives away al¬ 
most $20,000 in total purses, 
including a pair of $7,500 
races (one over timber and 
one over hurdles) that attracts 
an assortment of horses from 
Maryland, Virginia and Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Virginia won the $7,500 
open timber feature when 
Shanagarry Farm's Words and 
Music galloped off with a vic¬ 
tory for the all-family team of 
owner/jockey Rick Laimbeer, 
his sister/trainer Sara Hogan 
and an ever-growing cast. 

Hogan delivered a baby 
girl, Riley Elizabeth, on May 
13 so didn't make the trip to 
Potomac with the horse. 
Brother-in-law Matt van der 
Woude served as trainer-for-a- 
day and Hogan's son Jared 
went for the trophy presenta¬ 
tion. 

"I stayed home with the 
baby, so I missed it all," said 
Sara, whose husband Brian 
operates Hogan Horse Trans¬ 
port. "It's always been a joint 
effort, so everybody had to 
pitch in and do a little bit at 
Potomac. It sounded like the 
horse ran great—that's what 
they told me an 3 rway." 

Words and Music (a 7-year- 
old son of Houston) has been 
on the point-to-point circuit 
for two years, after washing 
out as a flat horse. 

"[Trainer] Tommy Mc- 
Givern found him for us," 
said Hogan. "He was a flat 
horse at Laurel, but was a bad 
ulcer case and a stall-walker. 
He can still be nervous, and 
has to be outside a lot but he's 
a great jumper and a lot of fun 
to ride." 

In the race. Words and Mu¬ 
sic took over the pace after a 


mile, settled on the front end 
and outran Running Light 
(Richard Boucher) for the win. 

"It's about as much fun as 
you can have," said Laimbeer, 
of riding races. 

"He's a really talented 
horse, and we've just gone 
slow with him and now he's 
to the point where he just 
loves it. He's just put it all to¬ 
gether this year—^he's learned 
this is a game and not work so 
he's learned to like it." 

Laimbeer, 42, works in the 
equipment financing and leas¬ 
ing business, goes to the gym 
three days a week to stay fit 
and relies on wife Alice (and 
the rest of the family) for help 
with the horses. 

"That's what makes it all 
worth it," said Laimbeer, who 
galloped horses for trainer 
Doug Pout this winter to in¬ 
crease his fitness level. "Every¬ 
one has a role in this or I 
couldn't do it." 

Potomac fit in the plans of 
trainer Ricky Hendriks and 
Storybook Ending, who 
bounced out of a May 11 vic¬ 
tory at Willowdale to take the 
$7,500 open hurdle feature at 
Potomac. Ridden by Richard 
Boucher for owner Jim Casey, 
the winner cruised home by 
10 lengths over Muzzle load 
and Bad Dog Press. 

Hendriks, who hadn't been 
to Potomac since his riding 
days, was impressed with the 
course. 

"It's not that far off being 
sanctioned; it's not what you 
would think of right away 
when you hear point-to- 
point," said the Fair Hill- 
based trainer. "They got very 
unlucky with the weather, be¬ 
cause the ground was very 
soft, but my horse didn't mind 
it." 

Hendriks kept the success 
going at Potomac when Con¬ 
trarian Stable's Salaverry 
(Tina McDaniel) won the 
$1,000 open flat by 12 lengths 


over Why Not Baby (Richard 
Boucher). Hendriks's son 
McLane started the day with a 
victory in the medium pony 
race on Farrashaca. 

Jockey Jeff Murphy dou¬ 
bled on the day, opening 
things with a win in the $1,000 
maiden hurdle. Murphy part¬ 
nered the McCivern-trained 
Ambenay home for owner 
Fergis Galvin. The 5-year-old 
son of Northern Spur (Ire) 
won by eight lengths over 
County Doctor (Ellen Horner) 
and Private Attack (Boucher). 


Murphy was back in the 
winner's circle four races later 
when Antonio Star survived 
in the $2,500 novice timber. 
Owned by John Pettibone and 
trained by Dot Smith wick, the 
winner prevailed in a four- 
horse race that featured a fall 
(Quaremba), a lost rider (Matt 
Hatcher from Kennelot's Re¬ 
ward) and an off-course (My 
Mogul). 

Trainer Doug Fout and jock¬ 
ey Tiffany Mueller teamed up 
to win the lady rider flat with 
Ken Luke's Shining Jack. ^

New leadership within PA Department of Agriculture

Dennis Wolff 

Dennis C. Wolff, the new Secretary of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Department of Agriculture, expresses a feeling 
of kinship with Thoroughbred breeders—though he 
himself is a world-renowned breeder of Holstein 
dairy cattle. 

"Producing a good quality animal is what it's all 
about, whether you're involved in Thoroughbred race 
horses or dairy farming," says Secretary Wolff, who 
was appointed in January by Governor Edward G. 
Rendell and has been confirmed by the State Senate. 

The Agriculture Secretary plays an important 
role within Pennsylvania's horse racing industry, since 
the State Horse Racing Commission is an agency 
within the Department of Agriculture. 

Secretary Wolff, whose impressive background 
in the private sector enabled him to step into the top 
post without any prior experience as a government 


official, points out that the relationship between the 
horse industry and the state works both ways. 

"We want to make sure that everyone who is 
part of the equine industry understands that he or 
she is important to the state of Pennsylvania," says 
Secretary Wolff. "The horse industry is an important 
part of agriculture within this state, and there is no 
question that it will be a continually growing part of 
agriculture." 

Secretary Wolff, the keynote speaker at the 
PHBA's annual Iroquois Awards banquet held May 29, 
owns Pen-Col Farms in Millville, Columbia County, a 
700-acre, 500-head dairy farm specializing in pure¬ 
bred Holstein genetics. 

Founded in 1951 by Secretary Wolff's father, 
Christian Wolff, Pen-Col has for many years been at 
the forefront of the dairy genetics industry. 

Pen-Col has also supported another endeavor 
close to Secretary Wolff's heart. The syndication of 









several bulls provided the cornerstone for the 
Nicholas Wolff Foundation, named for Secretary 
Wolff's son, who had a liver transplant in 1986. The 
foundation purchased land near Pen-Col and built 
and operates a summer camp for handicapped and 
chronically ill children, known as Camp Victory. 
Secretary Wolff continues to serve as head of the 
foundation. 

Secretary Wolff has served as a member of the 
State USDA/Farm Service Agency, the World Trade 
Organization and the Pennsylvania Animal Health and 
Diagnostic Commission. He has been on cooperative 
boards of directors and the Pennsylvania Dairy 
Stakeholders. He is a member of the Penn State 
University Board of Trustees and has been involved in 
many community organizations. 

In 1994, Wolff received recognition as a Master 
Farmer. He has acted as a representative in conferences 
in New Zealand, Australia, Chile, Argentina and Canada, 
and received the Leadership Central Penn Award. 

"Under my watch, I will work to enhance the 
profitability of the farm—whether the farm is small, 
medium or large—and to ensure that agricultural 
entities have access to the economic development 
programs of the commonwealth, just as other 
businesses have," was among Secretary Wolff's 
comments, as his appointment was confirmed. 
"Agriculture is a business without walls, but it is every 
bit a business." 

Cheryl Cook 

Discovering the size and scope of the equine 
industry has been "one of the biggest eye-openers 
I've had since taking this job," says the new Deputy 
Secretary of Agriculture, Cheryl L. Cook. 

"Horse racing is leading the way in agri-tourism," 
says Deputy Secretary Cook, who admits to losing 
money at both Penn National and The Meadows 
during her first weeks in the post 

Horse industry representatives will be an 
important part of the process as Cook and her staff 
"look at other opportunities to market aspects of 
Pennsylvania agriculture," she says. 

Deputy Secretary Cook, a graduate of Lebanon 
Valley College in Annville, where she majored in 
English and political science, earned a law degree 
from the Dickinson School of Law in Carlisle in 1984. 
She has made her career in agriculture and 
government, beginning with the National Farmers 
Union, where she was employed from 1984 to 1993. 

Her role with the National Farmers Union, a 
nonprofit trade association, included public policy 
and advocacy positions both in Harrisburg for the 
state chapter and for the national chapter in 
Washington, D.C. "While with the national chapter, I 
focused on credit, environmental, and dairy and

livestock issues," she says. "Legislation I worked on 
includes the Agricultural Credit Act of 1987 and the 
1990 farm bill." 

In 1993, Cook was appointed Pennsylvania State 
Director of the U.S. Department of Agriculture's 
Farmers Home Administration. "When USDA 
reorganized in 1994, Farmer Programs transferred to 
the new Farm Service Agency, and I became the State 
Director of Rural Development. In that role I managed 
community and economic development investments 
of roughly $300 million per year, with an overhead 
budget of about $8 million," she recounts. 

After accepting a temporary detail to Washington, 
D.C, in March 2000, as Acting Associate Administrator 
of the Rural Housing Service, Cook was recruited as 
Executive Officer of the National Food and Agriculture 
Council, an umbrella organization that facilitates inter¬ 
agency communications among USDA's 29 agencies 
and between USDA and private sector groups. 

Two years ago she left that post and established 
her own consulting practice, while also becoming 
executive director of Keystone Development Center, a 
nonprofit organization that provides technical 
assistance to new and emerging cooperatives in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware.

Keswick and Paradise Creek 
named to Virginia Hall of Fame 


B op, a champion in three cat¬ 
egories, and millionaire 
Mandy’s Gold lead the parade 
of Virginia-bred stars to be hon¬ 
ored for outstanding perform¬ 
ances in 2002. 

The Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association has expanded its 
awards program to more closely 
follow the categories found in 
other major states and the 
national Eclipse Awards, and in 
doing so will honor worthy can¬ 
didates in several new categories. 

Bop, bred by Keswick Stables 
and W Lazy T, claimed top hon¬ 
ors in the older male, turf and 
sprint divisions. The 6-year-old 
son of Rahy out of Golden 
Guinea by Fappiano, won five 
races and $170,983 during a 
seven-race 2002 campaign. 
Never racing farther than six fur¬ 
longs, Bop won on the main 
track at Pimlico and on the turf 
at Colonial Downs, Penn 
National and the Meadowlands. 
He captured the restricted Punch 
Line Stakes, named after the well 
known Virginia-bred sprinter, 
the Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup Handicap and $100,000 
Thomas Edison Stakes. 

Audley Farm-bred Mandy’s 
Gold literally struck gold during 
her 4-year-old campaign, earn¬ 
ing $715,404. The chestnut 
daughter of Gilded Time out of 
the Aloma’s Ruler mare Man- 
duria won five races, including 
the Ruffian Handicap-Gl, Chi¬ 
cago Breeders’ Cup Handicap- 
G3, Honorable Miss Handicap- 
G3, Sweet and Sassy Stakes and 
My Juliet Stakes. For the year, 
Mandy’s Gold won or placed in 
11 of 13 starts. 

Oneofthebirdboys, by Plea¬ 
sant Tap out of Cosmetic Lift by 
Miswaki, was named champion 
2-year-old male. Bred by Edward 
P. Evans, Oneofthebirdboys had 
two wins from nine starts with 
earnings of $55,625. He won the 
Winnipeg Futurity, and was sec¬ 
ond in the Prairie Meadows 
Freshmen Stakes. 


Makin Heat used stakes 
wins in the Virginia-bred HH- 
dene Stakes at Delaware Park and 
the Selima Stakes at Laurel to 
earn honors as champion 2-year- 
old fiHy. Second in her first four 
starts, the daughter of Makin out 
of the Lobsang (Ire) mare 
Warmedbythesun won four of 
her next seven starts to compile 
year-end earnings of $147,002. 
Makin Heat was bred by Spencer 
F. Young. 

The consistent Pass the 
Virtue earned honors as cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old fiUy, while Kris’s 
Prayer was named champion 3- 
year-old male. Pass the Virtue 
(Slavic—Occasional Virtue by 
Halo) started 12 times in 2002, 
posting five wins, two seconds 
and three thirds. Bred by Dennis 
Bybee, Pass the Virtue won 
$250,770 while recording victo¬ 
ries in the Susan’s Girl Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes, Thirty Eight Go Go 
Stakes and Rhododendron 
Stakes. Kris’s Prayer (Kris S.— 
My Prayer by Hero’s Honor) was 
bred by Morgan’s Ford Farm. He 
earned $78,800 while winning 
the Choice Stakes and finishing 
second in the Jersey Derby-G3. 

Virginia’s champion sire for 
2002 was Housebuster 
($4,090,661 in progeny earnings) 
and Audley Farm’s Manduria, 
the dam of Mandy’s Gold, was 
named champion broodmare. 
Audley was also named breeder 
of the year, posting $1,331,250 in 
earnings from 250 starts, 36 firsts, 
29 seconds and 36 thirds. 

This year the VTA wiQ pres¬ 
ent its Special Horseman Award 
honoring outstanding achieve¬ 
ment by a small breeder to 
Spencer E Young. Keith Early 
will receive the VTA Award of 
Merit for his contributions to the 
Old Dominion Racing Series. 

The Virginia-bred Horse of 
the Year will be announced later 
in 2003 at the Annual Awards 
Banquet. 


T he late Elizabeth Augustus 
Knight and her daughter 
Peggy Augustus, proprietors of 
Keswick Stables near Charlottes¬ 
ville, join millionaire Virginia- 
bred Paradise Creek as the 
newest members of the Virginia 
Equine HaQ of Fame. Knight, 
Augustus and Paradise Creek wiQ 
be enshrined in the HaQ of Fame 
at the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association’s annual awards ban¬ 
quet later this year. 

Established by Knight in the 
1950s, Keswick secured an 
important place in history as the 
breeder of Native Dancer’s dam 
Natalma (in partnership with 
Danny Van Clief’s Nydrie Stud), 
along with numerous other 
major achievements. 

In aU, Keswick has bred 48 
stakes winners, including mOlion- 
aires Eishin Guymon, Simply 
Majestic, Alwuhush and Sabin, as 
weU as the Grade/Group 1 win¬ 
ners Arctic Tern, Chain Bracelet, 
Johnny D, Ashayer and Husband. 
Keswick-breds recognized by the 
VTA as state-bred champions 
include Crown Silver, C’Est L’ 
Amour, Semoran (twice) and Bop. 

Keswick broodmares have 
been frequent winners of Vir¬ 
ginia’s HoweU E. Jackson Brood¬ 
mare Award with Beaming Bride 
(Ire), dam of Simply M^estic, 


Alwuhush, Husband and Pia 
Bride, leading the way with two 
honors. Others are Highland 
Fling, L’Amour Toujours and 
Meadow Mist. 

A fixture at the Saratoga year¬ 
ling sale, Keswick set a world 
record for a fiUy in 1962 when 
Golden Gorse (by Swaps, out of 
*Auld AUiance) brought an 
$83,000 final bid. In 1982, 
Keswick sold Group 3 stakes win¬ 
ner Kanz as a Spa yearling. The 
daughter of The Minstrel, out of 
Treasure Chest, sold for another 
world record $2.1 miUion. Two 
years later Keswick sold a colt by 
Roberto out of Gurkhas Band for 
$4 million. 

Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
homebred Paradise Creek (Irish 
River-Fr out of North of Eden- 
Ire by Northfields) ranks second 
on the list of all-time leading Vir¬ 
ginia-bred earners with 
$3,378,189. 

Among the most important 
of his 10 stakes victories were the 
Grade 1 HoUywood Derby at 3, 
as weU as the Arlington MQlion- 
Gl, Washington, DC., Inter- 
national-Gl, Manhattan Stakes- 
G1 and Dixie Handicap-G2 at 5. 
He set a new course record for a 
mile and a quarter at Belmont, 
and equaled a course record at 
Gulfstream Park.

Credence, who was in foai to 
Distorted Fiumor at the time of the 
saie, gave birth to a fiiiy at Beau 
Ridge on March 22. Just six weeks 
iater. Distorted Fiumor's son Funny 
Cide won the run for the roses in 
ciassic styie, then came back to a 
dominating performance in the 
128th running of the Preakness 
Stakes. 

"Rooting for Funny Cide is as 
naturai as cheering for one of your 
own horses," O'Bannon said. "When 
we went to the saie, we reaiiy iiked 
Distorted Fiumor as a staiiion, but we 
didn't know he wouid be the sire of 
a Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
winner just a coupie months iater. 

"The main reason we went to that 
saie was our interest in Credence. 
Fier breeding (by Beiieve it) and the 
fact she was in foai to Distorted

Rene Moore's Naylee Farm in 
Summit Point has its own family ties 
to one of this year's top 3-year-old 
performers. Empire Maker, who 
raced to victory in the Florida Derby 
and the Wood Memorial (both 
Grade 1) and finished second in the 
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Kentucky Derby, is a half-brother to 
the Naylee stallion Civilisation (out of 
the great mare Toussaud). 

Note: Strike Adduce, a son of 
1991 Kentucky Derby winner Strike 
the Gold, continues to call West 
Virginia home. He is owned by Elaine 
Hagy and stands at Piece of the 
Rock Farm in Harpers Ferry.
